THE CHINESE WAR. 


THE CELESTIAL QUARTERS AT TACOMA, 
W. T., BURNED TO THE GROUND BY A 
MOB. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 5.—A private dispatch 
from Tacoma states that Chinatown, situated 
near the lower depot and wharf ot the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, had been burned by a mob, 
and that the railroad tanks, trestie, and other 
property had been damaged. 

WasHinoton, D. C., Nov. 5.—The Governor 
of Washington Territory yesterday telegraphed 
to Secretary Lamar that the citizens of 
Tacoma had expelled about 200 Chinese from 
the city limits. The Governor then telegraphed 
the local authorities at Tacoma asking if they 
could preserve order. He was informed that, 
while order had not been perfectly preserved, 
no one had been seriously injured. 

Another telegram from the Mayor of Seat- 
tle stated that, in view of the outbreak at 
Tacoma, trouble was apprebended at Seattle. 
The Chinese in the Territory have muade an 
urgent appeal to the Governor for protection, 
and a Gubernatorial proclamation has been 
issued calling upon all citizens to assist 
in the preservation of order. This action was 
reported today to Secretary Lamar, and after 
a conference with the President a telegram 
was sent to the Governor of Washington Terri- 
tory approving the issuance of his proclama- 
tion and directing him to use all means in his 
power to prevent further trouble. 

SEATTLE, W. T., Nov. 5.— |Special.|—The 
prociamation of Gov. Squire caused intense 
excitement in this city today. At a conference 
between citizens, Knights of Labor. and Chi- 


nese the latter agreed to go as rapidly as con- 
venient. A meeting tonight to ratify the same 
broke up without anything being accomplished. 
Sharp speeches were made by opposing parties. 


TWO CHICAGO MEN. 


THEY GET INTO A QUARREL AND ONE 
SHOOTS AND KILLS THE OTHER. 

VALPARAISO, Ind., Nov. 5.— [Special. —Pat- 
rick Tulahan shot and instantly killed Freder- 
ick Bertholod this afternoon. Both men came 
from Chicago to work on the new Catholic 
church. They were employed by Townsend & 
Riddle of Chicago. The shooting took place in 
a shed across the street trom the new church 
building. The deceased had not worked in the 
forenoon, and had been drinking very heavily. 
When Tulahan went to dinner he met Bertho- 
lod in a saloon, and a quarrel and fight ensued, 
Bertholod swearing he would kill Tulahan. 
Tulaban went to work after dinner, and 
shortly Bertholod went to the church, 
picked up a large club, and en- 
tered the shed where Tulaban was at work. 
Tulahan called out twice, **Keep back, keep 
back,“ and then there was a shot. Bertholod 


lived five minutes, but never spoke. As soon 
as Tulaban saw thet the man was dead he ran 
off and has not been captured. 

Both men were unmarried. The deceased, 
before coming here, boarded at a saloon on 
East Van Buren street, Cnicago, while Tulahan 
lived somewhere on Thirty-sixth street, near 
Cottage Grove avenue. 


A DEFAULTING CASHIER. 


BEING OF A SPECULATIVE TURN, HE USES 
TOO MUCH OF THE BANK’S FONDS, AND, 
HIS SHORTAGE BEING QISCOVERED, HE 
SKIPS. 

JACKSON, Mich., Nov. 5.—[Special.|—Wesley 
Burchard, cashier of the Grass Lake Farmers’ 
Bank, absconded Tuesday night, leaving a 
shortage in his accounts of about $20,000. His 
plan of pilfering was to take afew hundred at 
a time till the amount reached $1,000, when he 
would make a promissory note and secure it 
with vaiuable securities. When the directors 
notified him Tuesday that his discrepancy was 
known he begged not to be arrested, as he 
cou'd make the amount good within a day or 
two. He was allowed to visit his daughter that 
night, and has not been seen since. The de- 
faulter is 50 years old and a resident of Grass 
Lake for twelve years. He enjoyed the confi- 
dence of the community. It is believed that 
he spent the money in reckless speculation in 
the South.

CLEVELAND TALKS. 


The President Has a Great Deal to 
Say About Olvil-Service 
Reform. 


His Ideas Concerning the Way in 
Which the Commission Should 
Be Run. 


An Opinion in Relation to the Much- 
Mooted Oase of Ster- 
ling. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—President 
Cleveland today expressed himself as follows 
in rega d to the reorganization of the Civil- 
Service Commission: 

“The reorganization of the Civil-Service 
Commission was made necessary by the resig~- 
nation of the members of the old board. In 
such, reorganization it seemed to me that 
friends for the cause could be made in 
the party to which I belong and which is at 
present to a large extent charged with the en- 
forcement of the law by changing the political 
complexion of the commission. This never 
was, I think, shared by all the old 
Commissioners, and the change has thus 
far progressed with none but the best 
of feeling, so far as I know, on their part. In 
the selection of the new Commissioners there 
were so many different qualifications which 1 
deemed desirable that I have found it no easy 
matter to fill the positions with men who could 
combine the elements which I consider most 
useful to the fair, honest, and successful 
enforcement of the law. Prominent leaders 
in the civil-service movement strongly ad- 
vised me to select one of the Commissioners 
from the South. This I have done: and the 
person selected from that locality, I am quite 
certain, possesses all the qualifications 
for an officient officer. Mr. Edgerton 
I never saw until yesterday, and I don’t 
remember that I ever heard of him 
until Chief-Justice Waite urged him upon my 
attention asa most excellent man for the 
place. From my impression of him upon a 
personal interview, and from representations 
made by bis friends, I am entirely satisfied 
that no mistake bas been made in his appoint- 
ment. I cannot rid myself of the idea that 
this civil-service reform is something intended 
to do practical good and not a mere sentiment 
intended for the purpose of affording oppor- 
tunity to ventilate high-sounding notions and 
fine phrases. My pian of giving it the greatest 
possible usefulness involves the removal of 
stumbiing-blocks from the way of good, hon- 
est men who are inclined to its support 
ana demonstrates in every public man- 


ner its value as adapted to the 
every-day affairs of the Government. Thus 
two Democrats were selected, and I certainly 
intended to select them forthe two prominent 
positions on the commission; and this was 
done largely in deference to the sentiments 
and opinions beld by good men in the Demo- 
cratic party. And it has also occurred to me that 
it was a plain dictate of common sense that 
one of the old Commussioners should, if possi- 
bie, remain foratime to aid the new ones. 
The preparation of the report of the commis- 
sion is a most important matter, affording an 
occasian to recommend the reform to the peo- 
ple by exhibiting to them all it has accom- 
plished, and the report ought to be very useful, 
too, in removing misapprehensions and objec- 
tions. 

‘* Deeming tha experience of one who has 


been in the commission during the time to |. 
which the report will relate of the utmost 


value in its preparation, and fully convinced 
that the knowledge gained by a connection 
with the administration of the law would be 
a great help to the new commission, 
I obtained the consent of Mr. Eaton to remain 


temporarily in the commission, and I have to-, 


day appointed him in the place of Mr. Thoman, 
the former Democratic member. When Mr. 
Eaton finaily retires I shall appoint a Repub- 
lican, whose selection will, I hope, detract 
nothing from the strength and efficiency of the 
new commission. 

„My attention has been called to a state- 
ment insome of the newspapers relating to Mr. 
Sterling. Ihave heard that he bas applied for 
examination as a weigher. I have no informa- 
tion whether he has passed or not, but 1 judge, 
from something appearmg in the papers, 
that certain people fear he bas and are already 
lashing themselves into a dreadful state of ap- 
prehension lest he should be selected, after 
examination, to fill the place to which 
he was appointed without examina- 
tion and from whith he was sus 
pended. When the Civil-Service Commission 
consulted with me as to the statusof Mr. 
Sterling and the true construction of the rule 
bearing on that subject, I agreed with them 
in the opinion that tne position of weigher was 
subject to an examination and that 
it should be filled by one who by 
means of a proper examination under 
the law proved himseif eligible. But it seemed 
to me that the good of the service required 
that the person to be appointed should 
be possessed of certain traits and 
qualifications which no theoretical ex- 
am iuation would develop. One baving 
charge of two or three hundred menof the 
class with which a weigher bas to deal should 
possess personal courage, energy, decision, and 
firmness of character. It is entirely cer- 
tain that the possession of such’ quali- 
fications could not in the least be determined 
by the result of an examination organized for 
the purpose of testing an applicant’s knowl- 
edge and education. So I suggested that the 
examination for this place be non-competitive, 
but finding that the law and rules did not per- 
mit that, in such a case, it was proposed 
that instead of sending to the appointing 
power only four names from those who 
bad proved themselves eligible upon examina- 
tion, and obliging him to select one of them, 
the whole number who successfully passea 
should be sent up, thus permitting an oppor- 
tunity to judge of the qualifications 
not developed by the examination. This, 
as 1 -undeistand it, was agreed to 
among us, and 1 have ever since sup- 
posed that course would be followed. I think 
it certainly should be. I migbt, perhaps, add 
that at the time it was, as I supposed, settied 
upon, I had not, and I am quite sure that no 
member of the commission had, the slight- 
est idea that Mr. Sterling would ap- 
pear as an applicant for examination. 
Now, if Mr. Sterling has submitted to the con- 
ditions imposed by the Civil-Service law, and 
if he has passed the examination prescribed, 
he should be treated justiy and fairly. Idonot 
mean to say that the appointing power should be 
unjust and unfair to others by appointing Mr. 
Sterling over the heads of those who have 
passed a better examination than be, and who 
are found, on  =ipepection, to possess 
the qualifications essential to an effect- 
ive performance of the duties pertaining 
to the offiee. But I think all who have 
passed should be certified, and if, under a fair 
application of the rules, Mr. Sterling sboula 
be chosen, no friend of civil-service reform 
has any right to compiain. 

„No cause can gain by injustice or bya 
twisting of its purposes to suit particular 
tastes, and when a result is fairly reached 
through the proper methods adopted to 
further a reform, it should be accepted, 
especially by tne friends of the movement. 
They should not permit those of whom they 
require submission to say, with any sem- 
blance of trutb, that they themselves submit 


only when the result accords with their views.“ 


NEW APPOINTEES. 

The President this afternoon appointed Dor- 
man B. Eaton to be a member of the Civil- 
Service Commission in place of Judge Thoman, 
whose resignation was accepted to take effect 
Nov. 1. The appointment is but a temporary 
one, however, as it is proposed to appoint a 
permanent successor to Judge Thoman in a 
short time. Mr. Eaton consented to serve on 
the commission tor a few weeks in order to as- 
sist the newly-appointed Commissioners iu fa- 
miliariziug themselves in their duties, and also 
to wind up some certain unfinished matters iu 
which he is greatly interested. It is not known 
who will succeed Mr. Eaton beyond the fact 
tha. the new appointee will be a Republican in 
full sympathy with civil-service reform. 

It is announced from Indiana that the apvoint- 
ment of the venerable Mr. Edgerton to be 
Civil-Service Commissioner excites “mild 
amazement’ in that State. It was suggested 


} 


by a resident of Indiana that the word mild“ 
is probably a telegraphie bull for “ wild.” The 
solection of the new Commissioners does not 
meet with the approval ot the pioneer sup- 
porters of the reform here, even if the Presi- 
dent has chosen to label them with the civil- 
service copyright of Dorman B. Eaton. Mr. 
Edgerton, who is here, declines to bave any- 
thing to say to the public as to any 
plans which he may have formed respecting 
the courmissiém, and all that is said for these 
men is in a general way that they will support 
the reform. A number of telegrams have 
been published which have been sent to Mr. 
Edgerton congratulating him upon his ap- 
pointment. It is a curious fact that in none 
of these telegrams thus fat given to the public 
is there one from any known civil-service re- 
former, while there are scores from locali- 
ties and men avowedly bostile to the reform. 
Mr. Eaton has chosen to give the com- 
mission sanction by lis presence as a 
professional civil-servic® reformer, for three 
weeks—for that is the length of time which, it 
is said, he is expected to fremain—and he states 
in a general way that be believes the new men 
are supporters of the civil-service system, al- 
though he says that he does not kuow them 
personally and never saw one of them until to- 
day. There is already talk of cbanging the 
rules in the direction of removing the obstruc- 
tions which the old Commissioners placed 
in the way of

instance, showed the President the other day 
that, under the regulation fixing the limit of 
age for entry into the postal service, no per- 
son could be admitted to compete even for 
examinations who was more than 1! years of 
age when tue Rebellion broke out. The Presi- 
dent is known to have been impressed with 
the suggestions of Maj. Barke, and it is quite 
possible that one of the n rules will modify 
this limitation as to age 80 that the ex-Confed- 
erates can more rally enter the 
postal service. Repu make the point 
that the President, appointing Mr. 
Eaton as the only Republigan, bas violated the 
spirit of the Civil-Service &ct, which provides 
that not more than two ot whom (the Com- 
missioners) shall be ad nts of the same 
party. They insist that President might 
as well have appointed William Curtis 
or George Jones and ca them Republicans 
as to have nominated Mr. Eaton, who is a rep- 
resentative of the New York Independent 
school. Eatoh’s friends say in reply to this 
that he voted for Blame. 


STOCK DISEASES. 

CATTLE AFFLICTED WITH “MILK” SICK- 
NESS—A PROBABLE REMEDY DISCOVERED 
—GREAT LOSS FROM HOG-CHOLERA. 
VINCENNES, Ind., Nov. &—([Special. |—Henry 

Poff, a prominent stockman of Richland 
County, Lilinois, took tortg-eight head of cattle 
to Jasper County to one his pastures re- 
cently. In a short time y sickened, and it 
was discovered that they were afflicted with 
milk sickness. Twenty-four of the cattle died, 
and Mr. Poff’s loss is quite heavy. He thinks 
he bas found the cause of the disease ina 
weed that grows on the infected land. If his 
idea is correct, it will settle a much-disputed 
question. The farm where the cattle were 
taken sick is upland, in a district where milk 
sickness has occasionally appeared since the 
country was first settled. 

William Stewart, living on Sugar Creek, four 
and one-half miles west of town. has also suffered 
from milk-sick cattle. He had three well- 
defined cases, one of which was fatal. This is 
the first time it ever appeared on his farm. 
though cattle have been kept ou it for fifteen 
years. It is also reported that milk sickness 
has appeared in Gibson County, Indiana, south 
ot this,city, and that two persons had already 


died of the disease in the neighborhood of 
Gordon Hills.

EX-SENATOR WILLIAM SHARON, 


HE IS RESTING EASIER TODAY—A PROVIS- 
ION FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF HIS PROP- 
ERTY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 5.—[Special. |— 
The provisions of the deed of trust executed 
by ex-Senator William Sharon are as follows: 
He estimates the value of his estate 
at $15,000,000 and apportions it as fol- 
lows: One-third to Fred W. Sharon, one-third 
to Lady Hesketh, née Flora Sharon, one- 
twelfth to Frank G. Newlands, three-twelfths 
to three children of Newlands. His property is 
located in California, Nevada, Ohio, Missouri, 
Jilinois, and the District of Columbia. In case 
Sharon should live the deed provides that he 
shall be maintained out of the estate and 
makes the following provisions: Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars a month to Lady Hesketn, $1,500 a 
month to Fred Sharon, and a similar amount 
monthly to Newlands and his chiidren, to be 
equally divided. 

It is now stated that Sarah Althea Hill, who 
is advertised to appear as Portia in the “ Mer- 
chant of Venice,“ never intended to go on the 
stage, but mereiy desired to worry Sharon by 
announcements which she has made of her in- 
tention to become an actress and travel under 
the name of Mrs. William Sharon.

THE SMALL-POX IN CANADA. 


LATEST REPORTS FROM THE INFECTED 
DISTRICTS. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 5.—The statement of 
mortality for the five weeks ending Oct. 31 
shows 1,391 deaths in this city from small-pox. 
Of those who died 1,286 were French-Canadians. 
Forty-five cases ot small-pox were verified yes- 
terday. There are at present receiving relief 
from the city 1,631 persons. There are 572 
cases of smäll-pox among these persons. 

At a meeting of the Civic Finance Commit- 
tee this afternoon a statement was submitted 
showing that $75,000 has already been spent to 
put down the small-pox epidemic. 

The official returns show thirty-six deaths in 
the city from small-pox yesterday, five in Cote 
St. Louis, four in Ste. Cunegonde, and two in 
St. Henri. 

Au official report to the Board of Health 
says that there are 700 houses in this city in- 
fected with smail-pox, of which 308 are pla- 
carded. 

There wore thirty-four deaths in this city 
today from smali-pox and eleven fatal cases in 
the outlying municipalities. The new cases 
reported numbered fifty-nine, of which thirty- 
five have been verified. b 

UTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 5.—There are tour cases 
of sinail-pox at present in the hospital here. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 5.—The Heaith 
Board this afternoon considered the application 
for permission to land aship-load of imported 
rags now lying in the Delaware River, having 
been brought here beeause the New York 
authorities forbade tbe ir landing until disinfect- 
ed by superheated steam. The board decided 
to allow them to be lanied and wareboused, 
and to remain in the warehouse subject to the 
orders of the board. 


A CONVICT’S ROMANCE. 

PORTSMOUTH, O., Nov. 5.—[Special. ]|—Henry 
White, alias Ed C. Wilson, who escaped from 
the Kentucky penitentiary last May with a 
ten-year murder sentence over nim, was ar- 
rested today and lodgedin jail. He was mar- 
ried here Tuesday to a candy manufacturer's 
daughter, Mary Roper. He has a wife and 
three chtidren living in Elliott County, Ken- 
tucky. The bride is in great grief. 

Henry Shupo was jailed here this morning 
for trying to negotiate three farmers’ notes for 
$100. Michigan is his home and teaching his 
profession. 


THE GREAT HORSE SHOW. 


Undoubtedly It Is the Best Ever 
Seen in the United 
States. 


Some of the Equines Exhibited and How 
They Look and Behave Them- 
selves. 


The Orowds—Awarding the Prizes—How 
the Fair Sex Oriticises—Two 
Notable Visitors. 


New York, Nov. 5.—[Special.}—It becomes 
daily more evident that the Nataonal Horse Show 
at the Madison Square Garden is the best ever 
held in this country. The quality of the horses 
shown, the large number of entries, and the 
able management have all combined to pro- 
duce this result. The Executive Committee, 
whose work has been heavy, consists of Messrs. 
J. D. Cheever, John G. Heckscher, H. H. Hol- 
lister, W. F. Wharton, and H. I. Nichols. Mr. 
W. T. Dunnell is the assistant manager. In 
the large crowds which have thus far 
attended the show many people well known 
in society, as well as on the turf, have been 
seen. Mr. Henry Bergh has been a prominent 
figure among his favorit animal. 

Over $1,000,000 is represented in horsefiesh, 
and in a few cases $50,000 would not purchase 
a valued‘animal. The quality of the thorough- 
breds, while very good, 1s not upto the standard 
of the English shows, which form the criterion. 
The arrangements made for the care of the 
borses and the comfort of visitors are uncom- 
monly good. The centre of the garden is sur- 
rounded by a four-barred fence and is covered 
with several inches of tanbark. This was 
closely packed by the horses that trotte4, gal- 
loped, and cantered over it yesterday, and is 
now as smooth as a race-course. Built against 
the inclined seats that line each side of the 
garden are rows ot neatly-fashioned stalls, 
which are floored with piaited straw. In the 
*‘cellar’’ under the seats are hundreds of other 
stalls, all of which are occupied. 
Between the stalls and the four-barred fence 
is a broad passageway. Through this thousands 
of people, a majority of whom were well- 
dressed women, siowly walked yesterday. 
Scores of little men, who displayed wonderful 
unanimity, not only in the cut of their clothes, 
but in the material of which they were com- 
posed, dart hither and thither, as if the success 
of the show depended upon their efforts in 
shooting around the garden a great many 
times as well as in attending to 
the wants of their charges, the horses. 
These diminutive persons are clad in 
corduroy which fits soclosely that wrinkles are 
out of the question. Their knowledge of horse- 
flesh appears to be without limit. Boys cladas 
jockeys in gorgeous colors offer catalogs for 
sale, and by means of these the visitors are 
enabled to pick out horses who have made 
reputations for themselves. There is always a 
throng about the largest and smallest horse in 
the show. The distinction of being the largest 
is divided by two immense gray geldings, Jum- 
bo and Samson, owned by Peter Doelger of this 
city. They occupy stalls at the western end 
and on the northern side of the garden. Each 
of them stands nineteen and one-half bands 
high and is 8 years of age. Their combined 
weight is 4,600 pounds, and when they become 
tired of people gazing upon them and playfully 


kick at their stalls the northern side of the

of mixed breed, though 
predominates in their mammoth veins. In 
wonderful contrast to these two immense 
horses is Midget. The little beauty, jet black 
in color, is owned by Godfrey Mannheimer. 
He is the same age as Jumbo, and stands nine 
and a half bands high. All the ladies who look 
at Midget aver that he is altogether too lovely 
for anything except an exhibition. The old 
war-horse Parole was to have been entered 
among the thoroughbreds, but was notin the 
best of health, and was barred on this account, 
But of the thoroughbreds there are many. 


THE TROTTING EXHIBIT. 

The trotting exhibit is the finest in the col- 
lection of horses, nearly ail being of a high or- 
der. One of the most symmetrical of the stall 
ions is Mr. E. J. Hamlin's famous Mambriuo 
King. In the same class come Judge Catou’s 
bay stallion Don Cossack from Illinois, R. B. 
Conklin’s King Wiikes, and Erastus Corning’s 
Shawmut, son of Corning’s Harry Clay. These, 
with Alden Goldsmithb’s Castelar and others, 
attract the attention ofall judges of trotting 
stock. The most spirited picture of the 
exhibition was seen when the stallion 
roadsters were led into the inclosure 
for competition. The most interesting features 
today were the judging of tho trotting stallions 
and the four-in-hands. The judges deciared 
that the display of trotting stallions was the 
finest ever made at any similar exhibition. 
The animals entered certainly were a noble lot 
of creatures. There were sixteen of them, and 
the pride of their bearing, the beauty of their 
glossy coats, and the sinewy outlines of their 
delicately-molded limbs made them a most at- 
tractive sight. Mambrino King is said to be 
the handsomest horse in the world, and his 
appearance in the arena was greeted with 
applause. Much was expected ot Don 
Cossack, the pride of the Caton stock farm, but 
to the surprise of many he was not awarded 
eith first or second prize. The judges 
spent a Vonsiderabie time in making a careful 
examination of these animals, and finaliy 
awarded the first prize to Elgin Smith's Al- 
cyone, and the second to Mambrino King. Don 
Cossack was very highly commended, 

A pleasing contrast to the fiery trotters, for 
juveniles, are the Shetland and other ponies, 
which are ranged in stalis along the Twenty- 
seventh street side of the garden. The strong- 
est love of children, espoclally boys, is for 
ponies, and the little horses here attract great 
crowds of youngsters. Kitty is one of the 
gems of tne show. Kitty is a diminutive 
donkey, and since early yesterday morning a 
biue roset bas been hanging triumphantly 
above her Stall, indicating that she 
won the first prize at the morning 
judging of donkeys. It is true 
that there is only one other donkey in the 
show, but then Kitty's attractions are such as 
to insure her triumph against any competitor. 
She is the property of Master William Beach 
Lawrence, and occupies a stall on the north 
side of the ring, where she is the object of ad- 
miration of every woman and child that goes 
to the show. Her coat is gray and soft, invit- 
ing a friendly pat trom every visitor. She bas 
not oven the stub of a mane, but ia its piace, 
running from between her ears all the way 
down her back, is a dark brown stripe. This, 
with the lines that come up to meet it on her 
sboulders, forms the cross which, according to 
the legend, all donkeys bear since the day when 
Christ rode into Jerusalem on an ass colt. All 
day long Kitty stands in her stall meditatively 
wagging her left ear or biinking sleepily at her 
admirers. 

Au interesting feature of the exhibition is 
the display of fire-engine horses and the test- 
ing of their ability to get out and ready for a 
fire. One company has hitched up and left its 
stable in two seconds after the alarm sounded. 
There was a confused vision of horses, blue 
coats, and barness that seemed to fal! from the 
skies, and then the engine went parading 
around the ring. It seemed to the spectators as 
if the whole operation bad been performed in- 
stantaneously, but the judges saia that two 
seconds bad elapsed. At another trial two and 
three-quarters seconds were consumed in get- 
ting away from the stables. 

THE GARDEN AT NIGHT. 

Every evenmg the garden is resplendent. 
Hosts of society women nd men are present, 
aud horses and riders are doing tneir best te 
win appiause. The event of great interest has 
been the competition by half-bred qualified 
busters carrying 160 pounds. Mr. Work, Mr. 
Mortimer, Mr. Shields, and other gentiemen 
riders appeared in the saddle, in company with 
professionals Meany, Gait, Devan, and Galves- 


; 


ton. The hurdies were much higher than at 
Jerome Park, which caused the riders to send 
their horses at a moderately safe pace to 
gather for the leaps. Half the horses 
ehied at and some refused the first jump, 
knocking it over. They also made rather poor 
work at the in-and-out jump. Two riders 
slipped out of their saddles and were greeted 
with shouts of merriment by the good-natured 
throng. The gentieman winning first prize on 
Mr. Primrose’s Lord of the Isle only touched 
one hurdie in making the twelve jumps 
on the three rounds of the course. 
For ‘some reason it has been hard work to 
please tne lady visitors in making the awards 
of prizes. All probably have their favorits, 
either from natural choice or as friends of ex- 
hibiters, and they make their preferences 
known in an unmistakable manner. Today, 
for instance, it did not take the ladies long to 
select their favorits, and when these failed to 
win prizes or even to get avery high com- 
mendation the ladies were prolific in their 
expressions of disappointment. Sometimes 
a man would be heard rewark- 
ing: Great Scott! They're givin’ the 
blue ribbon to worst cripvle 
in the whole lot!“ But as a rule the decisions 
were received with applause. Among the in- 
dustrious attachés of the show none are more 
active than those who have charge of tho 
horses. They make an interesting study, and 
are chiefly built after the foreign pattern. 
Hair cropped short, little black side-whiskers, 
wearing a striped suit, tight corduroy trousers, 
and top-boots, they are everywhere, with a 
pail of water in one hand and a 
sponge in the other, ready to put an extra 
gloss on their charges at al! convenient times. 
Night and day they watch their charges with a 
faithfulness that would do credit to men in 
higher stations in the horse business. The 
most fashionably bred horse, and the acknowl- 
edged equine dude, is imported Woodstock, 
formerly in Baron Rothschild's stable, and 
winner as a 2-year-old of the Prince of 
Wales cup. Hissire is Sir Bevys, and dam 
Stelly by Mogador. Three of his ancestors won 
the Derby from his sire back to his great- 
grandsire. 

The horses are being constantly exercised to 
give the desired lustre to their eye and the 
proud arch to neck and tail. Glossy favorits 
were to be seen on every hand with a man at 
work on each of their legs and another spong- 
ing away at their heads with the feverish in- 
terest shown by a bride’s female relatives at 
work on the last touches. Photographers were 
busy bere and there, seeking to immortalize 
the finest attitudes of the noble animals, ana 
anxious owners were running up and down 
everywhere, as happy and as nervous as 60 
many youthful débutantes. 

The flags that bave ient their gayety to so 
many festive occasions were scattered thickly 
around as usual, aiding the many-colored 
blankets and private flagsto brighten up the 
scene, and up in a big box there was caged a 
band quite gorgeous cnough in itself to keep 
up the reputation of any show. A big open 
space in the middle of the garden had been 
prepared to show off the beauty of the horses: 
and everything was in apple-pie order at 9 
o'clock, wuen the doors were opened, and the 
band’s sweetest strains welcomed the early 
arrivals. 

To say that the horses were as different as 
the individuals in the crowd that came to see 
them would give but a poor idea of the stun- 
ning variety of horses that really were there. 
There were long rows of huge animals, each 
large enough to be cut up into a respectable 
team, and rows of diminitive ponies with boofs 
like small tea-cups, and fierce little heads that 
nodded, and bit, and squealed in a way that 
plainly expressed a disregard for the entire 
human race since Tom Thumb’s deatb. Slen- 
der-limbed thoroughbreds and giosey hunters 
spent their time watching for lumps of sugar 
or a chance to bite a passing brother; while 
endless rows of chunky cobs stood nervously 
whisking their paint-brush tails and practicing 
which could lay his ears closest down upon his 
neck. A fine collection of mules, patiently, 
but vairly, waiting for some one to come up 
close, appealed to those who understood mules, 
anda few very small donkers switched their 
rat-like tails and looked happy, satisfied, 
doubtiess, with the belief that without the 
original donkey there would have been no horse 
and no mule, and consequently no show. 

The display of roadsters, coachers, saddlers, 
carriage, and draft horses is large and good, 
some—-ef—them of very fashionabie strains. 
Among the coaching stallious was Incorrigibie, 
owned by W. K. Vanderbilt. He was sired by 
Kabir, the property of the French Govern- 
ment 

The judging today was in the pony, draft, and 
hunter classes. Canada was very successful, 
carrying off the most valuable prizes, New York 
taking the remainder. None of the Western 
entries received the ribbon today. A. J. 
Cassatt of Pernsyivania,*with Ben d'Or, won 
the hunter’s prize. 

TWO NOTABLE VISITORS. 

A careful visitor would have noticed wander- 
ing torough all parts of the building a tall 
man with a sad face and an evident itching to 
find some one abusing something. That was 
Henry Bergh; and the peace and joy which 
lighted up his face when he saw how comforta- 
ble and happy all the horses were was only 
equaled by the look of borror and amazement 
which came forth when a pony thirty-six 
inches high reached out and tried to bite him 
in the ealf. The first inclination was to slap 
the pony, but then Mr. Bergh’s kind heart sug- 
gested that brutal man had probably trained 
the pony to bite calves, and so went away, leav- 
ing the pony in ignorance of his horribly sacri- 
legious act. 

But there was another man in the building 
who was gazed upon with even more reverence 
and admiration than Henry Bergh, the protect- 
or of the horses. That man was a big and a pow- 
erful one, with an eye that looked as if it could 
pierce, and a very pointed gray beard that 
curled and struggled toward the curl that 
wound down toward it from the forehead. That 
was Roscoe Conkling, examining the horses 
and pouring out horse wisdom in a way that 
made the professionals look astonished. 


INJURED BY EXPLOSIONS, 


EIGHT SERIOUSLY INJURED BY A BURSTING 


BOILER AT EVANSVILLE, IND.—ANOTHER 


NATURAL GAS ACCIDENT. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Nov. 5.—|Special.]—Con- 
siderable excitement was caused 
Second street this afternoon by a loud report 
and the violent rattling of windows in that 
locality, which was followed a few moments 
later by an alarm of fire turned in from that 
district. The cause of the noise and alarm 
was the explosion of a boiler in William 
Aiken & Son’s laboratory. The boiler was torn 
from its fastenings, passed straight up through 
the second floor and roof, passing over the 
building and alighting in the street, fully 250 
feet distant. Eight men were in the room at 
the time of the accident, all of whom were in- 
jured, three thought to be fataliy. The fol- 
lowing is a list ot the men and their injuries: 

John Ziedenthal, scaided, and inhaling steam, is 
reported dying. 

John McCool, badly scalded about the face, arms, 
and iegs, and fatally injured internally. 

William Hyde. dangerously injured about the 
bead and body. bands and legs scalded. 

Johu Jack. hands and legs scaided, 
badly bruised. 

K. I. Aiken and H. B. Aiken, sons of the pro- 
prietor, badly scalded. 


Ben Zaff, legs scalded. 

Jacob Kessner, face and body scalded. 

Mr. Kessner, the engineer, states that a few 
minutes before the explosion be found three 
gages of water and bad thirty-fve pounds of 
steam, and cannot account for the arcicent 
unless caused by defective iron in the boiler. 
The explosion was of such force as to com- 
pletely demolish the south of the building and 
west wall.

THE REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 

The report of the Chief of the Revenue 
Marine Service stows that in enforcing the 
provisions of the law and the protection of 
revenue 2,448 merchant veesels were boarded 
and examined. Of this number 1,425 were 
found violating the law and were either seized 
or reported to the proper authorities. These 
vessels incurred liability to fines, penalties, or 
forfeitures amounting to $604,515—about two- 
thirds the cost of maintaining the service. 
The number of vessels in distress as- 
sisted was 274. They had on board 
2.542 persons: and the value of the 
vessels and cargoes was $5,568,043. Sixty per- 
eons were picked up out of the water and saved 
irom drowning. The Alaskan cruise of the 
Corwin—an account of whose voyage and dis- 
coveries was published upon the return of the 
vessel to San Francisco—is commented on at 
some length. The report further states that 
the revenue cutters have coéperated beneficial- 
ly with the Stute and National quarantine sys- 
tem on our Atlantie and lake coasts in pre- 
venting the introduction of cholera, yellow- 
fever, and smali-pox. The costof conducting 
the service for the fisca: year was $819,957.

Woman Suffragists Meet and Have 
a Talk Over Their Failure 
to Vote. 


Beecher’s Pocket Picked — Probably 
Killed by a Chinese “Highbinder” 
—Gey. McClellan’s Recollections. 


Helping the United States Treasury Out— 
Missionary Work in the Southern 
States Gotham Gleanings. 


New Tonk, Nov. 5.—I[ Special. —Six mem- 
bers of the Woman's Suffrage Association of 
New York, who voted at the last election, at- 
tended a meeting at Dr. Clemence Lozier’s 
house, No. 103 West Forty-eighth street, this 
evening. Two of them wore beards; the re- 
mainder were satisfied with mustaches for 
facial adornment. Eighteen members who 
bad registered, but did not vote, were also 
present. They wore neither beards nor mus- 
taches. The meeting was also attended by a 
number of friends of woman suffrage who are 
not members of the association. The meet- 
ing entered upon a_ discussion of the 
evils of the Election laws. Mrs. Lillie 
Devereux Biake relatea incidents of her trip 
through the State. Two bundred women, she 
said, bad registered at Jamestown. A little 
woman who was ensconced in the cornerjof the 
room inquired how many bad voted. Upon de- 
ing vigorously nudged in both sides, she con- 
cluded not to press the question. Mrs. Biake 
said that she had received a letter from Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, who promised to attend 4 
reception in New York the _ seventieth 
anniversary of her birthday. Mre. Stan- 
ton writes,” said Mrs. Blake, that she hopes 
to meet a couple of dozen interesting 
women, but not one man.” This occasioned 
much feminine laughter, which bad no sooner 
died away than George Stearns rose and said 
that he was sorry to hear his sex insulted. He 
bad not attended Mrs. Stanton’s last reception 
and be bad no intention of attending ber next. 


Mr. Stearns then offered resolutions, which 
stated that the action of Jobn J. O'Brien and 
the election officers who refused to accept the 
votes of women who bad registered merited 
the scorn and indignation of the association. 
The resolutions were adopted. 

Mrs. Brinckerboff showed the meeting two 
ballots. Sbe had registered, but bad reached 
the polls three minutes too late. She was sorry 
for this, as two young men had given her 
tickets and she telt confident she would bave 
been allowed to vote if she bad been early 
enoughb—because the young men who gave her 
the tickets said so. Mrs. Brinckerhoff showed 
the meeting her naturalizanon papers. They 
were issued by the Court of Common Pleas of 
this city in 1861. Mrs. Blake said that 
the inspectors who refused to accept 
ber vote were the most agitated 
men she eversaw. Oneof them got white in 
the face the moment be saw her and was un- 
able to recover bis color while she remained in 
sight. One of the inspectors, a big man, did 
nothing, Mrs. Blake sa d, but thump the table 
and refuse to take her vote. After every 
woman who had registered and had not been 
able to vote bad told ber story the meeting 
adopted a resolution favoring the presentation 
to Mayor Grace of a petition asking for the ap- 
point ment of Mrs. Harriett Putnam Neyeil of 
No. 54 West Fifty-seventh street on the Board 
of Education. 


HENRY WARD HAS HIS POCKET PICKED. 

Henry Ward Beecher had his pocket picked 
of a $400 gold watch at the Forty-second street 
station of the Elevated Railroad yesterday. 
Being interviewed, Mr. Beccber said it was not 
a presentation watch, but a very good time- 
keeper, which be had purchased in 1883. ‘If 
I don't get it, he said. I bave another in my 
pocket and can do very well. I went over to 
New York today and laid the matter before the 
authorities. I had carried that watoh over 
500,000 miles and lost it at last. It isn't the 
loss of the watch I mind so much, but the fact 
that some skunk bas got it that won't appre- 
ciate it, for it is a good watch.“ 


PROBABLY KILLED BY A “HIGHBINDER.” 

The mutilated body of the murdered China- 
man, Chong Ong, was buried in Evergreen 
Cemetery today. Among the police and people 
acquainted with the habits of the Chinese 
there are many theories in regard to the mur- 
der. The prevailing one is that it was the work 
of some of Chong Ong’s Chinese customers, 
who, knowing bis habit of leaving bis place in 
the middie of the day, and his reputation of 
having a considerable amount of money in his 
possess on, went there solely for the purpose 
of robbery, and, when surprised, committed 
murder. 

A man who bas spent much time among the 
Chinese on the Pacific coast and here advances 
a novel theory. He says that every Chinaman 
who comes to this country binds himself to the 
Chinese Six Companies—firet, to obey, under 
all circumstances, the laws of the Imperial 
Chinese Government, and, next, those of the 
Six Companies. He says that it is no uncom- 
mon thing for Chinamen to disappear in San 
Francisco or be butchered in cold blood, and 
that the Chinese there in such a case not only 
make no cffort to punish the criminal but will 
use all possible efforts to shield the high- 
binder,“ as these murderers are called. 


GEN. McCLELLAN’S RECOLLECTIONS. 

Genu. Fitz John Porter, in an interview print- 
ed this afternoon in regard to the destruction 
of Gen. McClelian’s ** Personal Recollections,“ 
some years ago, says: ‘Personal Rec- 
ollections’ of Gen. McClellan were nearly all 
burned, but he did succeed in reproducing 
them, and, had he lived, he would bave rewrit- 
ten the whole book. The papers and records 
were ail, saved, and only a tew weeks ago be 
was engaged on a description of the Peninsula 
campaign, So far as to the book creating a 
stir I do not know, but it will be different from 
the Grant-Johnson controversy. Mr. Depew’s 
statements were not proven. In Gen. McCiel.- 
lan’s case every statement is conclusively 
proven. The publication of the book is neces- 
sary to Gen. McCiellan’s reputation, and, fur- 
thermore, it will set aright many errors in his- 
tory and do away with many misapprehen- 
sions.“ 


OUT. 
Some time ago, for the purpose of increasing 
the amount of gold in the United States Treas- 
ury, the New York Clearing-House agreed to 


exchange for an equal amount, par value, of 
subsidiary coin, and the amount of gold to be 
furnished by each bank was apportioned 
among the clearing-bouse banks in proportion 
to the amount of deposits carried. All the 
bunks responded, with one exception—the 
Broadway—which refused to make the ex- 
change, and the Treasury, therefore, obtained 
only 85.915.000. The subsidiary coin was left 
in the Sub-Treasury in this city, and cer- 
tificates ior the samo were issued to 
the different banks by the man- 
ager of the clearing-house. Until recently 
the banks were not permitted to exchange 
these certificatés for subsidiary coin, but 
about ten days ago permission was granted to 
deposit certificates for such amounts as the 
banks might wisb to draw from the Sub-Treas- 
ury. The scheme failed to create the demand 
that was expected for the coin, the banks to 
the present day having called for only about 
$1,000,000. Yesterday the Sub-Treasury began 
redeeming the certificates in legal-tender notes 
(greenbacks), and about . 000. 000 was thus 
redeemed durmg the day. The operauon was 
continued and about $2,000,000 more was re- 
deemed today. This leaves about $1,000,000 of 
certificates yet outstanding which will proba- 
bly be presented for redemption in a short 
time. 
IT WILL BE MONEY WELL SPENT. 

The Board of Bishops of the Methodist Epie- 
copal Church, now in session in this city, ap- 
proves the appeal of the Freedmen's Aid Soci- 
ety for $250,000 a year for Christian education 
in the Southern States among both white and 
colored people. Every pastor of the church 
is urged to raise bis full apportionment for this 
cause, and churches and members of larger 
means are called upon to contribute with in- 
creased liberality to this work. The eighteenth 
anniversary of the Freedmen's Aid Society of 
the Episcopa! Church will be held tomorrow. 
In the afternoon Bishop John M. Walden of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and in the evening B shop 
Thomas Bowman of St. Louis will preside. 
Besides the Bishops’, addresses will be deliv- 
ered by the Rev. Dr. King, Bishop Valialieur 
of New Orleans, the Rev. J. C. Hartzell of Cin- 
cinnati, and others. 

MISSING FROM HOME.

EX-JUDGE UARDOZO DYING. 

At an early hour this morning ex-Judge Al- 
bert Cardozo was lying at the point of death at 
his bume, No. 803 Madison avenue. He has been 
tor some time afflicted with Bright's disease, 
but was not confined to the bouse until week 
before last. After several days’ severe illness 
he went to his omoe Thursday of 
last week. He appeared dull and

The Judge is about 57 
years old.

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


WHILE IN A SUNKEN SHIP A DIVER’S AIR 
IS CUT OFF AND HE BECOMES UNCON- 
SCLOUS. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 3.—The following nar- 
rative is given by Mr. Mitchell, the profession- 
al diver who nearly lost his life off Baker's 
Isiand, near Salem: While inspecting the 
wreck of a sunken sloop hs dropped down 
through the hatchway about five feet tothe 
floor below and had gone a few feet forward, 
when be felt the air shut off suddenly, not, as 
as is sometimes the case, gradually, when 
the faultis witha weak pump. He gave the 
lifeline one sharp pull as a signal for more air, 
but got noreply and nomore air. Again he 
gave the signal but got no reply. Then he 
realized that something on the sloop—he now 
thinks it was the partly empty water-tank—had 
shifted in the strong undertow and rolled on to 
his hose and lifeline, cutting off all his com- 
municanon with the surface. It was hardly a 
second before he felt his eyes begin to pro- 
trude, and then there was a sharp pain, as 
‘though a knife was drawn across his forehead, 
and the topof his head felt as though it was 
pulled off. Then he lost consciousness. 

The next he knew he was stripped of his 
armor and the men on board the ida May were 
at work over bim. The first words he heard 
were: Jack, you took the ninety-ninth 
chance out of the hundred for your life.“ 

The men on the Ida May said that not hear- 
ing from the diver they became alarmed and 
signaled him, and not getting any reply they 
began to haul him up. He came up all right 
for about six feet and then caught something. 
They eased away oo him and then tried again, 
succeeding in pulling him to the surface. He 
had lost one of the heavy-weighted shoes which 
divers wear, it probably baving pulled off when 
he caught on the combings of the hatch way.

Stealing the Affidavits Made at the 
Seventh Precinct of the 
First Ward. 


Delinquent Election Judges Who Will 
Be Sent After—County-Commis- 
sioner Geils. 


“Eddie” Wall’s Friends Still Olaiming 
His Election Over Fortune Gen- 
eral Notes. 


Three Republicans who were inside the poll 
of the Seventh Precinct of the First Ward on 
Jackson street Tuesday night were hunted up 
yesterday in order to geet their statements re- 
gurding the stolen affidavits. All tell a straight 
story, and are reliable men. 

Edwin D. Robbins, the Republican judge, 
said: “Whelan came in just after the polls 
closed, and demanded that the two Republican 
watchers, John McCormick and Oscar Odelius, 
leave the room. Vickers, the Republican 
clerk, and I insisted that they suould remain. 
Whetan said: We will have two, also.’ I 
said, ‘You are entitled to them,” and 
he selected James Sullivan, who is 
a relative of his, I believe, and another man 
commonly known as Bowser’’~a man who 
came to the poll with him in the morning and 
was with him whenever he was around there. 
At that time the ballots were in the box, which 
was locked. Vickers insisted that Whelan 
should leave the room because be had no busi- 


ness there, and after some back talk be went 
out. I then unlocked the box and we began 
counting the ballots, putting them in piles. 
This watcher and the Demoeratic clerk picked 
out the affidavits and put them in piles. While 
the judges were counting it was discovered 
that the affidavits were gone. This watcher, 
it turned out, had them in his pocket, 
and said he would keep them. 
Vickers demanded that be put them 
on the table. Whelan, who had come in in the 
meantime, said we needn't be alarmed. A 
little while afterwards the watcher who had 
the affidavits disappeared. As soon as he was 
missed we demanded the affidavits and the 
Democrats laughed at us. Whelan, who had 
gone out, came in again and created a disturb- 
ance, and we asked the police to put him out. 
He said he would go when he got ready—that 
there were two judges against me. They didg't 
say he. should leave. We asked him 
where he man was who bad the 
affidavits and he said, ‘He will soon 
come back.

Re went out for a little 
while.” Isaid: We must find him, because 
be has the affidavits.’

The man with the affi- 
davits did not come back. There were sev- 
enty-one in all, and not over ten or twelve 
were made by Republicans. Whelan swore in 
about twenty-five Democrats, and Gus Green, 
the negro gambler, and John Griffin the others. 
I notice that Whelan called me a ‘tramp.’ 
Present my compliments to bim, and tell him 
that be is unworthy the name of Alderman, 
and that his political tricks would put Joe 
Mackin to shame.”’ 

Oscar, Odelius, the Republican notary, and 
also one of the watchers, made a statement to 
the same effect. 

John McCormick, the other Republican 
watcher, a reputable tailor, after telling how 
‘**Bowser’’ put the affidavitsin his pocket, 
said: Vickers got up, went around the table 
toward the door and said *Where are the 
‘affidavits?’ I said, ‘That man,’ pointing to the 
big fellow, ‘has wem in his pocket.’ Vickers 
said Lay them down on the table.’ Robbins 
said the same. ‘Bowser’ said he had them in 
his pocket, and that they were safe. In the 
meantime Wheian, I think, had come in, and, 
after standing around awhile and taik- 
ing, went oat. By and by there 
was a knock on the door, and 
Sullivan went upto the glass and looked out. 
Then he went to we big tellow and spoke to 
him and the big fellow got up and opened the 
door. I was quite near at the time and heard 
what was said. The man outside asked: Is it 
all right?’ The big fellow said: Les; where 
is Billy?’ The reply was: ‘In the saloon wait- 
ing for you.” The watcher said: All rigbt:' 
He returned to the table and in two or three 
minutes went out of another door.“ 

Sullivan denied that he did anything wrong 
and Whelan adheres to his statement pubiished 
yesierday, that every statement connecting 
him with the affidavits is a — lie. He suid 
last night that this was his reward“ for mix- 
ing up in 6n electio in which he had no in- 
terest. 

CANVASSING THE RETURNS. 

All the judges of election in the county have 
made their returns to the County Clerk, ex- 
cept those in the Eighteenth Precinct of the 
Sixth Ward, the Fourth of Cicero, Eleventh of 
Lake, Ninth of Lake View, and First of Lemont. 
If these judges return the boxes to the County 
Clerk today tne official count of the votes will 
begin tomorrow morning. If they are not re- 
turned Mr. Ryan will send out Aeputies to find 
why the judges have failed to make their prop- 
er returns. In any event the officia! count will 
commence under the supervision of County- 
Clerk Ryan and two Justices Monday morning 
at tne latest. Mr. Ryan has not yet decided 
what Justices he will select to constitute the re- 
turning board. 

The judges in the following districts have 
made no return of the vote onthe Election 
law to the Controller: First Ward, Sixth; Sec- 
ond, Fourth; Fourth, First; Fifth, Twenty-sec- 
ond; Sixth, Eighth and Eighteenth; Seventh, 
Thirteenth; Eighth, Second, Ninth, and Thir- 
teenth; Tenth, Second and Eighth; Fourteenth, 
Sixth, Twenty-third, and Twenty-seventh;

A BATCH OF INCOMPETENT JUDGBS. 

Judge Prendergast was in very bad humor 
yesterday, and justly so, over the criminal neg- 
lect of the judges of election in many precincts 
to make a proper return of the votes cast for 
and against the new Elechon law within the 
time prescribed by statute. All these returns 
should have been in Wednesday noon, and it is 
a penitentiary offense for judges to retain the 
ballots after this time except where good cause 
may be shown. In the Second Precinct of the 
First Ward the talliesare missing; in the First 
and Fourth of the Second the returns and in 
the Fifth thé tallies are missing: in the Tenth 
of the Third the tallies are missing; in the 
First, Fourth, Fifth, Ninth, and Seventeenth of 
the Fourth the returns and in the Second, 
Third, Seventh, Thirteenth, ana Twenty-second 
the tal.ies are missing; in the Eighth and 
Eighteenth or the Sixth the returns and in the 
Seventh, Eighth, Seventeenth, and Eiguteenth 
the tallies are missing; in the Third, 
Seventh, Thirteenth, and Fourteenth of 
the Seventh and in the Sixth, Ninth, 
and Tenth the tallies are missing; in the 
Second, Ninth, Sixteenth, and Eighteenth of 
the Eighth the returns and in the Seoond, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Thirteenth, and Twenty- 
first the tallies are missing: in the Second. 
Forth, Seventh, and Bighth of the Ninth the re- 
turns are missing; in the Fifteenth of the 
Eleventh both envelopes are marked “Tallies’’: 
in the Eighteenth of the Twelfth both envel- 
opes are marked ** Tailies,” and the returns are 
missing from the Twenty-sixth Precinct; in 
the Second of the Thirteenth the tallies are 
missing: in the Sixteenth, enty-tbird, 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-seventh, and Thirtieth of 
the Fourteenth the returns and in the Fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, and Twenty-eighth the tailies are 
missing; in the Fifteenth and Eighteenth of 
Fifteenth the returns and in the Sixreenth the 
tallies are missing; in the Seventh of the Six- 
teenth the returns and in the Eightb and Four- 
teenth the tallies are missing; in the Second, 
Third,ana Eighth ot the Seventeenth the returns 
and in the Sixth the tailies are missing; two 
envelopes from the Eieventh Precinct are 
marked Tullies ; in the Fourth ana Seventh 
of the Eighteenth the returns and in the 
Sixth and Fifteenth the tallies are missing. In 
the Town of Lake the returns from the Sixth, 
Eleventh, and Seventeenth, and the tailies from 
the Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, and Fourteenth 
Precincts are still out. 

Judge Prendergast bas ordered that the 
judges in these precincts be notified at once 
that they have been guilty of a penitentiary of- 
fense, and that be demands an immediate re- 
turn of the ballots cast.under penalty of the 
law. He says that he will begin canvassing the 
returns Monday morning. He has not yet de- 
cided whom be will appoint to assist him can- 
vaes the vote. He positively deciined to be in- 
terviewed upon bis intentions as to whom he 
was going to appoint Election Commissioners 
under the provisions of the new Election law. 


HOW WILL GEILS VOTE IN THE BOARD? 

Mr. Geils, the new Commissioner from the 
Senne or Third District, ran not as a Democrat 
or a Republican, but as an Independent. He 
was elected, however, by Republican votes. 
Without their help he stood no sort of chance 
whatever. At the last Presidential election he 
was a mugwump, baving previously deen a 
Republican and never a mocrat. Repre- 
senting a constituency which is overwhelming- 


ly Republican, and owing his election to them, 
is he not in bonor bound to act with the Re- 
publicans in organizing the board and when- 
ever party questions arise?

A QUEER BURGLARY. 


A TAILOR-SHOP ON THE WEST SIDE CLEANED 
OUT—AN ARREST. 

A week ago last Saturday a burglary was 
committed at M. J. Breen's tailor-shop, No. 84 
Clinton street. The place was entered early in 
the morning and about $300 wortb of clothing 
taken. Yesterday the police recovered a portion 
of the plunder ina room on West Monroestreet, 
near Halsted, where it had been placed by WII 
iam Riordan, alias Rogers, and Frank Meyers. 
The men were arrested. Meyers was wearing 
some of-the stolen garments. George Hall, the 
old-time confidence man, who has served twenty- 
two years in various penitentiaries, was also 
connected with the burglary. He wag taken to 
the Central Station from the bridewé¢lil, where 
he was serving a sentence, and forced to admit 
his guilt. Eutranoe to the place was effected 
by means of aduplicate key which Hali had 
made from a wax impression of the lock 
he secured a few days previous. He 
entered the shop, made bundles of the 
p under, and passed them out to bis accom- 
plices, who made off with them. At one time, 
while Hail was alone in the shop, his confed- 
erates having gone away with some of the 
packages, a man, looking for Murphy's tailor 
shop on Jefferson street, came along and, being 
on the wrong street, mistcok Breen's piace for 
the one he was in search of, and gave a kick at 
the door. Hall, supposing his pals had re- 
turned for more booty, opened the door, and 
thrusting a bundle he had made up into the 
man’s face, said, ‘‘ Here, get away with this!’’ 

But I don't want to get away with any- 
thing. replied the stranger; I'm looking for 
Murpby.”’ 

O,“ returned Hall, Murphy has. gone out 
to get a drink, but he will be back in about 
fifteen minutes.” 

The stranger went up the street, and, meet- 
ing a hackman, began talking to him about 
what be had just seen. In the meantime Hall 
went off with the package which the stranger 
bad refused. The police found this man and 
he identified Hall. The latter remarked to the 
man when he was confronted with him, Tou 
were a ‘sucker’ not to take the bundle!“

 DYNAMITERS ARRESTED. 


Striking Street-Railroad Men Confess to a 
Conspiracy to Injure the Com- 
panies’ Property. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 5.—(Special.]—The 
heavy reward offered last week for the arrest 
of the men engaged in blowing up cars on the 
various street-railway lines in this city result- 
ed this mornimg in the arrest of six men and 
the capture of avalise filled with dynamite. 
The arrests were made in different portions of 
the city about daylight. Three of the men 
were run down in a room at No. 2119 Lucas 
avenue, where the conspiracies Were formed 
and where the conspirators met to perfect the 
arrangement for the explosions. The most 
sensational feature about the case is 
that the crimes have been directly traced to the 
Knights of Labor. The prisoners are Master- 
Workman Pinkerton of the Cleveland Assem- 
bly Knights of Labor; David Keenan, Treas- 
urer‘of the same asscmbly; Willard P. Sears, 
Judge Advocate of the assembly; George B. 
Witherow and Philip Burns, ex-conductors and 
strixers; M. Weathers and Jobn Sbhawnnessy, 
strikers and Knights of Labor. Witherow 
squealed immediately after his arrest, aud toid 
the Chief of Police that in company with the 
parties named be bad entered into a dynamit- 
ing campaign against the street-car companies. 
They rented the room mentioned,and Treasurer 
Keenan sent Weathers to Louisville with money 
to purchase the dynamite. The money for the 
purchase was taken from the treasury of the 
Cleveland Assembly. Weathers returned with 
the dynamite and caps to explode it. Then 
followed the explosions on Washington avenue. 
Jefferson avenue, St. Louis avenue, and Broad- 
way. To guard agaitst betrayal each man was 
compelled to take nis turn in placing the inier- 
nal machines on the track. Some did their 
work well, and others weakened and bungled 
the job. The other prisoners have also ac- 
knowledged the truth of Witherow’s story. 

Keenan says he did send Weathers to Louis- 
ville atter the dynamite, and that the big ex- 
plosion on Washington avenue was caused by 
Witherow, who carried the explosive in a small 
package. When he crossed the track he 
dropped his hat, and while stooping to pick it 
up placed the dynamite and cap on the rail, 
He had not got a half-block before the car 
passed and the explosion occurred. 

The case was worked up brilliantly by the 
police. A detect ve got into the strikers’ 
meeting every night and shadowed the sus 
pected men for weeks. At onetime he followed 
three of the party and observed them place 
an explosive on the Washington avenue track 
and beat a precipitate retreat. He picked up 
the explosive, and it is now held as evidence. 
He can also identify the men. A number of 
letters deiailing the plans of the conspirators 
were intercepted. The rendezvous of the con- 
spirutors was watched night and day for the 
last week. All persons who entered the room 
are known. The various assemblies of the 
Knights of Labor are paralyzed by the exposé 
and disown the men who are implicated in the 
crimes. They say that the work was carried 
on without their sanction aud knowledge. The 
whole city is ina ferment over the announce- 
ment, and tbe cause of honest labor is irre- 
trievably injured by the action of these men, 
who have stood so bigh in the councils of the 
Knights of Labor. Urig Stanton, the man 
who rented the room to the conspirators, was 
not placed under arrest, as it was shown that 
be did not know for what purpose it was used. 
The room is located in the most fashionable 
portion of the city, and was doubtless selected 
by the men in order to keep the po- 
lice off the track. Five other men were 
arrested this evening for obstructing cars and 
beating drivers. They received orders from 
the dynamiters and carried them out to the 
best of their abil ty. Warrants bave been 
sworn out against the ten men. and all are now 
in jail. The reward for the party is $2,000. 

The Judge Advocate of the Cleveland Assem- 
bly of Knights of Labor said tonight that he 
was drawn into the conspiracy by friends, but 
never took an active partin the work. Only 
three other men in the assembly outside of the 
men under arrest knew of the existenoe of the 
plot. The men promised not to attack cars 
with women or children on board, and the ex- 
plosives were to be used principally against 
night cars on which there were only a few 
passengers. Weathers, who went to Louis, 
ville after the dynamite, was the most 
active spirit in the plot. and 
is the only one who has criminated himself. 
Besides the dynamite found in Sears’ valise in 
the room at No. 2119 Lucas avenue, several 
pounds of nitro-glyoerine were discovered in a 
closet. Witberow’s confession to, the chief 
covers thirty pages of foolscap, and in it hede- 
tails the various meetings of the conspirators, 
the conversation that took place, and the 
names of all parties present. It is very clear 
and concise. He said the infernal machine 
found on Washington avenue was put on the 
tracks by Weathers and that two cars had 
passed over it without exploding it. Then a 
citizen picked it up. 

It should be stated that the entire Clevelana 
Assembly of the Knights of Labor was organ- 
ized at the beginning of the street-car strike, 


and is composed entirely of strikers. None of 


the old urganizanons of the Knights of Labor 
are implicated. 


THE NORTH SIDE BURGLARY, 


MR, STONE PROVES AN ALIBI. 
Charles E. Stone, the young man who was 
accused by Mrs. Minnie Matteson and her sis- 
ter, Miss Mamie Osborne, with breaking into 
their house at No. 341 East Indiana street at 
10:30 a. m. Oct. 26, was examined in the Chica- 
go Avenue Police Court yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Minnie-Matteson said she learned of the 
burgiary through the screaming of ber sister, 
Miss Osborne, who screamed to their mother: 
„% Mamma, he’s in the house yet, and he’li kill 
me.“ She found her wardrobe pulled down, her 
bed tossed, and learned that the bed in Mr. Do. 
ver’s room, second floor, wasafire. Witness lost 
$25—two tens in currency and a flve-dollar gold 
coin. Her bureau drawer on the parlor floor 
was pulled out and her purse was bottom-side 
up in it. Harry Crawford, another boarder, 
missed $25 from his vest pocket when he got 
home in the evening. Witness knew Stone, 
but she could not identify the burglar, as she 
saw only hie legs. Stone had boarded at her 
house during the spring and summer of 1884. 
She learned that he was a married man, and 
then knew that be came there to lead her sis- 
ter Mamie astray. 1 know this,“ she said. 
„% because Mamie was a good little girl when 
he came. Just before Christmas, 1884, I or- 
dered Stone to leave my house. He swore that. 
his motto was revenge, and that I'd rue the 
day that lsent him away. I never saw him 
since. I know be’s a bad mah. When he came 
o my place he began to go with my sister. He 

owed her a skeleton key, and said he was 
with the Piukertous, and promised her that if 
she would marry him he'd provide ber with an 
elegant bome in which she might live without 
working.”’ 5 

A. S. Trude, attorney for the prisoner, here 
stated that he bad known Stone for the last 
eight years and that the man had not 
been married after any plan whatever. Mrs. 
Matteson denied that she set) the bed afire 
or that she conoceted the story out of whole 
cloth ana called the firemen to make tne sen- 
sation appear genuine. 

Miss Mamie Osborne said the burglar stopped 
short when he saw her, and, speaking through 
the white bandkerchie! mask which he wore, 
said: O. my God, is it you?” She said 
**O——,"" catebing ber breath in fear, and the 
masked man, who had a revolver in one hand 
and u dagger in the other, roared: “Not a 
word or I'll murder you. Which do you value 
most, your mother’s and sister's lives or your 
money?“ Then be hissed through bis teeth 
some horrible mutterings. She Knew Stone 
at the bar and identified him when he 
hissed. The bandkerebief with the three holes 
in it for eyes and nose was shown, and she 
identified it as the one she found in a closet 
after the dread visitor bad gone. Mrs. Jenkins, 
from the opposit side of the street, put out 
the fire. Tne prisoner bad threatened ber life 
on a former occasion, and ehe was afraid of 
the 3 now.

Glasgow. Oct. 21.—|Special Correspondence 
to The Tribune. — The Irish vote in Great 
Britain is a subject of the greatest anxiety at 
the present moment to the rival Liberal and 
Conservative parties. How it is about to be 
cast is seriously exercising the minds of every 
prominent English politician asthe general 
election draws near, and the smallest indica- 
tion of explicitness in the matter from any re- 
sponsible member of the Nationalist party is 
keenly criticised by the leading organs of Tory 
and Radical opinion. The part which the Irish 
yoters in Engiand and Scotland will have to 

in the electoral fight in November will be 


to momentous in its influence upon the future 


prospects of Mr. Gladstone ana Lord Salisbury 
that some observations with reference to the 
real strength of the Irish vote and the probable 
direction it will take may be of some interest 
to the readers of THE TRIBUNE. 

The district member system cf representa- 

tion adopted in the new reform scheme has 
rendered it impossible to elect an Irisb mem- 
der by an exclusive Irish vote in any constitu- 
ency in Great Britain, excepting, perhaps, 
scotland Ward division in Liverpool. I am 
aware that more sanguine statements bave 
been made on this point, and that as many as 
six Parnellites have been counted upon by en- 
tbusiastic supporters from this side of the 
Irish Channel; but this is a figure based upon 
fancy rather than upon fact. The direct 
power of the Irish vote in Great Britain has 
been very much overestimated, owing to the 
fact that its accidental influence bas often 
been strikingly manifested where a few votes 
have turned the scale between evenly-bal- 
anced Whigs and Tories. The number of 
jrish voters in England is altogether 
disproportionate to the Insh population 
of the country. Liverpool, with close upon 
200,000 Irish people, has not 10,000 Irish voters. 
London. Manchester, Birmingham, Sheffield, 
and other large centres of population have no 
more than 5 per cent of their numerous Irish 
inhabitants on the registration lists. This City 
of Glasgow, with its 100,000 Irish, bas about 
9,000 of the number electors out of a total of 
nearly 70,000 city voters; but in noother city in 
Great Britain will the voting power of our peo- 
ple be higher than 5 per cent of their popula- 
tion. Glasgow being divided into nine constit- 
uencies (including two outskirt divisions), no 
wore than 1,200 Irish voters will be able to go 
to the polis in the most Irish district of the 
nine; and it will easily be seen from this fact 
how impossible it would be to return a single 
Irish member, where we have even 9,000 voters 
and 100,000 of an Lrish-population. 

Notwithstanding this inability to make the 
Irish vote directly felt by the return of Irish 
members, the balance of English party power 
is so even in alarge number of constituencies 
in England and Scotland that it is estimated 
that from fifty to seventy elections can be con- 
trolled by its means. It is this circumstance 
which lends such vast importance to it in the 
eyes of English politicians, and why the way 
in which it ought to be cast, in the best inter- 
ests of the Irish cause, must be a subject of 
grave consideration to the Irish leaders. 

THE IRISH AND THE TORIES. 

In Engiand the prevailing impression is that 
Mr. Parnell will advise the Irish of Great Brit- 
ain to support the Tories. Many of the Liberal 
leaders and most of the Liberal papers take it 
for granted that this is the settled purpose of 
the Irish leader, and they are bitterly reproach- 
ing us, in consequence, for our ingratitude to 
Mr. Gladstone, while they are assailing the 
Tories for allowing the National League to rule 
Ireland in return for the Irish vote in Novem- 
ber. Men of such prominence as Mr. Tre- 
velyan and Lord Rosebery are lending them- 
selves to the devices of the Irish landlords by 
shamelesly repeating the lies about agrarian 
crime and the exaggerations of the boycotting 
which is going on in Ireland. They are also 


appealing to English prejudice to return the 


Liberals to power, in order to come to the res- 
cue of the * persecuted loyalists, who, ac- 
cording to landlord statements, are left to the 
tender mercies of the National League 
through an understanding between Mr. Far- 
nell and the Tories. These transparently dis- 
donest tactics, joined with the coercionist 
record of the late Liberal Government, are 
reconciling many Nationalists to a most repug- 
nant course of policy, the giving of such Irish 
support to the Tory—that is, the landiord— 
party as may land them back in power after 
November, It ig a policy having little beyond 
“the sweetness of revenge to recommend it, 
and its adoption would be fraught with the 
most serious consequences to the future of the 


Iriah cause in the Imperial Parliament. 

Mr. Parneil, however, has not yet intimated 
what his advice to the Irish electors of Great 
Britain will be. If he adopts the views of his 
most prominent Parliamentary supporters the 
Tories will get the Irish vote. If be looks a 
littie beyond the immediate future, at inevit- 
able changes in the composition and leadership 
ot the Liberal-Radical party, he will hesitate 
before he gives a strength to the Tories which, 
in ali probability, would be used to maintain 
the Irish andlords for some time longer in an 
economically impossible position. 


A LIBERAL SPLIT. 

There is nothing in English politics more 
Cériain than a near split in the ranks of tne 
Liberai party. Mr. Gladstone’s influen one 
holds it together, and this is a link which any 
day may sce broken. The conditions laid down 
by Mr. Chamberlain, which alone, he declares, 
Will induce him to enter another Liberal Cab-

* DYING POWER OF ARISTOCRACY AND 
LANDLORDISM.

in Great Britain should not be given to the 
Tory party. The power of such party, no mat- 
ter what may be the outcome of the general 
election, is destined to be shortlived. Even 
with tne Whigs added to their ranks, the Tories 
could do no more than retain office pending 
the next general election, and to antagonize 
the entire Radical and democratic Opinion of 
Great Britain—the certain dominant force in 
future Parliaments—by giving the Irish vote to 
the dying power of aristocracy and landiord- 
ism would be a short-sighted and impolitic 
course of action. Here in Scotland it would 
be most disastrous to the progress which the 
Irish cause is making among a population 
hitherto very hostile to anything Irish. The 
good feeling which now exists between the Irish 
and Scotch democracies—a harmony which has 
been brought about only by years of earnest 
up-hill labor on the part of Jobn Ferguson 
and other broad-mindea Irish Nationalists— 
would be at once disrupted if Irishmen, who 
have planted the seeds of Land Leaguism in 
the coneenial soil of this country, were 
now to advocate tne Irish vote to the 
party to which the exterminators and the 
rack-renters of the Highlands belong. 
Take, for example, the effect such a policy 
would have if carried out in this city in No- 
vember. There are to be nine Liberals, seven 
Tories, and four (Scotch) Land-Leaguers put 
forward for the nine seats in and around this 
city. The Tories have not a ghost of a chance 
of being elected in a single constituency oven 
if every Irish vote in the several districts were 
cast in their favor; but such support, if given, 
will insure the victory of the Liberals over the 
Scotch Land-Leaguers, who, with the votes of 
the Irish, could carry four out of the nine seats. 
When to this I add the fact that each of these 
four Scotch Democrats are pledged to support 
Mr. Parnell's demand for Irish national self- 
government, it can readily be understood what 
feeling will prevail in the popular mind of 
Scotiand if such men are apparently sacrificed 
to the interests of the landlord party. 

A similar condition of popular feeling ob- 
tains in large cemtres of population in Eu- 
gland. The Irish there are of the artisan and 
laboring classes, and are, therefore, in daily 
contact with English workingmen, who are the 
backbone of the Radical movement. This in- 
tercourse bas considerably modified the race 
antipathies which existed until recent years 
between the two nationalities in the workshops 
and warehouses where they came into associa- 
uon. with the result that the largest English 
support for home rule isto be found among 
the clubs and societies of the Engiish democ- 
racy. This syimpathy will ke changed into 
bitter opposition if the Irish vote is given to 
the Tory party, as the ordinary English mind 
will fail to see the consistency between our 
tierce opposition to landlordism in Ireland and 
our seeming support of the landlord power and 
party in Great Britain. Should such a course 
of action be decided upon we will be playing 
the part of the dog in the fable who dropped 
the substantial piece of meat in order to catch 
at its reflection in the stream. 

What, then, ought to be the policy of Mr. 
Parnell with referenc? to the Irish vote in 
Great Britain in the November elections? 


THE SAFEST POLICY. 
The policy which has been followed since the 


general election of 1874 will, in my opinion, be 


the safest course to adopt. Let every candi- 
date refusing to promise to vote for home rule 
be opposed by the Irish electors of the constit- 
uency, whether the candidate be Radical, W big, 
or Tory; and let their support only be given to 
those candidates who will pledge themselves so 
to vote. This line of action will have both 
common sénse and consistency atits back. It 
will lose us no friends among the English and 
Scotch democracies, while it will gain us many 
Supporters from those who are now studying 
the fundamental justice of our position. It will 
karmonize more with the views and wishes 
of the Irish voters themselves than would the 
counter policy which should require them to 
help iuto power the enemies of popular liberty 
and the upholders of social iniquities in Ireland 
as well as in Great Britain. By making our 
line of action in the struggie for national in- 
dependence go parallel with the progress of 
democratic over aristocratic power in Great 
Britain, we will be marching on the surcst way 
to victory, while we will be sacrificing no prin- 
ciple for which we have been contending dur- 
ing that long and desperate struggle. 

So far the Tories have spoken no word which 
would lead us to expect the concession of home 
rule from them, should they be returned to 
power again. The good behavior of their Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland is due entirely to the 
weakness of his party and the policy of angling 
for Irish votes with which to defeat Liberal op- 
ponents. If be were strong enough to stand 
by the landlords, it is nonsense to suppose be 
would notdoso. The Tory nature cannot have 
so far changed in recent times as to cause the 
landlord party to throw over the landlord class 
of Ireland, after having stood by them for 
centuries. The Tories are simply playing a 
desperate game for the present in the hope of 
again being able to regain office. They count 
upon the near defection of the Whigs from the 
Liberal party, and if they can only climb to 
power by aid of the Irish vote they would soon 
find themselves sufficiently independent of Mr. 
Parnell's support to burl all the power of the 
British Empire in Ireland against the move- 
ment of the National League.

SITUATION AT TERRE HAUTE AND

must be ordered by that body alone. This has 
restored the equilibrium in the newspaper and 
job printing houses. 

The steamship San Marcos of the Mallory 
Line, from New York, reached ber berth at 1 
o'clock and discharging commenced at once 
by colored 'longshorémen and is progressing 
quietly. On the Morgan Line wharf, where 
colored longshoremen have been employed 
for years, the steamships Aranzas and 
Harlan, both in and out yesterday, 
were bandied without delay.

CULLED AT THE CAPITAL. 


How Cleveland Receives, Hears, 
and Dismisses the Office- 
Seekers. 


The Members of the Supreme Court 
Proud of Their Big Black Gowns 
—Happy and Healthy. 


What American Stateemen Read—Frank 
Hurd’s Object in Life—Profitable 
Washington Real Estate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—During the present month no 
Officeseekers wil be received at the White 
House. Col. Lamont estimates that since the 
4th of March President Cleveland has received 
more than 24,000 catlers on officeseeking pur- 
poses. During the first three months the av- 
erage number talked with in the President's 
private room was 150 daily, and later on it rose 
and fell just above or a little below 100 a day. 
President Cleveland has stood the siege well. 
The pleas of the oflicesecker have gone in at 
one ear and out at the other. He bas lost no 
sleep from worry, and he weighs more today 
than when he entered the White House. His 
double-breasted Prince Albert coat fitted bim 
snu then. Now it shows a great wrinkle 
across the back under the shoulders, and the 
buttons are almost bursting in holding the fat- 
tened form within. President Garfield after 
three weeks with the officeseekers grew thin, 
wan, and worried. President Harrison died a 
month after his inauguration deliriously ob- 
jecting to officeseeking applications, and Gen. 
Grant denounced place-hunting at the White 
House as a most terrible trial to the occupant. 

President Cleveland's last day with the office- 
seekers was Friday. I spent the morning 
witn him in his private room and watched him 
as he talked with several scqres of them. He 
stood at his big, flat desk of white wood as 
they entered and took seats on the red-cush- 
joned chairs and sofas which were placed 
around the walls of the oval room. They were 
of all classes, from an old-style gentleman 
from indiana to a New York rough, and from 
a young colored gentleman in kid gloves to a 
man who told the President he came from the 
region of the cowboys. One of them was a 
fine-looking German in spectacles who had 
cone to take his last look at a President of the 
United States. Said he, as Mr. Cleveland took 
bis hand: Mr. President, I have not come 
for an office. But I wanted to see you, as you 
are the lust President I shail ever see in my 
life. I live at Philadelphia, and my doctors 
tell me that the retina of my eyes are diseesed 
and that nothing can prevent my becoming 
blind very soon.“ With this he left the room. 

Many of the callers were very nervous. A 
Virginian who looked like a market-gardener 
kept wringing bis hands and twirling his 
thumbs during the hour which be waited. An 
Illinois man kept his knee bobbing up and 
down, and a Kentuckian was continuAlly fish- 
ing up his necktie and puehing down his cole 
lar. A military man pulled at his mustache, 
and a boy who had come in with his father to 
meet the President yawued repeatedly. 

HOW IT IS DONE. 

President Cleveland disposed of the callers 
very rapidly. He walked about the room as 
he received them, taking them in order and 
looking straight into the eye of the one to 
whom he was taiking. At times he would grow 
tired and rest his hand upon a chair, but his 
usual attitude was standing firmly on both 
feet with his big, broad, fat frame inclined 


slightly to the front and bis fat, puffy bands 
resting with their palms outward behind his 
back. Each caller at a certain stage pulled 
from his pocket a package of papers or 
a letter and banded it to the President. 
These Mr. Cleveland held in his hana 
until he came around to his desk, when de laid 
them down upon it. In answering the office- 
seekers the President showed that be had fol- 
lowed their statements, and during théir recital 
I could see from the changes in his counte- 
nance what he thought of them. At some 
statements bis mouth would close tightly and 
bis lips would purse themselves into a look of 
determination or doubt, and at others be would 
exciaim firmly, That is out of the question. 
I can’t do it. A number of callers were re- 
ferred to the various Cabinet Secretaries, and 
to one red-whiskered man, who probably 
wanted to be a messenger in one of the de- 
partments, Mr. Cleveland said: You have 
been here a long time. You know that I don’t 
like this, and I think you have done wrongly.”’ 
All were received fairly and honestly, and the 
President promised nothing to any one. No 
caller was treated to delusive hopes, but I 
noted that nearly every one went away with a 
smile on bis face. The only one who got what 
he came for was a man who wanted President 
Cleveland’s photograph and autograpb for 
some exhibition. The rest went away more in 
sorrow than in anger. The President is some- 
thing of a dipiomat after all. 


SUPREME COURT GOSSIP. 

I dropped into the Supreme Court today and 
took a glance at the black-gowned Justices 
trying a case. A red-faced, blonde-mustached 
lawyer in a business suit was making a dreary 
plea before them about some ship lost in the 
Mediterranean, and the nine Judges, for ali the 
world like big-headed, long-beardced old women 
in Mother Hubbards, sat in stiff-backed chairs 
behind a raised counter listening to him. They 
are a great deal like old women in some re- 
spects, and, I am told, are very particular 
about their gowns. The material used is the 
finest satin delaine, and it takes from fourteen 
to twenty-two yards to make a gown. They 
are made by tailors, and their cost ranges from 
$75 to $150 apiece. Their form is much like 
that of the gown of an Episcopal clergyman, 
and the yoke is the most particular part of 
their anatomy. The Chief Justice is 
now wearing his fifth gown, and all of 
the Judges keep several in their wardrabe. 
Until 1812 the Supreme Court wore gowns with 
a facing of bright red satin, and there is such 
a gown in the possession of John Jay’s great- 
grandson which corresponds to the one in 
Stuart’s portrait of Jay in the retiring-room 
of the Supreme Court at the Capitol. The 
gowus of today are of jet black satin, which 
shines in the light of the window back of 
the Judges as they sit upon the bench. They 
wear these gowns differentiy. Judge Field 
seems to be proud of his, and it appears to be 
a part of himself. Justice Miller throws bis 
about asthough he despised it, and Stanley 
Matthews handles the collar of his as though 
he were uncomfortable init. The Supreme 
Judge wears his gown like the purple ot a 
King, but little Judge Bradley has bis gown 
buttoned close up to his neck and his bright 
eye and nervous manner remind one of a 
little, old-faced boy with his grandmother's 
biack apron tied about his neck. 

Chief-Justice Waite shows no traces of his 
recent sickness. He is asbrown as a berry, 
and there are yet enough black hairs in his 
head to make a watch-chain. Stanley Matthews 
is aging, and his high forehead is creeping 
very close into tho region of baldness. His 
wife’s death has aiready sown. the silver in bis 
sandy beard, and he does not look happy. 
Justice Field has not changed in recent years. 
Judge Bradley at 72 looks as if he might out- 
last several Administrations, and, I am told, he 
has no intention of resigning. He is worth 
three-quasters of a million and sits on the 
beuch for amusement. Judge Gray has grown 
fatter, and looks more than ever like a giant 
edition of Dickens’ Fat Boy with a baid head, 
Judge Miller, who is also ready for retirement, 
appears to be in perfect health, and, in fact, 
all of the Justices look as though they slept 
well of nights and used judiciously the $10,000 
a year which they will have for the rest of 
their lives whether on the bench or off it. 


WHAT GREAT MEN READ. 

Speaking of the Supreme Court recalls a talk 
I had recently with one ot the clerks of the 
Congressional Library. Sajid the Librarian: 
The Supreme Court Justices use the library 
a great deal both on the benca and off of it. 
They are continually calling for books of ail 
sorts to aid them in their cases. Now it isa 
work on chemistry, now one on navigation, 
and now one on American history, or some 
mechanical art. All sorts of questions enter 
into their cases and they make exbaustive 
studies in the consideration of them. 

They also take many books from the library 
for private use, and it is curious the turn some 
of their tastes take. Justice Gray, for in- 
stance, reads French novels, and has drawn a 
thousand within the last vo years. He calls 
for from six to ten at a time, reads both old 
and new ones, and complaims that he can't 
find enough. It takes bim about three days to 
finish a lot, when hesends back for more. Judge 
Bradley reads all kinds of books, and he reads 
a great deal. He ie fond of looking up curious 
questions of history, and has a hobby every 
now and then which be wants to hunt up. He 
invents ‘calendars, for instance, for telling the |

days ot the week and month years ago, and | 
can tell you what day of the week the 5th of | 
November, 1601, cameon. He is a very learned 
man, and is possessed of a wide range of infor- 
mation. Judge Harlan is quite a reader. Judge 
Field is much like Judge Bradicy, witheut the 
hobbies. He reads books of travels, the ciass- 
ios, and is much interested in tho Chinese prob- 
lem. A day seldom passes) that he does not 
call for some book of reference. 


THE SENATORS. 


“The great readers of the Senate,“ this man 
went on in response tO my question, “are 
many. Senator Voorhees has often from sixty 
to 100 books out of tue library at a time, and 
be reads agreat deal in preparing for his 
speeches. He likes the biographies and 
speeches of statesmen—lives of Clay, Calhoun, 
Webster. and their speeches. He reads more 
for business than amusement. Secretary Bay- 
ard is much like Voorhees in this respect, 
though he does not read as Many books. Sena- 
tor Logan is nowreading on the Civil War 
while working at his book, which is about eom- 
pleted. He has out row the History of the 
War,“ by the Comte de Paris, “Sherman's 
Memoirs,“ and Badeau’s Grant.“ Mr. Blaine 
read a great deal in preparing for his first 
volume. He devoured all the literature rejat- 
iug to the times of which he wrote, and he 
came to the library and spent hours in reading 
the newspapers of the period. Mr. Cox got 
anumber of books from the Congressional 
Library, but he did not do any work in 
it. Cox isa great reader, but bis drawings 
before this were books of travel largely. Sen- 
ator Hoar of Massachusetts is one of the most 
learned men in Congress. He is very accurate 
in his knowledge too, and he knows almost as 
mucb about books as the Librarian. He knows 
the different editions, is up on biography, of 
Amerivans especially, and is a great student of 
American history. Senator Edmunds is a very 
learned man, and reads books in foreign 
languages as well as the English. Senator 
Ingalis is a classical scholar and a reader. Both 
Garland and Ransom are great lovers of the 
classics. Ransom is always quoting Virgil, 
and Garland is fond of huutmg up the origin 
of quotations from Greek and Latin. Senator 
Vance reads good books. Senator Sherman 
reads on financial questions, and generally for 
special purposes, such as for political and 
legislative speeches. He reads everything re- 
lating to finance. Senator Joc Brown some- 
times reads religious matter and also American 
history.”’ 

„How about the Presidents?“ 

„ President Cleveland has not troubled the 
liprary as yet except for one book, which I 
think was some rare document, President 
Garfield took great interest in the library and 
presented ita large lot of pamphlets. He was 
agreat student and read poiitical economy, 
American history, and the classics of our own 
and other languages. He was a man of liberal 
self-education, and his reading was wide. Pres- 
ident Arthur was a voracious novel reader. 
While he was Vice-President he spent hours in 
the alcoves of the Congressiona! Library look- 
ing up new novels, and be led love stories as 
well as a girl in ber teens. President 
Hayes did not use the library much, 
though his family read a great deal. 
Mrs. Hayes used the library coneiderably, and 
the wives of many public men are readers. 
Most of these read novels, though some affect 
stronger food. Mrs. Logan reads a great deal, 
chiefly for amusement. The daughters of 
Justice Strong read solid literature, and those 
of Senator Beck affect novels and esthetics. 
Mrs. Senator Mabone is a great novel reader. 
Mrs. John S. Wise also likes novels, and Con- 
gressman Anderson of Kansas is crazy after 
Son stories. 

NOTES 


The hall of the House of Representatives is 
being recarpeted. It will require 1,400 yards 
of Bigelow body-brussels, and fifteen women 
are now sewing upon it in the House hall. 

Frank Hurd saia to me last night, in speak- 
mg of his mission as a free-trade udvocate: 
It is this which keeps me in politics. So well 
am 1 satisfied that great and immediate good 
would come to the United States through the 
adoption of free trade that if the sacrifice of 
my life would bring it about I would be willing 
to lay it down this instant.“ 

Editor Dorsbeimer of the New York Star 
telis me his paper is doing well and constantly 
increasing in circulation aud advertising. He 
says: Cleveland bas 80 treated the office- 
seekers that there is more harmony in the 
Democratic party today than at this time dur- 
ing the Administration of either Pierce or 
Buchanan.“ 

John A. Logan has been offered $40,000 for 
his house, which cost bim $20,000, this summer, 
and has, I am told, refused it. Sam Cox sold 
his house when he left for Turkey for $20,000 
more than he paid for it, and Don Cameron 
made more than $40,000 in the sale of his man- 
sion on Scott Circle. I understand Whitney 
has refused $50.000 for his country-place, 
which cost him $30,000, and Senator Sherman 
has made a fortune in Washington real estate.

THE TRUNK LINES. 


Meeting in New York of the Presi- 
dents of the Various 


Roads. 


They Consider and Adopt a New Pool 
Agreement Which Draws Tight 
Lines. 


President Garrett of the B & 0. the Only 
AbsenteeSynupeis of the 
Instrument. 


New York, Nov. 5.—|Special.j--The trunk- 
line Presidents met today to effect the final 
settlement of the various open questious 
whioh have kept the General Managers and 
Passenger Agents busy for six weeks 
past. The Presidents were all on 
hana at the Commissioner’s office early in the 
day, with the exception of President Robert 
Garrett of the Baltimore & Ohio. Mr. Garrett 
was currently reported to be in town, but the 
road was represented by Vice-President 
Spencer. The session continued through- 
out the day and long after nightfall. 
After the meeting Commissioner Fink stated 
that the day had been passed in a considera- 
tion, clause by clause, of the recommendations 
framed to govern the new pools, all of which 
were practically adopted. What these clauses 
were be declined to make public. There 
was considerable discussion as to the 
advisability of making several additions to the 
conditions of the proposed pool, and these 
were left in abeyance until today, when it is 
boped chat the whole pian will be agreed 
upon and published. The demands or 
requests of the Baltimore & Ohto con- 
cerning its relations to the proposed 
new passenger pooi, Commissioner Fink said, 
were not taken up or referred to at the meet- 
ing. The conditions of the proposed contract 
are understood to be substantially as fol- 
lows: The plan contemplates practically a 
ceutral body, which suall have control ot 
the administration of the railway business 
througbout the United States, provision being 
made in the committces to be formed, with 
power “to enforce their decrees for a 
representation of each of the eight 
trunk lines. The Presidents will constitute a 
committee with authority to select an arbitrat- 
or ad Commissioner, as they may determine. 


This committee will settle only broad questions 
of policy, the details growing out of the pro- 
posed contract being ieft to other committees, 
the idea being to iimit as tar as possible the 
questions to be submitted to the central au- 
thority, which will be the court of last resort. 
The. Commissioner, who will be Chairman 
of the Presidents’ Committee, will have 
the naming of the Trunk-Line Execu- 
tive Committee, which will consist of 
the Vice-Presidents. This Joint Executive 
Committee will appoint afreight and passenger 
committee, which will be made up of the 
Traffic Managers or General Freight and Pas- 
senger Agents. The Commissioner, from these 
sub-committees, will select a Chairman, 
and to these will be given authority to act as 
Commissioners, one for freight business and a 
second for passenger traffic. Authority is 
given to these committees to appoint sub-com- 
mittees to consider such questions as may 
from time to time arise. The plan proposes to 
fix, as far as possibile, the direct responsibility 
in the subordinate committees. No one will be 
appointed to a position either upon the passen- 
ger or freight committee who has not full 
authority in his own company over the depart- 
ment which he represents in the committee, 
Prompt action is provided for on any subject 
that may be brought to the attention of the com- 
mittees, especial provision being made for the 
prevention or postponement of consideration 
on any question by the absence of any mem- 
ber of the committee. All the steps toward a 
final adjustment of disputed questions being 
made as easy and as rapid as possible, 
due consideration bemg given to strict 
justices to all the parties involved. 
Asameans of brihging this about, an entire 
change has been made in the system of arbi- 
tration. Commissioner Fink will probably be 
selected as arbitrator, and the  Conpair- 

of the Passenger and “Freight 
pools will also probably act as 
arbitrators, besides acting as Chairmen of 
their respective committees. Whenever any 
compiaint of a breach of contract for the 
strict maintenance of the rules is made the 
committee of the department affected will be 
convened at once. Should the representatives of 
any company be absent the Chairman may 
act in his place, and whatever action is taken 
shall remain in force until such unrepresented 
company sball be present by its au- 
thorized agents. The arbitrators’ select- 
ed shall devote all their time to 
the work of the commission, and in case of a 
disagreement on the part of their respective 
committees they are authorized, upon an 
agreed statement of facts, to arbitrate at once, 
their decision remaining in force until a rever- 
sal by a higher committee. 

The Executive Committee will therefore have 
no cause for action except on such matters as 
may be outside the question of tariffs and 
division of traffic, except upon appeals from the 
action of the Freight or Passenger Committee, 
and the Presidents’ Committee will not have 
any special business except over such ques- 
tions as the Executive Committee fail to agree 
upon and the action of the subordinate 
arbitrators is appealed trom. All this 
provides for carrying matters up to the high- 
est authority, the arbitrator himself, but tne 
action of the majority is to stand in every case 
until reversed by the higber authority. 

Each of the trunk lines is made responsible 
for the acts of its Western connections. 
All roads connecting with the trun« lines 
and their controlled roads are classed 
as affiliated roaas, and are entitied to 
representation in the Joint Committee, which 
is made up of representatives of these roads 
and of the members of the trunk-iine’s Execu- 
tive Committee. This committee will have au- 
thority over the classification of goods, 
the ftixing of through rates, and will 
appoint speciai committees on certain classes 
of goods, such as cotton and tobacco, or any 
through freight which is carried over long 
routes and a number of lines. 

In case of a failure of the Joint Committee 
to agree upon any question the appeal snall be 
to the Executive Committee, thus placing the 
connecting lines, to whom cutting is usually 
traced, entirely at the mercy of the trunk 
lines. 

The contract was drawn up by Commissioner 
Fink, and frequent reference is made all 
through it that is to be observed in spirit as 
well as in letter, the primary object being to 
provide for uniform and regulated rates on 
business passing over the trunk lines and affil- 
iated roads. Rebates of any kind, term con- 
tracts, special-rates agreemonts for given 
amounts of freights, and all subterfuges by 
which the spirit of the union may be violated 
are forb.dden, and the transfer of cars. the use 
of througn bills of lading, or the making of 
through rates with any road refusing to be 
bound by the trunk-line agreement, are also 
probibited. 

The business to be governed by this contract 
is, first, east-bound dead freight and live 
stock commg from or beyond the 
western termini of tho trunk lines; 
second, west-bound freight from the 
seaboard cities to the western termint of the 
trunk lines; third, competitive passen- 
ger trafic of te first and second 
class and emigrant traffic. Each party 
to _—ithis contract 1% to deposit a 
stated sum with the Commissioner, from whicb 
shall be deducted such fines as he may impose 
for violations of the agreement when proved 
and the method of detection and conviction is 
fixed. 


A BLOODED PHILADELPHIA FORGER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 5.—[Special. |—Ad- 
ditional forgeries to the amount of nearly $10,- 
000 were discovered tonight as soon as Charies 
Pennock Tasker's flight was announced. The 
fugitive is probably as weil known as any 
young man in this city. His family is old and 
aristocratic. The forgeries of Charles P. Tasker 
are, so far as discovered, all in the name 
of bis father and grandfather, both of whom 
are millionaires. They consist in indorse 
ments on the backs of notes discounted at 


bank. When the first of these, a note for 
$5,000, became due it was presented and pro- 
nounced a furgery. To the surprise of every 
one Mr. Tasker Sr. did not protect bis son from 
the penalty of crime, and warrants were at 
once issued for bis arrest.

MILWAUKEE MENTION. 


A VERY CURIOUS CASE—THE MELENDY 
TRIAL—OLD SOLDIERS SEEKING SHELTER 
—OTHER NOTES. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 5.—|Special.]—Ex- 
citement at Port Washington over what bas 
been termed the Runkel case appears to be 
growing daily, and feelmg has now deen 
worked up toa high pitch. The six gentlemen 
vow under arrest aro all prominent in that sec- 
tion, three of them now serving as county of- 
ficials. The arrests, it will be remembered, 
were caused upon complaint of the mother of 
Miss Maggie Runkel, deceased, whose remains 
were resurrected by the defendants a short 
time after the burial, the act having been com- 
mitted late at night and without the knowledge 
or consent of the dead giri’s relatives. Attor- 
ney W. J. Turner, who has been retained hy 
the defense, today returned from Port Wash- 
ington. 

It's a funny cause,“ continued Mr. Turner. 
“and badiy mixed, but the proceedings of the 
last week are in brief as foliows: Last Friday 
prosecution was commenced before Justice 
Gilbert in Grafton; the defendants swore the 
case away, and Gilbert sent it to L. Townsley 
at Port Washington, who had previously ad- 
mitted to have been prejudiced. Last nigbtail 
the defendants except the Sheriff were released 
on a habeas corpus before the Court Commis- 
sioner, and the Sheriff, who wus in jail on bis 
own commitment, was released on a certiorari 
to the Circuit Court. Another warrant was 
then sworn out before Justice Ahlheuser of 
Saukville, and the examination will take place 
before him Saturday. Owing to the prejudice 
of the magistrates in the country the defend- 
ants’ counsel offered to unite with the prose- 
cuting attorney in a request to Judge Sloan to 
have bim bear the examination, but he re- 
fused. At the comme examination an impor- 
tant piece of evidence will be presented—that 
the mother of the gir! came to the defendants 
after the body was disimerrea and expressed 
ber satisfaction with the course taken by them, 
and that she was very glad they had done what 
they did 

Mrs. Wescott, one of the Melendy sisters 
now on trial in the United States Court charged 
witb baving set their building at Ludington on 
fire that they might secure the insurance, to- 
day testified in her own benalf. She denied 
having roid ber brother, David Melendy, that 
sbe and her sister Mary fired the building, as 
he had testified. Sue also denied now having 
in her possession or knowing the existence of 
articies listed as destroyed in the fire and upon 
which insurance was received. 

So many old soldiers have of late made their 
way to this city expecting to find sbelter and 
care at the Soldiers’ Home, only to be 
intormed that the institunon was al- 
ready filled to overflowing and un- 
abie to recelve them, that the Grand 
Army of the Kepublic post at the home has 
decided to move in the direction of aiding such 
rejected applicants. Tomorrow. evening Vet- 
eran Post No. 3, G. A. R., will give an enter- 
tainment at the Home Theatre,.the proceeds to 
be devoted to an aid fund for the object 
named,

Tur meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the various roads 
west and northwest from Chicago and St. 
Louis to take final action in regard to the 
proposed abandonment of the dual classifica- 
tion which has caused much commotion 
among merchants and jobbers throughout 
the West during the last two months was 
held yesterday at Commissioner Midgley’s 
office in this city. Merchants were pres- 
ent from Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and other points, and laid their views 
before the meeting. On lookmg over the 
situation the managers found that they were 
unable to abolish the car-load rates, as this 
would get them into trouble with their coun- 
try patrons. At the same time they did not 
like to antagonize Chicago and St. Louis 
people. They thought it best to adopt the 
suggestion that rates on car-loads and less 
than car-loads should be brought nearer to- 
gether on certain articles, and a resolution to 
that effect was passed. 


Ir is a common thing to hear ill-informed 
persons hold up the Pennsylvania system of 
taxation as ideally perfect and something to 
be copied by IIlinois. It is alleged by peo- 
ple ignorant of the facts that real estate is 
exempt from taxation in that State, necessary 
revenue being raised by a system of licenses 
and per cents on insurance, telegraph, rail- 
road, and other companies. But the error is in 
confounding State taxes with local. Eighty 
per cent of the taxes of Pennsylvania are 
local—for city, county, township, road, 
school, and pauper purposes—and all of 
which is raised by direct tax on property, 
chiefly on real estate. In Lilinois nine-tenths 
of the total taxes collected are for local ob- 
jects, and all the license taxes obtained 
are devoted thereto. Every cent of the 
four millions a year being derived from 
liquor licenses goes into the local municipal 
treasuries and saves the taxpayers an equal 
amount on their real and personal property. 
The Pennsylvania system affords no relief 
whatever to real estate, because all the rev- 
enue derived from license and corporation 
taxes is diverted to the support of the State 
Government, throwing the whole burden of 
supporting municipal governments, free 
schools, and the poor on real and personal 
estate. The Pennsylvania system, if adopted 
in Lilinois, would result in increasing taxes 
on property. So far as relief is concerned it 
would prove a delusion. 


JOMACKINISM IN UINCINNATI. 

The four Republican State Senators who 
were legally elected in Hamilton County, 
Ohio, last month, and whom the Democratic 
machine is trying to count out, have scored 
another and most important point in their 
favor in the struggle before the courts. 
Judge Cox of the Circuit Court has granted 
their petition for a mandamus requiring the 
official Canvassing Board to perform its duty 
under the law, reject illegal returns, and is- 
sue certificates to them instead of to the 
four Democratic candidates, who are attempt- 
ing to steal their seats by frauds of the most 
audacious description practiced at the polls, 
and also by forged tally-sheets in some pre- 
cincts, showing several hundred more names 
than there were upon the poll-books. 

The court held that it was authorized 


‘* damus, and that the remedy proposed by 
the defendants of contest before the Sen- 
ate was not the proper one, as certificates 
could not be given by that body.” This 
decision of course will give the four Repub- 
licans prima facie evidence of their election 
with which to go before the Senate and take 
part in its organization. The court further 
decided that it had the right to order the 
clerk to omit from his canvass feturns which 
did not comply with the mandatory provis- 
ions of the law, among them those which 
were pot delivered to the tlerk in the man- 
ner and within the time prescribed by the law, 
and those also which showed a discrep- 
ancy between the number of votes and the 
number of names on the poll-book. This 
will throw out, for instance, the vote of Pre- 
cinct A, Fourth Ward, where the registra- 
tion was 720 votes, ninety-six more than the 
entire Presidential vote of 1884, and the vote 
last month was 996, or 276 more than the 
registration, when the law forbids any one 
to vote not registered. The frauds in this 
precinct alone amounted to 614 votes, which 
of itself exceeds the majorities by which 
Clerk Dalton counted in the four bogus Dem- 
ocratic Senators as well as the nine bogus 
Democratic Representatives. The ruling of 
the court will also throw out in other pre- 
cincts still more fraudulent votes which are 
equally glaring, and the Republican Senators 
will get the certificates of the offices to which 
they were legally elected in spite of the ef- 
forts of McLean’s boodle gang to defraud 
them. 

The Hamilton County gang, like our Van 
Pelt gang, has lost its hold upon power. It 
may make a last desperate effort before the Su- 
preme Court, but that court will not condone 
or indorse self-evident frauds. The Repub- 
licans will have control of both branches of 
the Legislature, and will make short work of 
the infamous gang machinery and of the 
police Mullens who have made honest elec- 
tions in Hamilton County well-nigh impossi- 
ble. Having done this, the next thing for 
them to do is to adopt the new Election law 
which Chicago has just voted for and carried 
by a large majority. The Ohio Republicans 
should get copies of it and study it up pend- 
ing the meeting of the Legisiature. If they 
can improve upon it, so much the better; but 
whether they can or not they ought to follow 
up the advantage they have gained and for- 
ever smash McLean’s corrupt gang and stamp 
out dishonest elections in Cincinnati.

yesterday that there is a fair prospect of the 
freight discriminations against us being abol- 
ished will be welcome news to very many of 
our citizens. The evil is a great, and has 
been a growing, one, especially within the 
last two years. During a large part of that 
time, and particularly when the water route 
to the seaboard was closed by the ice of win- 
ter, the rates of freight by rail eastward have 
been almost uniformly higher from this city 
than from several points that lie west of Chi- 
cago. The trunk lines have strenuously 
maintained their schedule figures on all busi- 
ness from this city to the Atlantic coast, 
while accepting lower rates as their share for 
the service from other points. They have 
had the excuse that this course was necessary 
in order to the obtaining of business in com- 
petition with other roads, sometimes charac- 
terized as “‘ cut-off lines,” and that they could 
not afford to make such terms except when ab- 
solutely forced to do so, which was not the case 
with Chicago business, The managers of 
these lines appear not to have thought it 
possible that the produce trade of our city 
could be seriously injured by such a course, 
or they would scarcely have pursued it—at 
least not in the wholesale way that has 
recently been the rule. The effect was not 
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higher, lard 73¢ cents higher, meats 10 cents

to direct the Canvassing Board by man- 


very strongly marked at first, the result be- 
ing only the diversion of a small part of our 
trade. But the system has grown to such 
enormous dimensions as to force a recog- 
nition of the facts upon the men in fault, and 
it is due to them to say that they have mani- 
fested a willingness to do all in their power 
to remedy the evil. They are wise enough 
to be able to perceive that their recent atti- 
tude has been partially suicidal in its tenden- 
cies, and that they must suffer materially by 
a decadence of the produce business of this 
city. Hence their readiness to respond to 
the invitation which Dickens tells us was 
‘extended by Mrs. Gamp: “ No, Betsy; drink 
fair, wotever you do.” 

It is simply fairness that is asked for by 
the grain-dealers of this city. They do not 
want that their property should be carried 
eastward for nothing, nor even more cheaply 
than that from other points for equal dis- 
tances. They do not assume to say what 
shall be charged for the service, but only that 
the charges shall be uniform, giving them 
the same chance as have people in the same 
business elsewhere. They are willing to 
stand the necessarily enhanced cost of hand- 
ling here as compared with that at country 
points, believing that the city has advantages 
which will enable them to compete on those 
terms. At the present moment there is a 
discrimination of five cents per 100 pounds 
oncoru from Kansas and Nebraska, and very 
little corn is yet in condition to move from 
other States. The handler of corn there can 
ship through Chicago to New York for 35 
cents per 100 pounds, while he has to pay 
20 cents on consignments to this city, 
and another 20 cents is exacted on the 
shipment from this point eastward. 
This is in addition to the local 
charges for switching, as well as those for 
transfer from one car to another when such 
service is desired: The result is that nearly 
all the corn from Kansas and Nebraska is 
going around us. Similarly, it is notorious 
that large quantities of provisions are now 
moving from St. Louis and Kansas City at 
three cents less than is insisted on for the 
same thing if the consignment be made toa 
party in this city, and for this reason Chicago 
is receiving few very orders for provisions, 
though 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 pounds weekly 
is going from the West abroad, in addition to 
that taken for consumption in the Eastern 
States. The schedule of comparative rates, 
as published in our columns yesterday, does 
not abolish the whole of this discrimination. 

For instance, it allows less than four cents 
from some places to Chicago where eight 
cents is charged for transportation to this 
point. The committees will, however, have 
accomplished some good if they succeed in 
abating the evil of cutting from these rates; 
and united action may ere long lead to an 
important remodeling of the schedule which 
the railroads now assume to regard as a fair 
one. The manner in which the committees 
have been met by the representatives of the 
through’ lines warrants the hope that through 
their efforts the cause ot justice will prevail. 

The Board of Trade of this city should be 
congratulated on having taken hold of the 
matter at the right moment. It has struck 
the iron before it had time to cool. For sev- 
eral years past that organization has taken no 
official notice of the evil till the winter had 
so far progressed that the discrimination 
complained of had practically ceased by the 
With 
the spring competition for rail freight, to 
take grain away before the opening of lake 
navigation, the roads ceased to make odious 
discriminations; and the board ceased to no- 
tice the matter till it was again forced on its 
attention by the recurrence of similar condl- 
tions the following winter. On this occasion 
it has taken time by the forelock and joined 
hands with the Freight Bureau, the avowed 


forming of a useful check upon freight dis- 
criminations against Chicago trade. The 
bureau had already done good service in this 
field of labor, and it is fair to presume that 
its usefulness will be much extended, as its 
influence has certainly been increased, by a 
junction with a representative committee of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. 
WHITNEY’S VINDICATION OF JOHN 
ROACH, 

If Secretary Whitney had not succeeded 
in bankrupting John Roach, closing up the 
largest shipbuilding interest in the country, 
and depriving nearly 3,000 skilled working- 
men of labor, his experiences with the Roach 
cruisers would be laugheil at all over the 
country as the most amusing nonsense and 
the silliest display of political somersets 
which the reformers have yet furnished the 
country. 

It will be remembered that Secretary Whit- 
ney had hardly qualified before he com- 
menced reforming the navy by rejecting the 
Dolphin, which was built under the inspec- 
tion of a board designated by Congress for 
that purpose. The board reported that the 
Dolphin answered all the conditions required 
by the contract, and that Mr. Roach had done 
his work faithfully and well. It was not 
the intention of Reformer Whitney, how- 
ever, to accept any work that Mr. Roach had 
done at the bidding of a Republican Admin- 
istration and under the observation of a 
board appointed by it. So he called in 
his instructed experts. The Dolphin was 
reported ‘‘ structurally weak,” the conven- 
ient Attorney-General, another ardent re- 
former, reported that the contract under 
which she was built was not binding, and 
that Reformer Whitney was not obliged to 
accept her. Accordingly he rejected her. 
This was in July last. Now comes Reformer 
Whitney and executes a contract to purchase 
the Dolphin. As the Dolphin is the same 
Dolphin now that she was in July, what does 
this mean? If she was structurally weak in 
July she must be structurally weak now; and 
upon what basis of honor, economy, or re- 
form does he purchase a vessel which he 
knows to be structurally weak? If the Dol- 
phin was not good enough for the Govern- 
ment to accept in July—and nothing has been 
done to her since that time—how is it that 
she has in three months’ time become 
good enough for the Government to 
buy? This sudden change of front 
on the part of the Reformer either indicates 
that it is he and not the Dolphin who is 
structurally weak, or else that he rejected 
the Dolphin in order to ruin Roach and ca- 
lumniate the Republican Administration. As 
the matter has -resulted, he has convicted 
himself of political treachery by purchasing 
the Dolphin, vindicated John Roach as an 
honest man, and successfully defended the 
Republican Administration from his own 
slanderous assertions. 


The Attorney-General further came to Re- 
former Whitney’s aid in aspersing Roach 
and the Republican Administration with a 
decision that the Government was not bound 
to take the three unfinished cruisers—the 
Chicago, Boston, and Atlanta. It would not 
do, however, to reject them without ansexam- 
ination. Well, he has had his experts at work 
again. They have inspected the cruisers from 
stem to stern, and have reported that the 
work upon them is ali right, and that as far 
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as he had gone upon them—that is, up to the 


object of the existence of which was the 


: time Whitney drove him into bankruptcy— 
Roach had faithfully carried out his con- 
tracts, and that the contract prices for them 
were fair. Thereupon orders are issued that 
they shall be completed in Mr. Roach’s yards 
upon the conditions of Mr. Roach’s con- 
tracts, which will give the country three 
more good vessels besides the Dolphin. We 
observe that the action of Reformer Whitney 
has shut the mouths of the Democratic 
press as tight as clams and there is no 
more howling about Republican naval! frauds. 
None of them, however, has yet observed 
the vindication of the Republican Adminis- 
tration by Whitney himself, and not one of 
them has suggested that he ought to indem- 
nify the honest old shipbuilder whose busi- 
ness he has wantonly, gratuitously, and 
meanly crippled. It might be well for Con- 
gress to give this reform, among others, a 
little investigation. 


HOW THE NEW YORK CITY REPUB- 
LICANS PLAYED THE FOOL. 

An analysis of the vote cast at the recent 
election in New York City shows some ec- 
centricities in voting which are not very 
creditable to the intelligence or the devotion 
to party displayed by the Republicans of that 
city. There was cast for Governor a total of 
199, 120 votes, of which Hill had 123,566 and 
Davenport 75,554, giving Hill 48,012 majority. 
The Hill vote represents the combined 
strength of the Tammany Irish and Italians 
and the County Democracy Americans and 
Germans, and the Davenport vote the Repub- 
licans not too lazy or indifferent to go to the 
polls. But the excitement of the campaign 
was on the local tickets for Sheriff, Clerk, 
Judges, Aldermen, Commissioners, Legis- 
lators, etc. The total vote for the Demo- 
cratic candidates for Sheriff was much larger 
than that for Gov. Hill. Tammany gave its 
candidate, Grant, 73,689 votes, and the County 
Democracy gave its candidate, White, 59,208, 
a total of 133,897, as compared with 123,566 
cast for Hill, showing an excess of 10,331. 
Where did this excess come from? Certainly 
Tammany Hall and the County Democracy 
were not generous enough to give Davenport 
10,381 votes. If they had been he would 
have been elected. 

A glance at the Republican figures will 
show its source. Davenport, Republican, 
for Governor, had 75,554 votes in the city, 
while Jacobus, the Republican candidate for 
Sheriff, had but 65,538, showing a loss of 
10,016, almost exactly balancing the Dem- 
ocratic surplus for Sheriff and demonstrating 
that they were given to the Tammany and 
County Democracy faction candidates. It is 
impossible, of course, to tell how these 
10,000 fools divided their votes, but probably 
a quarter went to Tammany, or 2,500, and 
three-quarters, or 7,500, went to the County 
Democracy faction, leaving the former with 
71,189 and the latter with 51,708, which is 
about the real strength of each. In other 
words, the real strength of the two factions 
and the Republicans stands about as follows: 
Tammany, 71,189; County Democracy, 51,- 
708; Republicans, 75,554, the Davenport 
vote. Had the Republicans, therefore, stood 
together and supported their own ticket, and 
concentrated their strength upon the 
local offices, they would have capt- 
ured them all, Sheriff included. They 
not merely had a balance of power, 
but they had the actual control of 
power in theirown hands and jackastically 
threw it away. In addition to this, many 
fool Republicans in their eagerness to help 
the rival Democratic factions in their dog- 
fight voted the entire Democratic ticket, in- 
cluding Hill, not stopping to vote for the 
State ticket of their party. It is a matter of 
little consequence how the vote was divided. 
Even if the bulk of it went to the County 
Democracy the loss was still more aggravat- 
ing, as itdid not help to defeat Tammany, 
which came out on top. It all sums up in 
the useless loss of 10,000 votes, which were 
absolutely thrown away by .a minority party 
which was able to have come in between the 
camps of the two factions and swept every 
office in sight. 

This performance may be considered good 
party management in New Tork, but out 
this way it looks like asinine stupidity, to 
call it by no worse name. The fact is that 
for thirty years the Republican party of the 
City of New York has been mismanaged 
shockingly, and whatever victories it has won 
have been won in spite of its leadership. In 
every other Northern city from Portland, 
Me., to Portland, Ore., the party is in better 
shape than it is in New York. How a party 
with victory in its hands, so far as New York 
City was concerned, could deliberately sacri- 
fice 10,000 votes to a Democratic dog-fight 
will never be understood by Republicans 
elsewhere.

SALARIES OF THE SUPREME COURT 
JUDGES. 

One of the first acts of the next Legisla- 
ture of this State should be to raise the 
salaries of the Supreme Judges. Under the 
statutes at present the Supreme Judges re- 
ceive but $5,000 per annum, while the Cook 
County Judges receive $7,000, one-half from 
the State and the other half from the County 
Treasury. This is not an equitable scale of 
salaries. The Supreme Judges should have 
at least as much as the Cook County Judges. 
Their positions are higher and more respon- 
sibie and their work is harder. They have 
jurisdiction over the most important cases 
They decide what the law is for the whole 
State. Though statutes are presumed to be 
constitutional, they are not certainly so until 
they have been affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
Their functions are arduous and widely ex- 
tended. ‘They are the final court of appeal 
in cases involving questions of life and death 
and the rights of property and liberty. They 
are the arbiters between other branches of 
the State Government, and their jurisdiction 
covers the whole State and nearly all the 
affairs of life. 

The expenses of the Supreme Justices are 
very heavy. They are obliged to travel about 
the State and hold court in three or four 
places (among them Chicago, whenever the 
county is ready to provide rooms and a libra- 
ry for their use). They are away from their 
homes a large part of the year, which in- 
volves the cost of two establishments, for they 
must support their families at home and 
themselves upon their circuits. Household 
and traveling expenses thus consume a large 
part of their salary, so that at the end of the 
year they have little or nothing left. It is 
for this reason that it has always been very 
difficult to induce first-class, competent law- 
yers to accept a seat on the bench, 
especially from this county. Judge Ma- 
gruder (for we may now call him 
Judge) for this very reason consented very 
reluctantly to give up his practice and takea 
seat on the Supreme bench to fill out the 
late Judge Dickey’s unexpired term. It 
has been very difficult hitherto to induce 
leading lawyers of Chicago, except in the 
case of Judge McAllister (and his home is 
in Waukegan), to accept the Supreme Judge- 
ship, because the compensation has been in- 
sufficient, and yet a Judge from this county 
is imperatively needed. One-halt the busi- 
ness before the Supreme Court comes from 


this county, and it should always have a rep- 


resentative there who is acquainted with the 
business interests here and the legal ques- 
tions likely to grow out of them. 

The first thing for the next Legislature to 
do, therefore, is to make the salary of the 
Supreme Court Justices large enough to in- 
duce the best lawyers to accept the candi- 
dacy when it is offered them. It 
should not be less than the salary paid 
to our local Judges, and should be more. 
It should be sufficient to induce any of the 
local Judges to accept the promotion, not one 
of whom will now leave the lower place for 
the higher because of the inadequate com- 
pensation. 

Under the Constitution the Legislature is 


left to fix the compensation of the Supreme 


Judges, but cannot increase their salaries 
during the terms for which they are elected. 
The terms of five of the seven Judges, how- 
ever—those from the First, Second, Third, 
Sixth, and Seventh Districts—expire in June, 
1888. The next Legislature meets in Jan- 
uary, 1887, so that an increase going into ef- 
fect in the following July will apply to five 
of the seven, which includes the one from 
Cook. The term of the Judge from the 
Fourth District, elected last summer, expires 
in 1894, and that of the Judge from the Fifth 
in 1891. These two, however, cannot ob- 
ject to an increase of the salaries of the other 
five, and the other five may discover some 
constitutional way of relieving the necessi- 
ties of their two associates.

LIZZIE MERCHANT, A 15-YEAR-OLD bit. 
ABDUCTED, RUINED, AND IMPRISONED IN

Lizzie Mer 
cbant is but 15 years old, and has since last 
August been kept imprisoned in a house of 1. 
repute on Pitts street. It came to the notices 
of the police some time ago that a girl answer. 
ing heg description had been seduced ing 
house of ill-tame, and yesterday the police vig 
ited No. 52 Pitts street, an establishment kept 
by Thomas Harton, known to the authorities by 
the name of Bill Dow.“ To repeat the story 
of this man’s career in Boston is a chapter in 
itself. He bears the reputation of being the 
king of brothel-keepers. Time after time he 
bas been brought up in court for mal ntaining 
bis infamous establishments, but vonvictiog 
seems to stimulate him to greater efforts in 
breaking the law. In a darkened room, at the 
top of the house, was the girl Lizzie. She wag 
crying bitterly as the police entered. Not a 
single piece of clothing was in the room. She 
implored the police to take ber away. Finally 
sufficient clothing was gathered among the in. 
mates to afford her a scant suit, and then she 
was taken to the station-house. On the 

she related the story of her abduction and told 
bow for nearly three months she had not been 
out of doors, having been confined nearly all 
the time in the room from which she had been 
taken. She had been very sick and bad 

died, without seeing any one save a doctor. 

The girl was born in Nova Scotia. 
Her parents died while she was ag 
infant, and an aunt residing in Gloucester, . 
Mass., cared for her until sbe was 13 years old, 

when the aunt died and the girl was left to 

provide for berse f. She came to Boston and 

found a place in a West End family as nursery 

maid. Her mistress was the wife of a rum- 

seller, who sought to make use of the p 

girl as a barmaid. The child objeeted, but 

was finally madd useful in the place. Her 

pretty face attracted the attention of scoun- 

drels, and one evening while going 

to a store on Green street on an 

errand she was met by a young fellow who had 

seen ber at ber employer's house, and by de.

where she was drugged andruined. There she 

was kept a prisoner until rescued yesterday, 

While there sbe endeavored to escape once, 

and was brutally beaten by her jailer. Mrs. 

Ducen, matron of the Tombs, when questioned 

regarding the gir!, said: I bave never during 

my nine years’ experience heard of a case 

which is of so shocking a nature. I heard of 

the matter some three weeks ago. It is 
said that there was a woman living now in Con- 
necticut who was at the time of Lizzie’s ab- 

duction an inmate of No. 52 Pitts street. The 

latter took pity on Lizzie and defended ber 

from much of the persecution which she would 

have otherwise been obliged to suffer.

ST. LOUIS I8 AGAIN AGITATED OVER TALE 
OF ANOTHER BRIDGE ACROSS THE MISSIS- 
SIPPI RIVER. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 5.—[Special.|—The 
scheme to build by popular subscription a 
bridge across the Mississippi at Chain of 
Rocks, a few miles north ol the city, received 
a new impetus today by the action of the Trans 
portation Committee ot the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. Committees, have been appointed to 
wait on Congress and the Senate to secure all 
the franchises. At the time the Chain of 
Rocks Bridge Company was formed one of its 
incorporators remarked that the tirm with 
which he was associated could easily afford 
to contribute $10,000 cash to such an 
enterprise. The outside limit which 
its former projectors placed on the cost of 
a bridge at Cham of Rocks was $2,500,000. 
The capital stock of the Chain of Rocks Bridge 
Company was only $2,v00,000. Competent en- 
gineers state that a railroad bridge can be built 
at this point for from $750,000 to $1,000,000. 
There is no question but that the raiiroads 
themselves will enter heartily into any project 
which will release them from the clutches of 
the St. Louis Bridge Company, and 

they will readily agree to maintain & 
bridge whose use will cost them e 
more than the cost of repairs and 
management. The only roads which are in aay 
way hampered in the matter are the Wabash, 
which is oue ot the lessees of the St. Louis 
bridge, the Chicago & Alton, which is now in & 
controversy with the Wiggins Ferry Company 
over its right to vee any trunsfer but the ferry; 
and the Cairo Suort Line, which would find 
some difficulty in getting to the Chain of Rocks 
from its present terminus. All these difficul- 
ties are possible of solution, however, and 
there is no doubt but that when Congress meets 
some united action will be taken by the mer 
chants and manufacturers of St. Louis and the 
railroads centering in East Louis to rescue the 
trade of this city rom the ciutches of the Bt.

[Robert Thorburn was born at Dumfries in 1818, 
studied the first rudiments of the art at Edinburg 
under Sir W. Alien, won the chief prize at the 
Scottish Academy, repaired to London, and was 
admitted a student of the Royal Academy in 1836. 
He ftirst exhibited at the Academy, in 1837, two 
portraits, and the full number admissible—vizs. : 
eight—in 1838. In afew years he began to dispute 
supremacy, both as to the art displayed and patron- 
age received, with the established tavorits of the 
day, Ross and Newton, especially in female por- 
traits. In 1845 he executed by commission a por- 
trait of the late Prince Consort: in 1846, one of the 
Duchess of Meckienburg-Strelitz; in 1847, portraits 
of the Princess Chariotte of Belgium and the Duke 
of Brabant; and in 1848, a group of the Queen, 
with the Princess Helena and Prince Alfred. He 
has continued to advance in reputation, and his 
groups of “The Hon. Mrs. Norton’s Family.“ of 
»The Marchioness of Waterford aud Viscountess 
Canning.“ and of ruhe Duchess of Buccleuch, 
Ladjes Scott and Balfour,’’ excited especial ad- 
miration. These groups exceeded the usual 
2 of miniatures, a tendency which has 
been carried out in most of Mr. Thorburn’s por- 
traits. He was elected A. R. A. in 1848. gained the 
first gold medal at the Universal Exhibition at 
Paris in 1855."and was elected an honorary member 
of the Royal Scottish Academy. Within the last 
few years Mr. Thorburn has practiced portrait- 
painting in oil-colors with great success. }

A TEMPERANCE DECREE, 


THE PLENARY COUNCIL ISSUBS ONE WHICH, 
IF CONFIRMED BY THE POPE, WILL CRE- 
ATE A REVOLUTION. 

NEW Tonk. Nov. 5.—The Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Catholic churches of the United 
States, at the close of the Third Plenary Coun- 
cil beid at Baltimore in December, 1884, issued 
a pastoral letter to the clergy and laity of 
their charges. The pastoral letter, as ueual, 
contained a summary of the decrees or rules 
passed by the council, and, wuen published, 
one paragraph attracted considerable atten- 
tion.. It read as fo.lows: 

There is one way of profaning the Lord’s day 
which is so prolific of evil results that we consider 
it our duty to utter against it a * condemna- 
tion. This is the practice of selling Beer or other 
liquor Sunday, or of frequenting places where they 
are sold. This practice tends more than ang other 
to turn the day of the Lord intoa day of dissipa- 
tion, to use it as an occasion for breed- 
ing intemperance. While we hope that 
Sunday laws on this point will not be relaxed, 
but even more rigidly enforced, we implore ail 
Catholics for the love of God and of Country never 
to take part in such traffic, nor to cvuntenance or 
to patronize; and we not only direct the attention 
of all parties to the repression of this abuse, but 
we also call upon them to induce all of their flocks 
that may be engaged in the sale of liquors to aban- 
dun as soon as they can the dangerous traffic, and 
to embrace a more becoming way of making a 
living. 

This straightforward admonition from the 
Bishops placed the liquor traflic in a new light 
in its relation to tbe Catholic church. Up to 
this time it had been the general impression 
among those who were not members of the 
church that, while she did not in any way en- 
courage the liquor traffic, she was not 
directly opposed to it. When the pastoral 
letter appeared, however, it became evident 
that the Catholic Church in America had re- 
solved to declare itself opposed to intemper- 
ance andthe grog-sbops. There were some 
who shrugged their shoulders when they read 
the above paragraph and declared that they did 
not believe it would have any perceptible effect 
upon the liquor selling members of the cburch. 
The matter has not been so thoroughly brought 
out before the several congregations by the 
priests as it wili be should the decrees which 
were forwarded to Kome be returned with the 
indorsement of the Pope: As is always 
customary, the decrees adopted by the last 
Plenary Council were forwarded to Kome, 
the Rev. Dr. O Connell, rector of American 
College and procurator for the Arthbishop of 
Baltimore, acting as messenger and ambassa- 
dor. On his arrival at the Eternal City, the 
decrees were delivered into the bands of 
Cardinal Simoni, Prefect of the Propaganda, 
by whom thé decrees were handed over 
to the Congregation of the Propaganda, 
a body of Cardinals and theologians who 
examined them carefully. The Congregation 
of the Propaganda submitted a report upon 
the decrees to the Holy See. The Rev. Dr. 
O'Connell, who bas been absent nearly a year, 
is now on his way back to the United States 
with these decrees, which have been duly ex- 
amined and passed upon by the Holy See. 
There is now much speculation in ecclesiastic- 
al circies as to the maaner in which the decree 
relating to the liquor traffic was 
received by the Pope. If the 
Pope bas given it his approval 
and indorsement, it is expected there will soon 
be inaugurated in this country a crusade 
against the liquor business of an exceedingly 
effective character. The organization of the 
Catholic church is such, a distinguished cier- 
gyman said tonight, that it can, with the as- 
sistance of the Pope, do more to crip- 
ple the business of the grog-shops than 
any other religious body. Dr. O’Connell is 
expected to arrive in Baltimore in a 
few days. The decrees will then be published 
ana the priests and Bishops and laymen will 
then be able to know the attitude of the church 
to the liquor traffic. Archbishop Corrigan 
last evening said that it would not be politic 
for him to say anything whatever concerning 
the decrees. He did not know what action had 
been taken by the Holy See in regard tothe 
special decree against the liquor traffic and 
would not know until after the arrival of Dr. 
O'Connell.

How the Figures for the Late Neo- 
tion Look After 4 More Care- 
tul Revision. 


Explaining Matters in New York— 
Hill’s Plurality Nearly 11,000— 
The Legislature Republican, 


The Oincinnati Mandamus Case Returns 
from Virginia, Iowa, Pennsylvania, 
and Other States. 
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New York. Nov. 5.—|Special.|—The mem- 
bers of the County Democracy organization 
are still engaged today in trying to acoount for 
the overwhelming defeat their ticket suffered 
Tuesday. Many of them are inclined to ac- 
cept the result philosophically, and one of this 
class said today: It is very easy to make 
oharges of deals and trades. Of course there 
were dealing and trading, but the troubie is to 
prove the fact. I have been told that Daven- 
port tickets were run out of Tammany Hall 
boxes and that the ballots of the Tammany can- 
didates for city and county Offices were distrib- 
uted by men in charge of the Republican boxes. 
1 confess I cannot understand on what basis 
such a trade conld have been arranged. Tam- 
many certainly had more interest in the ele- 
tion of Hill than the County Democracy had, 
and the Republicans who would have been con- 
cerned in such a deal certainly had no reason 
to expect any special favors from the bands of 
Mr. Davenport. My own impression is that 
the ‘workers’ in the Republican party did not 
make any special exertion for either the State 
or local ticket. I think that all the Repub- 
lican votes secured by Tammany Hall were 
bought and paid for either in cash or by 
pledges of positions.“ 

Many Republican politicians are apparently 
as well pleased at the result as they would have 
been bad the ticket named by the Republican 
Convention been elected. One well-known Re- 
publican, who worked earnestly during 
the canvass for the election of Mg. 
Jacobus as Sheriff, said: Our ticket 
was sold out in all parts of the city. Mr. Dav- 
enport received about 75,000 votes, while Mr. 
Jacobus polled only 61,000. The vote on the 
local ticket was much lighter than that cast for 
Governor, but this difference between 
Mr. Davenport and Mr. Jacobus cannot 
be explained in this way. Mr. Goelet, 
I know, was convinced that he 
had little chance of election, for when he was 
asked to contribute to the fund, and also to 
work hiniselt, he replied that it would be no 
use, as he was convinced that he had been 
named only to be beaten.“ The Tammany- 
Hall men are triumphant, and propose to hold 
a jubilee and love-feast next week. 

The Tribune will place Hill's majority at 
10,285, and the Republican majority on joint 
ballot in the State Legislature at 32. 

THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

New York, Nov. 5.— With reports on the 
ticket missing from eight counties, including 
the Counties of New York, Albany, and Erie 
(which includes Buffalo), the vote for Bascom, 
the Prohibition candidate for Governor, is 
16,618. The total vote for St. John in the Pres- 
idential election was 18,863. No estimate is 
made of the Prohibition vote in the missing 
counties. 

The following is a summary of the results of 
the election in the East and South Tuesday, 
made up from the last returns received from 
the several States: 

New York elects Hill, Democrat, for Gov- 
ernor by about 11,000 plurality. The State 
Legislature is Republican on joint ballot by a 
majority of 36 in a total vote of 160. 

In New Jersey the Republicans have 5 ma- 
jority in the Senate and 4 in the Assembly, 
making a majority of 9 on joint ballot. 

In Virginia Lee, Democrat, is elected Gov- 
ernor by about 25,000 majority, as far as re- 
ported. The Legislature is heavily Democrat- 
ic, that party baving sixty-two out of 100 
members of the House and twenty-three out 
of forty in the Senate. The counties to be 
heard from will probably increase their major- 
ities. 

In Maryland the Democratic State ticket is 
elected by about 380,000. The Legislature will 
stand about as follows: Senate, Republicans 
6, Democrats 20; House, Republicans 16, Dem- 
ocrats 101; Democratic majority on joint bal- 
lot, 99. The successor of United States Sena- 
tor Gorman will be a Democrat. 

A Washington special says: Representatives 
of the Knights of Labor allege that the public 
press, in assigning reasons for the Democratic 
victory in New York, has quite overlooked the 
importance of that secret organization as a 
factor in the result. Oneof its officers, who is 
also in the Government service, and spent 
some days in New York and Brooklyn in the 
interest of the organization, says that its mem- 
bers there voted with almost unanimity for 
Hill, and will claim that success was due to 
their efforts. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 5.—Gov. Hill was sere- 
naded this evening at the Executive Mansion 
by the citizens of Albany and the Jacksonian 
Club. In his reply to the greeting Gov. Hill 
made these points: 


That the Democratic victory in New York will 
strengthen the hands of our President and 
ald him in his effort for the purification 
of the public service; that New York can never be 
carried upon any issue of sectional hate; that he 
had not promised a non-partisan Administration of 
State affairs, but would make an honest one. 


In closing he felicitated the party on tho 
success of Gen. Lee in Virginia. 


OHIO. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—The 
leaders of the local Democracy, realizing that 
it is. absolutely necessary that something be 
done in regard to the Federal patronage at this 
point if the party would bope for success in 
the future, have called a conference, which 
will be held in a few days, at which it will be 
determined what changes shall be made and 
who the appointees should be in order to best 
harmonize matters and accomplish the great- 
est good to the party. When the conference 
has settled upon what offices should be filled 
and who should fill them it will appoint a com- 
mittee to go down to Washington to urge upon 
the Administration the necessity of carrying 
the suggestions made into effect, in order to 
put the party in Cleveland into fighting trim 
for the spring campaign. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 5.—The Cireuit Court 
room was crowded for nearly an hour this 
morning awaiting the appearance of the Judges 
to render their decision upon the election man- 
damus case. When the court appeared there 
was the closest attention to every word ut- 
tered. Judge Cox read the decision. He said 
it was a petition for mandamus filed by Amzee 
McGill for himself and three others, candidates 
for election as State Senaters, averring that 
the Canvassing Board was proceeding to do its 
work illegally and asking the court to compel 
it to count the returns according to law, and to 
issue certificates to them instead of to the 
Democratic candidates. To this the defend- 
ants had filed a motion to strike out the ma- 
terial averments of the petition as irrelevant 
and insufficient to support the demana in the 
petition. 

In the argument this motion had been treat- 
ed as a demurrer, and the defense claimed that 
mandamus was not the proper remedy, be- 
cause the Canvassing Board's duty was not 
ministerial but quasi-judicial, and because the 
proper remedy was by contest before the 
Senate. 

The court held otherwise—that this court 
could direct the Canvassing Board by man- 
damus, and that mandamus was the proper 
remedy. The distinction made by Judge Buck- 
waiter was followed by this court by deciaring 
that this is not a contest for the office, but for 
the certificate which cannot be given by 
the Senate, and which has a value 
distinct from the office itself. The court 
then considered in detail the aver- 
mente which the defense asked to have 


| stricken out. and overruled the motion in all 
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cases exeept one, where the allegations were as 

to irregularities in counting the vote. In the 
progress of the decision the court stated that 
it had tue right to direct the clerk to omit from 
his canvass returns which did not comply with 
the mandatory provisions of the law. Among 
these were that the returns should be delivered 
to the clerk in the manner and within the time 
specified in the law, and that the number of 
votes shall not exceed the number of names on 
the poll-book. 

The defense asked until tomorrow to enable 
them to decide what further steps they shall 
take. It is understood they will appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 


1OWA. 

Des Motwess, Ia., Nov. 5.—The election re- 
turns today show that the opposition bas 
gained 8 votes in the Senate and lost 10 in the 
House. The Republicans will have 31 majority 
on joint ballot. The Republican majority will 
probably not reach 6,000. Over 50,000 Repub- 
licans did not vote. 

Up to midnight complete returns have been 
received from ninety-three of the ninety-nine 
counties of the State. The counties re- 
ported incomplete are Chickasaw, Clarke, 
Pottawattamie, Palo Alto, and Des Moines. In 
the ninety-three counties reported Larrabee has 
8,161 majority over Whitmg. The six counties 
unreported gave two years ago 1,329 combined 
opposition majority on Governor. If they 
should stay the same it would leave the net 
Republican majority 6,882, but it is estimated 
that there will bea net Republican loss in these 
six counties of 500, leaving Larrabee’s final 
majority 6,332. 

Complete and definit returns from all legis- 
lative districts in the State sbow that the only 
changes made today are that Case, Fusion, for 
Senator, is elected in the Floyd District over 
Reineger dy 15 majority, and that in Cedar 
County, in doubt yesterday, Corrigans, Repub- 
lican, is elected by 106 majority. The Senate 
will therefore stand thirty Republicans to twen- 
ty Fusionists, and the House sixty Republicans, 
thirty-nine Fusionista, and one Independent 
Republican. The counties reported in full 
show that 15 per cent of the Republicans staid 
at home as compared with the poll of two years 
ago, and that ö per cent of the Democrats 
staid at home. 

Dune, Ia., Nov. 5.—From the returns, 
and estimates on a few unheard-from counties, 
the figures show Larrabee’s majority in lowa 
to be 6,873. 


PENNSYLVANIA. .

AMUSEMENTS. 


CHICAGO QUINTET CLUB. = | 

Haverly’s hall was liberally besprinkled with 
hearers yesterday afternoon, in spite of the 
rain, upon the occasion of the first subscrip- 
tion concert of the Chicago Quintet Club for 
the present season, or the forty-eighth concert 
of their career. The day was as bad for cham- 
ber music as a day could be, the dampness 
rendering it next to impossible to obtain a 
resonant tone from the strings or even to keep 
them in tune. These disadvantages, how- 
ever, were not so great as to destroy 
the effect of the fine. program presented. It 
consisted of two movements, adagio and al- 
legro, from Jadasson’s Quintet, op. 70, for 
pianoforte, two violins, viola, and cello: the 
theme and variations from Scbubert’s ** Forel- 
len Quintet, played here by piano, violin, 
viola, ‘cello, and bass; a vocal trio for male 
voices, ‘Break, break,” sung by Messrs. 
Knorr, De Celle, and another man, Mrs. Pucenix- 
Cameron hay been detained by illness; two 
movements. Milleress"’ and * The Mill,“ 
from Raff's string quartet, op.182; the whole con- 
cluding with Schumann's magnificent quintet, 
op. 44, for pianoforte and string quartet, 
played entire. In this mend, as will be seen, 
the sweetmeats came first, just as they do in 
China. The Jadasson selections were pléasing 
and not at all difficult to enjoy. If any criti- 
cism were to be offered upon the composition 
of the program it would be that there was per- 
haps a littie too much sweetness in succession.

The performers were Miss Agnes Ingersoll 
at the piano, Mr. William Lewis first violin, Mr. 
Pellage second, Mr. Allen viola, Mr. Eichheim 
‘cello, and Mr. Bruus bass, The prime merit 
of the performance, after the Individual excel 
lence of the leading players, was the unity, the 
perfect ease, the confidence in each other, 
which only comes from much practice to- 
getner. In this respect Miss Ingersoll's quin- 
tet is one of the best. There was a 
marked improvement in the piano-play- 
ing upon this occasion, partly wing 
to the top being left ruised, thereby giv the 
instrument the advantage of its own resonance, 
and partly from a somewhat freer style upon 
the part of Miss Ingersoll, whose even and 
well-balanced technic and thorough musician- 
ship amply justify her in taking ber turn in 
leading wherever the composer requires it of 
her. Perhaps the best work of all the players 
was put where it was most needed—namely: 
into the Schumann Quintet. This vigorous 
and highly poetic work was played better upon 
this occasion, most likely, than it has 
ever before been played in public in this city. 
It made, and deserved to make, the best effect 
of the afternoon. The singing was well done 
and acceptable. 


STAND ARD—“ FAVETTE.” 

Miss Estelle Clayton, at present appearing at 
the Standard, is a beautiful woman—soft, 
blonde, and fascinating, with a shoulder-blade 
which would justify Katisha’s famous boast iu 
The Mikado,” and with eyes that were made 
to be dimmed not, even by the artificial tears 
of the stage. This is exactiy as it should be. 
When two or three hours are to be spent in a 
theatre, how can they be passed more plieas- 
antiy than in the esthetic contempla- 
tion of female lovelipess? For charm 
of face and figure has a direct artistic 
value as pronounced as that of poem or of pict- 
ure. Moore could find no moral hid within the 
bosom of the rose; and were he to look for the 
ability to act in Miss Estelle Clayton’s compo- 
sidion he would probably miss that also. But 
what of that? Pretty women will always be 
popular on the stage, and rightly so. To say 
that one of them cannot act will not diminish 
her attractiveness. None of them can act. 
There may be some exceptions by @ourtesy; 
but when talent is discovered in a 
handsome creature it is such a little 
bit that it does not alter the truth of the gen- 
eral assertion. Beauty united to histrionic 
power would be, to parapbrase Sbakspeare, 
Honey with a sauce of sugar.” 

The play, which 1s said to be the work of Miss 
Clayton herself, is taken from one of Ouida’s 
stories, and is a fairspecimen of its class, al- 
though there is more narrative than action in 
it. The leading actress is su rted by a ca- 
pable company. Mr. Arthur Elliot does nut 
look like an ideal Bohemian—the character he 
is supposed to portray—but bis impersonation 
shows some repressed feeling. Miss Etelka 
Wardell is an excellently-tramed actress who 
lacks only spontaneity to give sympathetic 
quality as weil as distinction to her work. 
Mr. McCulloch Ross, an English actor, who 
made his American début in “The Silver 
King,“ bas a good stage presence. Miss Josie 
Stoffer, the soubret of the piece, is pretty and 
pleaSing. Altogether, the entertainment is de- 
cidedly interesting, and it is a matter of regret 
that it should be poorly patronized.

RAILROADS. 


fhe Managers Refuse to Abolish 
Dual Classification, but Sug- 
gest Means of Relief. 


There Will Be Less Difference Between 
C. L. and L. C. L. Rates—East- 
Bound Freight Affairs. 


An Investigation Wanted An Ohio Nar- 
row-Gage Difficulty— Northern Pa- 
cifio Suits— Items. 


The long looked-for meeting of the General 

Managers and General Freight Agents of the 
various roads west and northwest from Chica- 
go and St. Louis to take final action in regard 
to the proposed abandonment of the dual class- { 
ification which has caused so much commotion 
among mercbants and jobbers throughout the 
‘West during the last two months was held yes- 
terday at Commissioner Midgiey’s office. The 
question at issue has already been fully de- 
scribed and commented upon in THE 
Trisune, and needs but little further 
elaboration. At present and for many 
years past the Western roads bave 
been making higher rates on mercbandise, eto., 
in less than car- load lots than on car-loads. The 
Chicago and St. Louis merchants and jobbers, 
or at least a great majority of them, through 
their freight bureaus, have been clamoring for 
a change in the classification, on the ground 
that no good reason exists for the discrimine- 
tion in rates, and that it tended to injure the 
business interests of the Chicago and St. Louis 
merchants by enabling country merchants to 
purchase goods of merchants at interior cities 
on as good terms as they could secure at 
Chicago and St. Louis. The country mer- 
chats, on the other band. insisted that the 
present way of making car-load rates lower 
than less than car-ioad rates was fair and just, 
as it was based on the simple principle of 
wholesale and retail rates. They claimed 
that if the proposition of the Chicago and St. 
Louis freight bureaus to make car-load rates 
the same as Jess than car-load rates was adopt- 
ed they would lose their business and the big 
merchants of the great Cities of Chicago and 
St. Louis would have all the advantage. Num- 
derless pamphlets and documents have been 
printed for and against the proposition, and 
the Railroad Commissioners of Iowa have been 
drawn into the contest and have issued a 
atrong argument against the proposition, and 
threaten vengeance upon the railroads if they 
dare to make the proposed change. The Classi- 
fication Committee found the circumstances 
such that it did not feel inclined to take definit 
action in the premises, and finally the 
matter was referred to the General Man- 
agers, who, during the last month or 
two have been considering the arguments sub- 
mitted by the merchants and others on the 
subject. It bad been given out that at the 
meeting yesterday no further arguments on 
the question from merchants and others would 
be considered. But nevertueless large deiega- 
tions of merchants from St. Louis, Council 
Biuffe, Omaha, Atchison, Leavenworth, Des 
Moines, St. Paul, and other points were on 
hand to get one more chance to impress their 
views upon the railroad managers. The fol- 
lowing railroad managers were present at the 
meeting:

Commissioner Midgley was elected Chairman 
and Mr. Kinsella Secretary. 

‘After the meeting bad deen in session a 
short time word was received that the mer- 
chants from St. Louis, Chicago, Kansas City, 
and other points were or hand and desired to 
be heard on the subject before the meeting. 
After discussion, a resolution was passed to 
admit six merchants of each faction and allow 
them to present their arguments. In compli- 

dance with this action the merchants appointed 
parties to appear before the meeting and 
present their case. Mr. Jacob Firth 
of St. Louis made a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the proposition to 
abolish car-load rates. He claimed that 
the present ciassification was unfair and un- 
just and prevented St. Louis and Chicago 
mercbants from getting into Western terri- 
tory. Mr. James M. Nave of Kansas City re- 
plied to Mr. Firth’s argument and tried to 
eonvince the managers that the general inter- 
ests of this country demanded the building up 
of trade centres at interior points and that the 
railroads could not afford to abolish car-load 
rates simply to help the interests of St. Louis 
and Chicago. Mr. Franklin MacVeagh of this 
' eity made a strong argument in favor of abol- 
ishing the dual classification. He thought if 
the railroads couid not afford to abolish car- 
load rates altogether they ought at least re- 
arrange their classification so as to make the 
difference between car-lodds and less than 
cur-loads smaller than it now is. He was 
answered by Mr. Dean of St. Paul, who 
strongly deprecated a change in existing 
classifications. Mr. M. O. Treadway of St. 
Louis spoke earnestly in favor of the proposed 
change. and Mr. George of Cedar Rapids closed 
with an equally earnest argument against it. 

After the cluse of the arguments the meet- 
ing took a recess fordinner. After reassembling 
the managers discussed the various arguments 
made and they found that they were unable to 
abolish the car-load rates, as this would get 
them into serious trouble with their country 
patrons. At the same time they did not like to 
antagonize the Chicago and St. Louis people. 
They thought it would be dest to adopt the 
suggestion made by some of the merchants that 
the rates on car-loads and less than car-loads 
sbould be brought nearer together on certain 
articies, and the following resolution was 
unanimously passed: N 0 
a That it is the sense of this meeting that 

‘it would not be advisable to change the principle 
{of making a difference in rates on car-loads or less 
quantities; but if it should, upon investigation, be 
found that there was too great a difference between 
car-load and less than car-load rates, that they be 
placed on a fair and equitable basis, and that the 
General Freight Agents convene at once to make 
necessary recommendations on that basis to tne 
managers. 

The meeting then adjourned until 9:30 this 
morning. The General Freight Agents held a 
short session last evening, and meet again this 
morning to act upon the recommendation ot 
the managers. 

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT AFFAIRS. 

The persistency with which the rumors that 
éast-bound freight rates are not firmly main- 
tained are being circulated indicates that 
everything is not all richt, and while none of 
the lines may be cutting rates directly the 
opinion prevails that special inducements are 
given to certain large shippers by some of the 
roads. The Chicago lines claim that they are 
strictiy maintaining rates, but that some of the 
roads from Peoria and St. Louis are paying 
drawbacks or rebates on grain and provisions, 
while the latter say that the Chicago roads are 
the ones guilty of unfair practices. A good 
deal of grain nas lately been shipped to New 
Engiand points from this city which 
it is beheved been taken at 
less than tariff’ rates. The charge is 
also made that provisions going to Philadelphia 
and Baltimore are not paying fallrates. Yet 
no positive evidence can be adduced showing 
that the rates are being cut, but the fact that 
the railroads are watching each other with dis- 
trust and suspicion shows that the present 
temporary agreement cannot be maintained 
much longer. The Eastern trunk-line man- 
agers are bestirring themselves to bring about 
the speedy formation of a money pool to avoid 
further trouble and complications. They are 
considering a plan proposed by Commissioner 
Fink, which is in many respects like the one 
now in successful operation by the Southeast- 
ern Railway Association, which provides for 
the evening up of balances both by divisions 
and cash pay ments.

After a prolonged discussion 
it was voted that a committee of three persons, 
none of whom shall be a director, be appointed 
by the Chairman to confer with the proposed 
trustees and the late directors to investigate 
the whole matter and report their conclusion 
at a meeting to be called by the committee 
within ten days if possible. 


A NARROW-GAGE LEGAL FIGHT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 5.—{Special.|— 
Argument is being beard in the Federal Court 
on the question ot the partition of tho Toledo, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis Narrow-Gage. The 
stockholders of the Frankfort & State Line 
Division and of the Franktort, Toledo & St. 
Louis branch bave entered suit for separation 
from the Toledo, Cincianati & St. Louis*’on the 
ground that the consolidation was not properly 
or completely effected. Important considera- 
tions are involved, aud the bondholders are 
fighting the suits because their mortgages 
might be impaired or nullified were the 
plaintiffs to prevail. It is said that certain 
parties cognizant of the imperfect consolida- 
tion have bought liberally of the stock of the 
two divisions named, anticipating a favorable 
hearing of the suits. 


SUITS AGAINST THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

MANDAN, Dak., Nov. 5.—([Special.j—At the 
session of the Dakota Legislature held last 
year a bill was passed, supposably at the in- 
stigation of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, giving any detendant in court the 
power to summon a struck jury. This a 
defendant can do when be is dissatisfied with 
the regular panel. The so-called ‘‘struck”’ 
jury is to be composed of men selected by the 
Sheriff of the county, and is to be approved by 
the attorneys for the plaintiff as weil as the 
defendant. The defendant always is given the 
special privilege of paying the expenses of this 
jury. At the session ot court held in Mandan 
last August there were four cases against the 
railroad company, in each of which the com- 
pany demanded the summoning of a struck“ 
jury. Their wish was complied witb, and none 
of the cases came toa hearing, but were settled 
out of court. When about two months bad 
passed the struck jurymen began to get 
anxious for their pay. They had attended 
court for from eight to ten days each, and 
were entitled to two dollars each per day. The 
struck men were assured that the money to 
pay them with lay in the local banks. A week 
‘ago about thirty of the jurymen put their cases 
into the hands of a local attorney, who is now 
suing the company for the fees. While the 
case is dragging along the company bas re- 
mitted over $1,000 to the Clerk of the Court 
with which to pay off those jurymen who have 
not commenced suit. 


AN OFFER TO STOCKHOLDERS. 

New York, Nov. 5.— Adrian Islien, who re- 
cently pugchased the property of the Rochester 
& Pittsburg Railroad Company, and who has 
since organized two companies, one in New 
York and one in Pennsylvania, gave notice to 
the Rochester & Pittsburg stockholders who 
shall on or before Nov. 20 deposit their certifi- 
cates of stock with transfer and power of at- 
torney to transfer on the books signed in blank 
with the Union Trust Company of this city 
that he will, upon the organization of the con- 
solidated company, give one share of the com- 
mon stock of the consolidated company for 
every tour sbares of the stock of the Roches- 
ter & Pittsburg Company so deposited. The 
stock of the conso.idated company, it is stated, 
will be $6,000,000 preferred 6 per cent non-cumu- 
lative stock and $6,000,000 common stock.

Rose, and the international 
bridge at Fort Erie, has been awarded the con- 
tract for buiiding the Canadian Pacitic Railway 
Bridge over the St. Lawrence River at Lachine.

CANADIAN EDITORS GREATLY WORKED UP 
OVER THE RIEL MATTER. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 5.—The French ed- 
tors are waxing wroth over the Riel question, 
Mr. Sauvalle of La Patrie having issued a chal- 
lenge to the editor ot La Minerve. For some 
time the former, which is the organ of the ad- 
vanced Liberals, has been warmly champion- 
ing the cause of Riel, while La Minerve, which 
is the Government organ, has accused the ed- 
itors of the Liberal organ, whose proprietor is 
Mr. Beaugrande, Montreal's Mayor, of having 
pocketed part of the funds subscribed for the 


defense of Riel. and now it states that La 
Patrie is using all its power to incite the people 
to rebellion. Mr. Beaugrande and Mr. Sau- 
valle, the chief editor, have considered these 
utterances personal insults, and as a cense- 
quence the Patrie contains the following: 

Today Mr. Gelinas, in La Minerve, accuses Mr. 
Beaugrande and Mr. Sauvalle of fraud, falsehoods, 
and inciting to rebellion. Mr. Beaugrande, whose 
time is all taken up by the duties incumbent to his 
position of Mayor, cannot attend to the editorial- 
ship of the paper, and Mr. Sauvalle takes the re- 
sponsibility of every article which appears in La 
Patrie, Therefore, Mr. Gelinas must be seeking a 
personal quarrel with Mr. Sauvalle. There is no 
objection possible; only let the affaircome off in a 
piace well known to the belligerent parties and it 
is a decided thing. 

Friends of the parties are endeavoring to 
cool the ardor of the bot-headea editors. 

City OF Mexico, Nov. 5.—The Opposition in 
Congress endeavored last night to get through 
a resolution abrogating the famous financial 
decrees of last June, one of which recognized 
the English debt while the other suspended all 
eubsidies. The resolution was defeated by an 
overwhelming vote. 

The resolution accusing ex-President Gonza- 
les of peculation in office, presented by the Op- 
position, has been sent by Congress to the 
grand jury section of that body. The general 
opinion is that no bill will be found against 
him or his Finance Ministers. 

WINNIPEG, Man., Nov. 5.—(Special.]—Gen. 
Sir Frederick Middleton, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Canadian forces, arrived here this morn- 
ing by the Canadian Pacific. He talked as fol- 
lows: The object of my visitis simply to 
inaugurate the infantry school here, which 
we propose to make the most important mili- 
tary school in the Dominien. Yes, I suppose 
there will be a number of new officers ap- 
pointed, but I am not able to say at present 
what appointments will be made, nor am I able 
to indicate what size the school will be.“ 

Do you go to British Columbia in connec- 
tion with an improvement of the defenses 
there?“ 

No; I'm not going now. What with this 
rebellion and other business, my ordinary 
work has been neglected and now I am obliged 
to do this late what should have been done 
months ago. After I get through here, which 
will probably be in two or three days, I am 
going straight to Toronto to inspect C school. 
I bave also some other military inspections to 
make. Uneasy? Bless you, no. The Indians 
are all perfectly quiet in this country, acoord- 
ing to ali reports received thus far. I do not 
anticipate any further trouble from them, and 
we do not intend to increase our force in the 
Territories. I think the force now out there is 
ample for all requirements. Hang Riel? Now 
you are out of my province. I’m no politician 
and know nothing about the intention of the 
Government in the matter at all. Better ask 
Sir John. He knows more about it than I do.“ 

Nuevo LArepo, Mex., Nov. 5.—([Special.]}— 
The latest intelligence received from Busta- 

mente, in the State of Nuevo Leon, which was 
recently the scene of a sanguinary conflict be- 
tween the two opposing political factions, is to 
the effect that the political disturbances have 
been temporarily suppressed by the appear- 
ance of a detachment of troops from Monte- 
rey. The town is now under martial law, witb 
the military in supreme control, and any ebul- 
lition on the part of either of the opposing 
factions will be promptly suppressed and 
the parties summarily dealt with. In the 
affray of last Sunday twelve men were 
killed outright and a large number were 
wounded. It is reported that the political ex- 
citement.at Lampascos and other towns in the 
State is very intense between the opposing 
parties, and is liable to result in hostilities at 
any moment. Much anxiety is felt over the 
State election, which takes place next Sunday, 
on account of the bitter and intense enmity 
existing between the two political parties, 
whicb the slightest provocation would precipi- 
tate into a deadly conflict, resulting in a revo- 
lution which the State authorities, without the 
aid of the National Government, would be 
powerless to suppress. Therefore every pre- 
caution is being taken by the Government to 
promptly suppress all disorders thac may arise 
election-day by the judicious disposition of 
— at all important points throughout the 
tate. 

PANAMA, Oct. 24.—Great improvements are 
being effected in the South American Republic 
of Venezuela. The work of buildmg a break- 
water at the City of La Guayra, on the coast 
of the Caribbean Sea, is to be commenced at 
once. The entire breakwater will cost 840. 
000,000, Blocks of concrete, weighing 500 tons 
each, will be laid in the sea. No money will 
be taken from the public treasury. A London 
company agrees to accept a certain sum per 
package for all merchandise going over the 
breakwater for ninety-nine years.

LAKE MARINE. 


Vesselmen Say the Steamship W. 
T. Graves Will Prove a 
Total Loss. 


Carriers Obtain an Advance on Coal 
and Grain Freightg—En- 
gagements. 


The William Edwards Has a Oostly Ool- 
lision at BuffalomAround the 
Lakes. 


Vessel-masters arriving from the Manitous yes- 
terday said the steamship Graves was a hard-look- 
ing wreck and several ventured the opinion that 
she would never be got afioat. In speaking of the 
wreck Capt. John Prindiville said: “She is in a 
bad place, but unless the wind shifts to the east- 
ward I don’t think there is any particular danger 
of going to pieces, She lies, so far as I can under- 
stand, on the spit that juts out from the southeast 
corner of the North Manitou. This spit is com- 
posed of sand and bowlders and forms the south 
wall of the horseshoe harbor of refuge. I remem- 
ber spending two very dreary days and nights on 
that spit in the tall of 41844. I was 
then a boy on board the old brigantine 
St. Louls. We loaded grain and provisions 
at St. Joseph for Buffalo and went asbore 
at about the same spot where the Graves is now 
stranded, but got off after jettisoning 1,500 bushels 
of grain and 344 barrels of pork. Five years later 
the schr Outward Bound was driven asbore there 
during a biinding snow-storm. She succeeded in 
working herself off and started on her course, but 
it is thought that her bottom was plerced by a 
dowider and she foundered in the straits the fol- 
lowing day. She was discovered in a sinking con- 
dition by the schr Tempest, of which Capt. R. P. 
Fitzgerald, the Milwaukee vessel-agent, was then 
master. The Tempest started to her rescue, but 
got ashore on Sleeping Bear Isiand and came very 
near being lost. The Outward Bound went to the 
bottom and not one of her crew of eleven men es- 
caped.’’ 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 

Grain freights advanced another \{ cent yester- 
day, and were quoted firm at 3K cents for corn and 
3% cents for either wheat or flaxseed to Buffalo. 
Georgian Bay freights were also higher, vessels 
being in good demand at 3 cents for corn to either 
Midland or Collingwood. Six cents was paid on 
corn to Prescott and 2 cents on oats to Port Hu- 
ron. There was an active demand for carrying ca- 
pacity, but spot room continued scarce. A feature 
of the market was the engagement of two Anchor 
Line boats. Very little propeller- room is being 
offered now, as all of the lines are well supplied 
with package freight.

She loads from wagons at the Hotchkiss Ware- 
house. The schr Pewaukee loaded in the same 
way early in the week, and in nearly as good time 
as mude at the elevators. 


A BAD COLLISION AT BUFFALO. 


The stmr William Edwards was last night the 
cause of a bad collision. At 9:30 o'clock, having 
let go of her tow while making the harbor, she 
sheered out of her course and ran into three 
canal boats lying abreast in the Erie basin, just 
around the end of the Lackawanna pier. The 
night was very dark and raining, and 
the boats had no lights up. A squall, a 
short time before, had sent the water up the river, 
and when the Edwards came along there was quite 
an outward current. To clear two vessels lying 
abreast at the old lighthouse pier she was obliged 
to get well over to the northward, and when Capt 
Mallory put his wheel hard over the steamer, for 
some unaccountable reason, did not answer. Be- 
fore he could tell where 
he was the Edwards had struck 
the outside boat. Scottish Chief, a hard 
blow on her starboard bow, cutting her completely 
in two. Three mules in the stable were killed 
outright. The boat was light, and the one man in 
the cabin barely had time to clamber out, so quick- 
lx did she fill with water. The middle boat was 
the Great Wardrobe, a first-class laker, which had 
on 105 tons of coal. After going through the outer 
one the Edwards crashed into the starboard bow 
of this boat, going almost through her. She at 
once filled and sank. The Captain and his wife and 
two children narrowly escaped with their lives. 
Two mules in the stable of the Wardrobe 
were drowned. The J. W. Dean was the 
inside boat. She was also light, but was badly 
jammed against the dock and suffered considerable 
damage. It is estimated that the total damage will 
amount to about $5,000. Capt. Mallory thinks that 
if the boats had shown lights he might have kept 
clear of them.

DULUTH HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Northern Pacific Railroad Company will at 
once begin work on the new pier and warebouses 
to be constructed during the winter at Duluth. 
They will replace the present warehouses and 
docks. The entrance to the slip will be about 120 
feet wide and at the east end of the Northern Pa- 
cific dock, This entrance will give access also to 
the dock which the Duluth Improvement Company 
intends to build im the commerce division. The 
Northern Pacific dock or pier will run parallel with 
the slip, and will de 1,000 feet long and 183 feet 
wide. On this pier will be constructed a ware- 
house for general merchandise and another 
for goods in bond. The warehouses will be 
constructed with great care, and will be 
substantial, permanent structures, capable of con- 
taining an enormous amount of merchandise. The 
location of the present railroad tracks will de 
changed 80 as to run beside the warehouses, 
whence goods can be transferred with the least 
possible labor. The method of transhipment will 
be so complete that merchandise can be conveyed 
by hand-cars’ from railroad or wagon to the steamer 
direct, without entailing a second handling. In 
some respects the new pier will resemble the pres- 
ent public slip, but the approaches, warehouses, 
dock room, and all other matters connected with 
the dock will be on a much larger and more im- 
proved style.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


REPORT ON THE CONDITION OF ILLINOIS AS 
TO PLEURO-PNEUMONIA—LICEN SED COR- 
PORATIONS. 


SPRINGFIELD, Hl., Nov. 5.—|Special.|—The 


following report by Dr. D. E. Salmon. Chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, Washington, 
D. C., relative to the condition of the Siate of 
lilinois witb reference to the existence of 
pleuro-pneumonia, and recommending that 
other States remove all restrictions imposed 
against the admission of Illinois cattle into 
their territory, has just been received by the 
Illinois State Board of Live-Stock Commission- 


ers: 

In accordance with your request I make the fol- 
lowing report in regard to the condition of the herd 
of cattle owned by Mr. John Boyd of Eimhurst, III.: 
Sept. 15, 1885, I visited this herd in company with 
two members of the commission and the State 
Veterinarian. I found five cows which were isolated 
from the remainder of the herd, four of which 
showed more or less signs of having had an affec- 
tion of the lungs. It is my opinion that these 
animals had been affected with pleuro- pneumonia 
in a mild form, and the lungs had nearly recovered 
from the effectsof it. By an examination of the re- 
mainder of the herd a fifth animal was found with 
duliness and decreased respiration over a part of 
the right lung. This animal had also probably been 
affected with the same disease, though she was at no 
time noticed to be sick by the owner. Considering 
the fact that no disease had been observed in this 
herd since October, 1884, and that the signs of re- 
maining lesions in the lungs at the time of exami- 
nation were very marked, that the animals were 
very valuable ones, and could be held in close 
quarantine without injury tothe owaer and with- 
out danger to any other cattle, I unhesitatingly 
recommended that they should be held in quaran- 
tine until eighteen months had elapsed after the 
last case of the disease, and then that they should 
be released as no longer dangerous. Iam sxtisfied 
that this course would thoroughly protect the cat- 
tle of the State from any danger that might exist 
among these cattle. Asarule all danger is over 
after a period of one year after the last case of 
sickness; but a few cases are on record where it 
is believed that animals have retained the infec- 
tion two or three months longer than this, and to 
be perfectly safe I consequently recommended 
quarantine and supervision until a period of eight- 
een months had elapsed. 

At the request of your commission the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture has appointed Dr. A. H. 
Baker of Chicago an Inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry to visit this herd at short inter- 
vals and to see that the quarantine regulations are 
maintained, and to give notice in case of any new 
appearance of the disease. I consider that, so far 
as this herd is concerned, there is, under the pres- 
ent regulations, no danger of other cattle being 
affected, and that other States may safely remove the 
restrictions which they have placed upon cattle coming 
from the State of Illinois. Very respectfully,

Upon this assurance that there is no danger 
to be feared from the importation of Lilinois 
cattle itis probable that Governors of other 
States will remove all restrictions from agaénst 
this State and no longer unnecessarily embar- 
rass the cattle trade.

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PACIFIC COAST WHEAT. 


YIELD IN CALIFORNIA, OREGON, AND 
WASHINGTON FOR 1885—COMPETITION WITH 
[NDIA—POLITICAL GOSSIP. 
PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 25.—[Editor of The 
ne.j—I read frequently in your paper of 
the “ visible wheat supply.“ but I do not think 
that any accurate statement has yet been made 
of the yield of the Pacific coast—that is, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon. and Washington—for 1885. 
All along it has been represented that the 
quantity for export from the Golden State 
would not be less than 26,000,000 bushels, 
nich included a surplus from last year of 10,- 
900,000 busbels. The fact is, an official ao- 
count of stock bas just’ been taken by the 
uce Exchange, which shows there are 
parely 10,000,000 busbe's for export—less than 
paif the amount claimed and less than 25 per 
cent of the surplus in a good season. In ber 
pest years California has raised 45,000,000 bush- 
els, of which 33,000,000 busheis has found 

way to foreign ports. There can bo no 
doubt the failure would show to even a greater 
extent but for the shipments by steamers from 
Portland to San Francisco. The steamship 
line is taking it down for $2.50 per ton, but the 
selling price there bas been a good portion of 
the time 20 cents a cental or nearly $4 per ton 
more there than here. 

If there has been a sbort crop in California 
jt will in no slight measure be made up by the 

unexpected increase in Eastern Oregon and 
Washington. All this wheat, or all but a baga- 
telle, comes to Portland lor shipment. It is 
undoubtediy the most productive, if not tue 
jargest, wheat area in America. Tbere is very 
slovenly farming. This is always the case 
where nature isso kind. Every year more or 
jess farmers do not even sow their fields at all. 
put depend upon a volunteer crop from the 
stubble. This reduces the average. Where 
grain is sown on carefully plowed and bar- 
rowed ground, the yield is avout double what 
the farmer gets in Dakota. It is often forty, 
fifty, sixty, and sometimes seventy busdels to 
the acre. 

Hence it is the farmer can raise this cereal 
cheaper than in any part of the world. I was 
told years ago, when I first came to Wash- 
ington Territory, that a Walla Walla or East- 
ern Uregon farmer's wheat did not cost him to 
exceed 25 cents per bushel—this is the actual 
cost. They are now getting from 52 to 58 cents 
and feel they are growing rien. 

In 1884—that is the season running from July 
1884 to July 1885—there was carried to Portand 
by the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company 
from Eastern Oregon ana Washington 138,000 
tons, or 4,554,000 bushels, and it was the 
greatest amount ever heretofore received from 

that region. This year the amount coming from 
there is astonishing to everybody. First, it 
was estimated there would be ail of 300,000 
tons: tho sanguine man put it at 350,000 tons. 
It is now beieived by the railroad officials there 
will be 500.000 tons, or 16,500,000 bushels. Next 
year it will be a quarter greater. 

I read with care the interesting letter of Mr. 
1. L. Hauser, describing the methods and cost 
of raising wheat in India. But the Punjab,

is not halfour crop. Mr. Hauser quotes Mr. 
C. Canon, Assistant Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India’s Financial Department, as say- 
ing, to leave a profit at all, Indian wheat 
must sellin London for 39s or 40s a quarter 
when prices in India and freights are both 
iow.” Oregon wheat is now seil- 
ing at 36s; India at a lower price—at Mark 
Lane. We are now paying to get the crop 
from Walla Walla about $6 per ton for hauling 
it 250 miles. It cost in 1879, and before Henry 
Viliard built his system of roads bere, and 
when we were at the mercy of that conscience- 
less monopoiy, the Oregon Steam Navigation 
Company, $13 perton, and some years even 
more. It will not be long belore the trans- 
portation will be reduced to two-thirds of the 
present charge, and with cheap freights to 
Europe we can undersell Cawupore, Calcutta, 
or Bombay, and leave our farmers a fair profit 
on their investment. 

Oregon is now represented by but one Sena- 
tor in Congress. With a Republican majority 
of twelve in the late Legislature it was found 
Impossible to agree upon 4 man. Soloman 
Hirsch, a State Senator, got the most votes, 
but he lacked 9 votes of succeeding. The Hon. 
George H. Wiiliams will be voted for and will 
be a strong man before the Legisiature. The 
Hon. John H. Mitchell will also be voted for, 
and a great many men would like to see him 
once more in the Senate. It is understood 
that Mr. Henry Failing dechnes to allow his 
name to be mentioned. He would bring to the 
piace a high standard of political aud business 
morality. With no experience in politics 
ne bas had large experience in contact with 
men, and it is to his credit to say that all men 
believe him to bea thorouably upright man— 
aman who would rather be right than be 
President.” Any-one of these three may be 
chosen. They are all in different ways men of 
ability and capabie of serving Oregon ina 
creditable manner in the high and responsible 
position of Senator of the United States. Jt is 
not pretended there are not other men fit 
to do the State some service; but while this is 
so it would be amusing, if it were not some- 
thing worse, to see the score of little lightning- 
rods stuck up all over the Commonwealth in 
the bope of attracting Senatorial electricity. 
And they are not such fools after all. For 
has it not succeeded too often in the past? The 
Legisiature meets in November, when we shall 
see what we shall see. ROMOLO. 


ARIZONA TERRITORY, 


ITS GOVERNOR GIVES SOME FACTS REGARD- 
ING IT—A WORD IN REFERENCE TO THE 
INDIANS THERE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—The Governor 
of Arwona, in his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, begins with a reference to 
the late disastrous Apache outbreak. The 
progress of the Territory has, nevertheless, 
been a source of gratification. The estimated 
value of the metals exported by the express 
companies during the yqar ending Dec. 31, 
1884, was: Silver and gold, $7,056,879; copper, 
$2,750,000. The yield of this year, it is be- 
lieved, will fully equal that of last. Cat- 
tle-raising is assuming an importance second 
only to mining among the industries of the Ter- 
ritory, and it is estimated that there were 431,479 
head of cattle in the Territory at the close of 
last year. It is believed that there bas been a 
large increase this year. Au appropriation for 
sinking artesian wells is recommended witb a 
view to the reclamation of sterile lands, the 
reservoirs to be placed in positions to be de- 
termined by a hydograpbic survey.

In answer to such expres- 
sions the physician says that Mrs. Good will 
not have any trace of her terrible experience 
except a scar, and that Lillian, if affected at 
all, may be deaf in one ear.

As the injured officer 
was unable to appear, the case went over for 
ten days, bonds being set at $1,000. The Lieu- 
tenant’s injury is rather paintul than severe, 
and he will probably be on duty again ip less 
than a week. 


THOSE EVANSTON TOUGHS. 

Michael Cull and Walter Cunningham, the 
men accused of raising a riot on board a train 
on the Northwestern Railroad a week ago iast 
Sunday, knocking down several of the passen- 
gers and causing others to leave the train in 
fear, were before Justice Woodman yesterday. 
James Murtha, another of the rioters who was 
arrested and released on bail, did not appear 
for hearing and his bond was forfeited. The 
gang boardea the train at Rosebill and 
proceeded to assault passengers and 
run things generally to suit themselves. 
A dozen witnesses who were passengers on the 
train testified to rough treatment. The 
Justice committed Cull in bonds of $500 and 
discharged Cunningham. One of the sureties 
for Murtha was P. C. Feeney, a West Side at- 
torney whose office is popularly supposed to be 
in his bat. This person made an attempt after 
court adjourned to have the forfeited bond of 
Murtha beid over for a week, as he was sure 
the dacint young mon wouldn't play sich a 
trick on a friend and lave him to pay fur the 
bond.”” He was given the time asked for. 

ABDUCTING A CHILD. 

Pinkie Evans, the 6-year-old maiden who was 
decoyed from her home last Saturday, told 
Justice Meech the story of her wanderings. 
She is a pretty, curly-headed tot, with big eyes 
and avery wise air. I wath by the wake,“ 
she said, *‘ an’ this man asked me to go widin’ 
with him. An' we wode an’ wode. An’ we went 
froo under the wiver, an' we went to a candy 
store, an’ we went to a store where the man 
thtaid for a long time. Then he wanted me to 
wive with im. Ithaid no, but he took me 
to a house where the wady sent us way. Tho 
we went home—thath all. The prisoner gave 
his name as Thomas Smith. Afterwards he 
denied this and said that bis name was Thomas 
Naughton, and that his parents were well-to-do 
farmers in New York State. He pleaded guilty 
to abduction, but denied any assault. He was 
held to the Criminal Court in $4,000 bonds.

THE REVENUE COMMISSION. 
WHY THE EXISTING LAW HAS LOST ITS FORCE 
—CHANGES SUGGESTED. 

At the session of the State Revenue Commis- 
sion yesterday Mr. G. F. Bissell, on behalf of 
the fire underwriters, read an address, which 
was received ana will be spread on the records 
of the commission. The address claims that 
the existma Revenue law of the State has be- 
come absolutely ineffective, chiefly on account 
of the neglect of the Supreme Court to report 
annually to the Executive and Legislature on 
the necessary legisiation to carry into effect an 
equitable and just system of taxation, and, 
secondly,on account of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court that 33% per cent is the 
fair cash value of property, based 
on, the purchasing power of the 
gold dollar as our currency unit. This 
decision had the effect that thé railway, bank- 
ing, and moneyed and commercial interests in 
general were to an unjust and exceedingly 
| large extent relieved of the burdens of taxa- 

tion while the agriculturai and manufacturing 
interests and the realty were heavily op- 
pressed. It recommended a revenue law 
based on license and income, which would re- 
lieve the people and their suffering industries 
and be more nearly justthan any other. No 
system of taxation was just that was not 
based on the earnings of every description of 
business. The address advised imitation of 
the system of taxation in Pennsylvania, where 
the revenue was raised chiefly from licenses 
and taxes for franchises. 

Some minor and merely technical alterations 
were made in Secs. 129 to 131 to make them 
agree with the changes made before. 

Secs. 132 and 137, reterring to Collectors’ 
warrants and distress for personal property 
tax, were consolidated into one section, but no 
materia! change was made in their provisions, 

Sec. 144 was altered so as to make the Coun- 
ty Treasurer in all counties ex-officio County 
Collector. Under the old section they were 
Collectors only in counties under township or- 
ganization, the Sheriff being the Collector in 
other counties. The object of the change is to 
prevent the reélection of a County Collector. 

Secs. 156, 158, ana 160 were changed by in- 
serting the words personal property.“ so as 
to prevent any distraint on personal property 
for non-payment of taxes on real estate and 
contine it to taxes on persona! property. 

Mr. Burchard suggested a rebate for prom 
payment of taxes on real property, and called 


attention to the prompt collection of taxes in 
Missouri and Wisconsin, which was owing to 


the introduction of such an inducement for 
prompt payment. No recommendations were 
made on his suggestion. 

Mr. Hay moved to strike out the first two- 
thirds of Sec. 162, on the payment of taxes on 
parts of tracts of land, which authorizes the 
Collector to receive taxes for any piece or par- 
cel of any tract or lot when a particular speoi- 
fication of the part is furnjshed, letting stand 
only the provision allowing payment of taxes 
on an undivided share of real estate. The 
Committee of the Whole rose before a vote was 
taken on the mouon. 


SWEDENBORG. . 
FOLLOWERS OF THE GREAT PHILOSOPHER IN 
SESSION IN THE CITY. 

The annual convention of the Illinois Sweden- 
borgians began yesterday morning in the New 
Jerusalem Church on Van Buren street, east of 
Wabash avenue. The ministers of the associa- 
uon were nearly all present, among them de- 
ing the Rev. Frank Sewell, President of the 
Urbana University at Urbana, O.; the Rev. 8. 
C. Eby of St. Louis; the Rev. H. H. Grant of 
La Porte, Ind.; also the Kevs. L. P. Mercer and 
E. C. Bostock of Chicago. J. Young Scammon 
was also in attendance. The morning session 
was short but interesting. The Rev. L. P. 
Mercer presided and led in devotional exer- 
cises. President Seweil read a paper which 
was an argument for revelation in the writings 
of Swedenborg, drawn from a comparison of 
his theological with his philosophical works. 

In the afternoon the Rev. Dr. Sewell read a 
communication from Dr. John Goddard of Cin- 
cinnati, O., concerning the formauon of read- 
ing circles in Onio similar to those now pre- 
Vailing in Illinois and Michigan, and with a 
view to bringing about a better method of co- 

operation between them. The Rev. Ur. Mer 
cer commented upon the letter, and thought 
its suggestions eminently practical. The pro- 
vailing Sunday-school methods be character- 
ized as foolish. He said that the last genera- 
tion had studied, and examined, and dissected 
the theology ot Swedenborg, clause by clause, 
and it was astonishing how much the Bibie 
was neglected by the present generation. 

J. V. Scammon took up the discussion and 
spoke at length. He said that he had been 
reading Swedenborg for fifty years, and that 
any one who pretended to read these immortal 
writings with a view to mastering them read to 
little purpose. 

The Rev. P. B. Cabéll ot Cleveland, O., was 
expected to be present ana read a paper, but 
was detained, and his place will be supplied by 
the Rev. S. C. Eby of St. Louis this morning. 
In the absence of this feature of the after- 
noon’s program the Rev. Sewell presented for 
discussion the foliowmg theme: “Ought 
preaching to be from the ietter of the Word or 
not?” Said he: Those see the true doctrine 
who are in enlightenment from the Lord,” and 
the question resolves into.

MULKOWSKI. 
HIS TRIAL ON THE CHARGE OF MURDERING MRS. 
KLEDZIEK NOW IN PROGRESS. 

The trial of Frank Mulkowski for the alleged 
murder of Mrs. Agnes Kledziek of No. 186 
Southport avenue was resumed before Judge 
Shepard yesterday morning. The forenvon 
session and the afternoon up to 3:30 o’clock 
were spent in examining jurors, four being re- 
quired to complete the jury. The following 
jury was accepted to try the case: H. F. Wooley, 
No. 379 Dayton street; John Dawson, No. 732 
Sedgwick street; E. B. Switzer, No. 118 South 
Sangamon street; F. P. Roach, No. 320 Webster 
avenue; William Fitzgerald, No. 2537 South 
Halsted street; E. Holden, No. 55 North Curtis 
street; Charles Parker, No. 464 Clybourn ave- 
nue; O. Ross, No. 182 North Peoria street; W. 
A. Collins, No. 904 West Lake street; W. J. 
Reynolds, No. 18 East Harrison street; W. P. 
Wing. No. 935 West Madison street; and H. V. 
Affeid, No. 157 Rumeey street. 

Two panels of fifty-six men eaeh and part of 
a third were exhausted in selecting this jury. 
Mr. Byam, counsel for the atcused, was very 
particular yesterday to reject all jurors who 
favored the hanging penalty in preference to 
life imprisonment. 

Joseph Kiedziek, the husband who was made 
a widower by the murder, was the only wit- 
ness who testified, and he had not finished tell- 
ing the story of the inhuman crime when 
court adjourned. He said through an inter- 
preter that the prisoner, Mulkowski, who was 
on terms of intimacy with his (Kledziek’s) 
stepmother, came to his home and introduced 
bimseif as Frank Nawrotski on the strength of 
bis acquaintance with the father and mother 
— the witness in Poland.

The day of the 
murder the witness worked at his usual tasks 
in a rea factory and came home in the even- 
ing with tin dinner-pall in his hand. He 
knocked, but received no answer. Thinking 
that bis wife had gone to the grocery, where 
she usually did her marketing, be procured an 
ingeniously-constructed piece of wire which 
he had previously made and with it turned the 
kitchen-door lock and went in. Setting his 
dinner-pail on the table and hanging up his 
coat he washed his hands, thinking, as he did 
80, that something very unusual must have hap- 
pened to his wife, as she bad never absented her- 
self from the house at his arriving time before. 
Then he went into her bedroom, off the kitchen, 
ana found ter lying in blood, with ber biack 
crape neckclothb tied over some ugly wounds in 
ber head and under ber chin. 

The witness was cut off at this point of bis 
narration by the adjourning of court. The 
trial attracted to court a great many people, 
but all the would-be spectators who came after 
the seats were comfortubly filled were refused 
admittance. Even then the air in. the court- 
room was thick and unwholesome. The pris- 
oner, it is said, does not understand the En- 
glish language, but he seems to keep posted 
on the trend of the trial and pays close at- 
tention to every syllable uttered by court or 
counsel. Mr. Kledzieck’s testimony being given 
in the Polish language, of course was per- 
fectly comprehended by him, and the interest 
he took showed that he was alive to the con- 
sequences which the accusation against him 
involved, 


HILL’S BOXMAEERS. 
THE TROUBLE ABOUT AT AN END—WHY THE 
MEN ARE OUT. 

The strike of the boxmakers employed at 
W. J. Hill’s box-factory at No. 371 Sedgwick 
street is practically at an end, and in all proba- 
bility the majority of the striking employés 
will resume work this morning. Mr. Hill in- 
timated to a committee of the Knights of La- 
bor that called on him yesterday morning that, 
while he would discharge no non-union men 
whom he wished to keep, yet he was perfectly 
willing to take back all the strikers who wished 
to return, with the exception of one or two 


ringleaders. The men, however, would have 
to agree to his conditions, and the Knights of 
Labor would have to make a definit agreement 
that there would be no more strikes. 

The men who hung in small knots around 
the factory all day and chalienged every one 
who seemed to be going in the direction of the 
shop claim that Mr. Hill has not kept faith with 
them. When they told bim last Saturday tnat 
they intended to make it a union shop they de- 
clare that he expressed bis entire approval of 
the arrangement, and even offered to pay the 
fees of at least one ot the two non-unionists if 
he would join the union. For this man, who is 
some sort of a distant relative of Mr. Hill, the 
men have a deep-rooted dislike, and it appears 
to be on his account more than anything else 
that they went out on a strike. It is under 
stood that the Knights of Labor think the ac- 
tion of the men in striking witbout consulting 
the society ill-advised, but the matter will be 
dealt with at their meeting tonight. 

Our men are all solidly organized, and we 
have got to organize on our part. said Louis 
Hutt at a meeting of the box manufacturers 
last night at the Sherman, at which fifteen of 
the seventeen box manufacturers of the city 
were present. The associauon was organized 
witb the following officers: President, Henry 
Stephens; Vice-President, Rathborne; Secre- 
tary, James G, Goodwillie; Treasurer, H.

HE HAS FITS, * 
WHICH ALWAYS HAPPEN AT THE MOST EFFECT- 
IVE MOMENT. 

Fred Bishop, a young man with light hair, 
was indicted by the October grand jury for 
the larceny of a horse, buggy, and harness 
from Charles G. Sherman & Co., liverymen. He 
pleaded guilty before Judge Shepard in Octo- 
ber, and the court explained to the prisoner 
that the consequences of that plea were that 
he must go tothe penitentiary for not less 
than three years nor more thantwenty. Im- 
mediately on hearing this the prisoner fell to 
the floor in a fit and had to be carried from the 
court-room to the jail. 

Yesterday he was tried before Judge 
Williamson for the same offense, this time 
pleading not guilty and getting ajury. It was 
testified that Aefendant came to Charles G. Sher- 
man & Co.’s stables June 27 and hired a rig, 
saying he wante@ it only from 12 m. to 1 p. m. 
to take his wife out riding. The rig was not 
returned, and Aug. 24 Bishop was arrested in 
the act of offering to trade that horse for an- 
other belonging to Steven Shelienberg. Dr. 
Clevenger testified that the [detendant, as an 
epileptic, was subject to insane spells, and that 
his memory was liable to be very poor, which 
explained the horse-trade. Dr. Bluthardut tes- 
tified to the previous fit in Judge Shepard's 
court, saying that it was not due to epilepsy, 
that this man did not foam at the mouth, as is 
usuai in such cases, and that hiseyes were 
clear at the time. Walter N. Seth, an attor- 
ney. said that the prisoner did froth and bieed 
from his mouth in Judge Sbhepard's court while 
lying on the floor, and showed ail the symp- 
toms of a man in a bad fit. 

While Prosecutor Frank Walker was arguing 
the case yesterday aiternoon the prisoner fell 
Ort of his chair in a fit, and was carried into 
the jall. This fit lasted only a few minutes, 
but the prisoner seemed to be in agony. He 
has been in jail about two months, but has not 
had a fit while there. When he was first 
brought to the jail his wife came with him and 
while be was on the scales getting weighed she 
fell on the floor ina fainting fit.

ance of this the speaker approved of the es- 
tablishment of a permanent bureau at Wash- 
ington. 

President Utiey arrived at this point and as- 
sumed tne chair. 

At the suggestion of Prof. Dement, President 
Utley stated what he conceived to be the object 
of the mee.ting—to determine what action was 
to be taken for presenting the measure to 
Congress and to hear reports from those who 
have acted since the last meeting. Further dis- 
cussion ensued on the proposed change of 
name, Murry Nelsonand Congressman Murphy 
making several suggestions. Then Mr. Bross 
moved that the name be changed to Lake 
Michigan and Mississippi River Canal Commis- 
sion.“ The motion prevailed without dissent. 

A delegation from the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri Valiey Trade Association was present at 
the opening of the afternoon session, on in- 
vitation conveyed earlier in the day. 

At the request of the chair Mr. Murphy ad- 
dressed the commission and its guests. He 
said that be believed the two bodies represent- 
ed were brought together for the same ob- 
ject—the securing of cheaper transporta- 
tion out of Chicago, which could 
be secured only by a waterway. 

A member of the Trade Association inquired 
if the proposed Hennepin Canal would benefit 
sbippers in the Missouri Valley. 

The speaker saw no reason why it would not. 

President Utley believed that wheat could be 
carried from St. Paul to Chicago for one-halt 
of the lowest current rate by rail. 

Congressman Plumb recounted the result of 
Jay Gould’s experiment with grain-barges on 
the Mississippi from St. Louis to New Orleans, 
which failed utterly, because it be 
came apparent that the trade of the West 
refused to move to the ocean by a north-and- 
south line. That trade, it appeared, would 
never move otherwise than in isothermal lines, 
east and west. ence the need of the Henne- 
pin Canal, which connected the two great sys- 
tems of waterways—the lakes and the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Valieys. 

President Utley expressed the belief that the 
annual saving dy the building of the canal 
— be three times the cost of the canal it- 
self, 

Mr. J. N. Nave of McCord, Nave & Co., Kan- 
sas City, Chairman of the Trade Association, 
responded to a call by assuring the commission 
of the sympathy of the merchants out West 
with avy movement looking to the cheapening 
of the transportation of such articles as they 
were compelled to purchase in the East. 

The delegation then retired and the commis- 
sion listened to the report of the Committee on 
Membership and Officers, which recommends 
that all the men now on the commission be re- 
tained excepting the Hon. William Reddick, 
deceased, and Mr. T. D, Catlin of Ottawa, and 
recommended the addition of the following:

CATHOLIC LIBERTY. 
FATHER M LAUGHLIN ARGUES THAT THE CATH- 
OLIC ALONE IS FREE. 

The Rev. Father J. A. McLaughlin, C. S. S. 
R., of St. Louis, Mo., lectured last night at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, on 
North Franklin street, near Schiller. Do 
Catholics Enjoy Liberty?“ was the theme of 
the eloquent Catholic divine. A very large 
crowd was present, 

Father McLaughlin said true liberty consists 
in depending upon and obeying lawful autbor- 
ity. To obey unlawful authority is slavery. 
In whatever we do we obey either the author- 
ity of reason, passion, our fellow-man, or of 
God. Which of these is the lawful authority? 
The lawful one is the one which teaches 
truth and inspires virtue. Human reason 
does not teach truth or inspire virtue. 
Do our passions teach us truth and inspire us 
with virtue? Emphatically, no. Does the au- 
thority of our fellow-man always teach truth 
and inspire virtue? Certainly pot; but man as 
the representative of the higher God does give 
the authority which is lawful.. Human laws 
must be obeyed, but man, as man, is not a law- 
ful authority. God must be the authority to 
which we must submit. But how are we to 
find out God’s truth? God spoke in the be- 
ginning through his prophets, and now he 
speaks through the Catholic Caurch. It is the 
authority that Christ mself sanctioned. It 
is blasphemy and a denial of Christ's divinity 
itself to say that the Catholic Church was once 
the true one but is so no longer. If the 
Catholic Church failed in the sixteenth cent- 
ury at the time of the Reformation, then 
Christ spoke a lie, and the gates of Hell did 
prevail ugainst it. If this is not the true 
church we have no God at all. It is here we 
find true law. Do, then, Catholics enjoy liber- 
ty? The Catholic alone is free, though his 
hands and feet are bound with chains. The 
true Catholic is always free, and only the 
obedient child of the Catholic Church is truly 
Tree.

THE “MAIL” 
FILING A CREDITOR’S BILL—JOHN J. CCORRAR 
A ©O-DEFENDANT. 

The Mai Publishing Company still attracts 
hungry creditors. W. H. Parsons & Co. yester- 
day brought suit against it for $2,000 upon a 
contract, and a creditor’s bill was flied by 
Bradner Smith & Co. to collect the amount ofa 
judgment for $1,437 recovered in August 
against the corporation. John J. Curran and 
the Hatton-Snowden Company are made co- 
defendants in the bill, which is brought in »e- 
half of such other creditors as may choose to 
join in the suit. 

Mr. Curran denies that he has or ever had 
any interest in the Mail. He owned eleven 
shares in its predecessor, the Press, for which 
he paid $1,100, and four more shares were giv- 
en to him—and the generous donor borrowed 
a sum ot money from him on the strength of 
the gift. All bis stock was paid up, and when 
the Mail succeeded the Press in April, 1884, he 
took no interest in the new company. He 
presumes that he bas been made a defendant 
in the creditor's bili to make bim tell what in- 
terest he has in the defunct company—a die- 
closure which he professes the utmost willing- 
ness to make. 


THE CATTLE INTERESTS. 
SUBJECTS TO BE CONSIDERED AT THE COMING 
CON VENTION. 


At the convention of the National Cattle- 
Growers’ Association of America, which will

THE LAND OF PROMISE. 


THIS IS ALASKA—NOT S0 BAD AS REPRE- 
SENTED—THE GOLD MINES THE RICHEST 
IN THIS COUNTR®. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—Gov. A. P. 
Swineford of Alaska has made his first annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior. He ar- 
rived at Sitka Sept. 15. Noneof the appropri- 
ations made for the support of the civil Gov- 
ernment or for specific purposes appear to 
have reached the bands of the ex-officio Treas- 
urer; consequently he has no record of the 
disbursements, all of which, with a few excep- 
tions, the Governor says, were made by the 
Collector of Customs. Au increased appropri- 
ation for schools is asked. The children are 
said to manifest more than the average apti- 
tude in study, and the natives are 
especially anxious for the establishment 
schools. Reference is made 


Agent of the Schools and the people of Sitka. 
The former is exceedingly unpopular with the 
people, whose codperation is essential to the 


success of the schools. The population of 


Southeastern Alaska is: White 1,900 and na- 
tives 7,000. The native Alaskans are said to 
be educated to some extent in the elementary 
branches. They are not Indians, and differ iu 
appearance, habit, language, and other re- 
spects from the Indians of the United States. 
The Governor severely arraigns those Govern- 
mént agents who have represented the coun- 
try as inclement to a degree that 
precludes the cultivation of crops or 
the keeping of domestic animals. Nowhere 
has be seen a more luxuriant vegetation than 
in Southeastern Alaska. The hardier vegeta- 
bles all grow to maturity and to enormous size 
and the cattle are sleek and in the best possible 
condition. The goid-mines, on Douglass Island. 
opposit Juneau, are in full operation. Thede- 
posit is represented to be truly phenomenal, 
and the Governor says the mines promise to 
figure more largely in the mining history of the 
world than any other on record. Tho curing 
and canning of cod and salmon have assumed 
large proportions, although the business has 
not yet been largely remunerative by reason 


‘of the sharp competition of the Columbia River 


fisheries. The Indian police system is highly 
commended. Attention is also directed to the 
needs of the Territory in the matter of mail 
facilities. The law prohibiting the liquor traf- 
fic is said to have been disregarded. Defects 
in the laws governing the Territorial organiza- 
tion are discussed at length.

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THE MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were fairly active 
yesterday, and generally stronger, without much 
reference to news from the East or from Europe. 
‘The weather in the West was wet, and our receipts 
of produce light, especially in grain. A part of the 
falling-off was, however, understood to be on ac- 
count of the free movementof grain around us on 
cheaper rates than can be obtained by shippers 
from Chicago. There is at present a standing dis- 
crimination against us of 8@5c per 100 pounds on 
shipments from Kansas and Nebraska to the sea- 
board. 

Provisions were more active, and stronger, 
though the hog market was quoted easy. There 
was no large buying, but a good many orders from 
outside to buy, mostly for pork, and cash holders 
also noteda better demand for shipment. The 
nearer deliveries of pork were the strongest, with 
practically none offered. The better speculative 
inquiry was understood to be mostly predicated on 
the belief that the receipts of hogs this month will 
not exceed 800,000 head, instead of the 1.000. 000 
promised a short time ago, and that the market for 
product has been sold down lower than the facts 
in the case warrant; the prospect for $3.00 
hogs becoming “small by degrees and 
beautifully less.”’ Some of the pack- 
ers were, however, rather free sellers at the 
improvement. It was remarked that usually at 
this time of the year we have a good demand for 
green meats to go to Cincinnati, but now our mar- 
ket is slightly above that, which shuts of demand 
from that quarter. In the afternoon the wheat 
men came into the market as buyers. Pork sold 
up 250, to $¥.40 for January, and receded to $9. 30, 
closing at $9.32% did, with November at 95c dis- 
count, December at 90c discount, and February at 
10c premium. March sold at $9.45 and May at $9.65 
@9.77%%. Lard sold 10c higher, at $6.073}¢ for Jan- 
vary, and closed at $6.05 bid, with November at 100 
discount, December at 50 discount, and February 
at 7e premium. Ribs sold ic higher, at 
A. Tau for January, and ciosed at $4.70 bid, 
with February at e premium, and little 
doing in other futures. Cash sales were re- 
ported of 350 tes lard at $5.95; 50,000 Ibs short ribs 
at $4.80 loose; 25,000 Ips green shoulders, at 3}e 
loose; 150.000 Ibs green hams (16 Ibs) at 65¢c cash 
and 6%{c for December; and 250 tes sweet-pickled 
hams, same average, at 7e for January. 

Flour was quiet with no reported change in 
prices. The trading was only local. The sales 
noted were restricted to 400 bris and 400 sacks, 


equal to a total of 680 bDris, at $4.85 for winters and | 


$2.35 for low grades. 
Wheat was moderately active and really very 


firm, considering the bearish character of the 
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news from all sources. The British markets were 
called easier, with private cables quoting a very 
aul! and saying that foreign operators in 
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litieal news from the Old World. Our receipts 
were small, but the movement of wheat in the 
Northwest was said to be on the increase, with a 
light shipping demand at all points. Probabiy 


our market was sustained by fears that the bel- 


lixerent attitude of the minor Powers of Eastern 
Europe would not be witnessed if they were not 
backed up dy some of the larger Governments. 
It is possible, too, that some such idea pre- 
vailed abroad, in spite of assertions to the 
contrary, as one of our foreign houses was filling 
in a large line, supposed to be covering shorts for 
‘clients on the other side of the Atlantic. Hutchin- 
son sold a large lot on the first bulge, but took part 
of it back at an advance, and thefe seemed to be 
no better understanding of the situation by others. 
Later he was the chief support of the market, tak- 
ing all offered at about 88i4¢c. Most of the wheat 
sold during the day seemed to be against privileges. 
December sold up Ic, barely touching 89c, re- 
ceded to 8860. improved to 88e, fell back to 8836. 
rose to 88%c, and closed at 88 ½60 bid, with Novem- 
ber at Idle discount, January at $c premium, 
and May at Me premium. Cash sales of spring in 
store were made at 8644@S86%ec for No. 2 and at 78e 
for No. 3 outside of the Central and Indiana ele- 
vators. Free on board lots sold at 75@8ic for No. 
3 and 63@68c for No.4. Total cash sales about 
30,000 bu. 

Red winter wheat in store wes entirely nominal 
at 90% for No. 2 and 78\c tor No. 3. A total ot 9 
cars sold by sample tree on board at $2@93c for 
No. 2 and Sastre for No. 3. 

Corn was active and firmer, the greatest strength 
being exhibited in futures, chiefly the year, and 
secondly in May. Our receipts were very light, 
and the weather too wet to give hope of much No. 
2 coming in soon, as the oid corn is understood to 
be about 1 used up. But Liverpool was caiied 
d per cental lower, and the shipping demand was 
only fair in proportion to the small volume of 
Offerings. Probably this encouraged the free sell - 
ing of November by Lyon and Rumsey to all who 
would take it at (elite, and the market fell back 
to 408%, closing at Ne asked. which was the 
latest price of Wednesday. The year sold up 
to gc. being an advance of Ic, and closed 
at 38%c asked, being within ge of the price 
for May, while the difference was over le eariy in 
the week. The change was due to fears by the 
year shorts that No. 2 corn will be a scarce article 
towards the close of December, as the new corn 
Coming in now is generally too wet for shipment, 
and will require a great deal of Curing to make it 
grade No. 2. Cash lots in store sold at 42% @4%e for 
No. 2 yellow. (Idee for No. 2, with 41%c for No. 
8 yellow, and 40 Gone for No. 3. Free on board 
lous sold at 43i¢c for No. 2 yellow, 4244@4z%{ec for 
No. 3 yellow, 414%@424e for No. 3, with Nel ic 
for old No. 4 and satte lor new do.

Oats were very firm, May closing Me higher, The 
trading was very light and contined almvust to that 
delivery. November was gaiabie at 16e. De- 
cember sold at Me and May at 404@3040, closing 
at 30 le. Thein-store market was neglected, with 
No. 2 quotably 264@26kc. The sample market 
was 4@lc higher, except for low grades, owing tv 
small offerings and higher seaboard markets. 
Everything was cleaved up early. The sales were 
at 20i¢c fur no grade, 254¢@27 ec for No. 3, Nase 
for No. 8 white, 274% @28%e for No. 2. 3i@32e for 
No. 2 white. Total equal to about 120,000 bu. 

Rye was firmer. Futures were inactive, dot quo- 
tabiy about Me higher.

The wet weather checked trading on the street 
markets, causing extreme dullness to prevail, es- 
pecially In regard to the leading products. There 
was, however, a good demand for game and poul- 
try, although continued large receipts caused a 
decline of Male for bens and chickens. Eggs 
were unchanged. Potatoes were firmer, choice 
Burbanks advancing 3c. Butter was, to use a 
phrase of the market, sick.“ The supply was 
ample, but there was scarcely any demand, Hay 
was very steady, and there was nothing new to 
note in the cheese and grocery markets. 

The dry-goods market ruled quiet, a marked ab- 
sence of buyersin person being noted, but there 
was no apparent falling of in the order demand. A 
good feeling continues to prevail with reference to 
the near future, and a rush of business is expected 
before the holidays. Snow and ice are all that are 
wanted to create a better movement of seasonable 
goods. All branches of trade arg reported to be in 
a satisfactory condition, and there is little fear of 
the cry of overprodaction being repeated at the 
close of the present year. 

Western corn is being offered on the seaboard at 
much lower prices than it would cost if bought in 
Chicago. The reason is not far to seek. Shippers 
in Kansas and Nebraska are forwarding it through 
Chicago at 5c per 100 ibs less than is charged by 
the same lines for bringing it bere and then send- 
ing it Bast on a second consignment. A grain- 
dealer on Change remarked yesterday that the 
West is overrun by corn-buyers from New York, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore. especially the latter. 
offering to buy at prices which cannot be paid by 
men who want the corn to ship to Chicago. Here 
is matter for the Committee on Freight Discrim- 
ina tions to look after and remedy if possible. 

The attitudes of some of our commission men 
suggest the lament of Enoch Arden, “A sbip- 
wrecked sailor, waiting for a sail. Nosail from 
day to day.“ Some of them might, perhaps, giean 
a little comfort from the refiection that “They 
also serve who only stand and walt.“ 

A wember of the Board of Trade is preparing for 
a hard winter. He hus two sets of storm windows. 
One of them was bought by bis wife and the other 
by himself, unbeknowust to her.“ 

The receipts of wheat at Minneapolis during last 
month aggregated over half as muchas the re- 
ceipts of St. Louis for the whole of last year, and 
pearly half as much as those of Milwaukee for the 
whole of 1884. The shipments of Minneapolis for 
this year promise to exceed those of 1884 by about 
1.000. 00 bu. Surely the objections urged by some 
people against the including of Minneapolis in the 
visible supply statement are rapidly passing away. 

Duluth was dull on wheat yesterday. Minneap- 
olis reported no change in prices, but suid that ro- 
ceipts are increasing, though many bad expected 
the contrary. New York said that exporters there 
were pot anxious, and that their correspondents 
in England pay no attention to war news. In fact, 
the chief gleam of comfort for the balls lay couched 
in the statement that Beerbohm had overstated by 
100,000 quarters the quantity ot wheat on ocean 


passage. This news came to one house, and some 


of the others did not believe it, ting the asser- 
tion as if they thought it to be “a Weak invention 
of the enemy.”

INDIANA—AN ATTEMPT TO POISON 
AND HOGS—YOUNG *HOODLUMS” 
RESTED. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Nov. 5.—([Special.]—The 
diabolical attempt to poison all the cattle in the 
neighborhood of Bicknell, Vigo Township, this 
county, has created much consternation among 
the farmers of that neighborhood, and the de- 
velopments indicate that the most unheard-of 
plot was concocted to bring ruin and possibly 
death at the doors of many good. citizens. 
The facts are as follows: About Sept. 26, 
while Mr. and Mrs. Mason were hunting grapes 
in their wood-pasture, they discovered two 
small envelopes containing poison—one cop- 
taining arsenic and the other etrycbnine. Near 
by was placed some salt, in several convenient 
places, so the stock could get at it, and 
had it not been for the timely discovery a great 
deal of harm might have been done. Mr. Ma- 
son gathered up some of the sult and had it an- 
alyzed by C. 8. Miller, a prominent Vincennes 
chemist, who pronounced it poisoned. Anony- 
mous letters have been found in Mr. Mason's 
yard. The unknown fiend has already caused 
the death of several cattle, while at the same 
time bogs and sheep in that neighborhood have 
been mysteriously shot and killed during the 
night-time. A committee has been secretly 
formed to investigate the matter to the bottom.

NOAH PORTER, D. D., LL.D, 


THE LEARNED GENTLEMAN WHO HAS JUST 
RESIGNED THE PRESIDENCY OF YALE COL- 
LEGE, 


eae 
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Noah Porter has resigned the Presidency of 
Yale College. The reason for this very prob- 
ably is because his colleagues consider him as 
too conservative. He has ever insisted on the 
dead languages being part of the curriculum 
of the college, whilst the majority of the faculty 
bave contended that they should be elective 
studies. The fight has been along one, and 
slowly one point after another has been gained 
by the progressive party. The Latin and 
Greek curriculum gave place to the study of 
those two studies durm the first two years 
only. the elective system receiving a chance to 
prove its merits during the final two years. 
An enlargement of the elective system was 
the next step ahead. The last and longest step 
of all was the decrease in the number of an- 

ages necessary for admission and 
the substitution of an equivalent knowledge of 
modern tongues. Noah Porter, D. D., LL.D., 
was born at Farmington, Conn., Dec. 14. 1811. 
He was educated at Tale, and received the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1831. He taught 
school at New Haven from 1831 till 1833. and 
was a tutor at Lale from 1833 to 1835, studying 
theology at the sametime. In 1836 he was or- 
dained pastor of the Congregational Church at 
New Milford, Conn., and in 1843 was settled at 
Springfield, Mass. He returued to Yale as 
Professor of Metaphysics and Moral Philosophy 
in 1846, and on the resignation of Dr. Woolsey 
in 1871 was elected President of the college. 
He is the author of “ Historical Discourses,” 
“The Educational Systems of the Puritans and 
Jesuits Compared.“ The Human Intellect,” 
Books and Reading,” American Colleges 
and the American Public,” ** Elements of In- 
tellectual Philosophy,“ and “The Science of 
Nature versus the Science of Man.“ Dr. Porter 
bas been the principal editor of the latest re- 
vised editions of Webster's Dictionary.

The Chicago & Lemont Stone Oom- 
bany— Harms Must Satisfy the 
Judgment Against Him. 


Rival Ice Firms Go to Law—A Telegraph 
Company After Its Wires—The 
Loomis Estate. 


A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court by 
the H. Channan Company to wind up the affairs of 
the Chicago & Lemont Stone Company. The latter 
was Organized in 1879 with a capital stock of $300,- 
000, nearly all of which was owned by Edwin 
Walker and his wife, In August, 1882, the com- 
pany filed a bill against Edgar Holmes and others 
of its creditors for an accounting, and Elmer Wash- 
burn was appointed receiver. He took charge of 
the stone-quarry, tools, etc., of the company and 
it has since ceased doing business. Tne stockholders 
as far as known are N. J. Brown, Charies Clapham, 


M. B, Madden, Thomas Brassil, Alfred Roebuck, 
J. A. Lomax, J. A. Pettigrew, John Angus, Mary 
and Edwin Walker, none of whom except Edwin 
Walker have paid tne fall amount of their stock. 
The title to the company’s property is so clouded 
that it is dificult to find out just what it owns, and 
the present receiver, Henry Holland, does not 
seem to be taking any steps to ciear op matters. 
McDonald is also said to be a stockholder by as- 
signment from Hdwin Walker. The complainants 
are judgment ereditors to the amount of $698, and 
being unable to collect their debt on execution 
they ask for the appointment of another receiver 
to take charge of all the remaining assets of the 
corporation, and especially to enforce the stock- 
holders’ liability, 


FARMER HARMS drs LEFT. 


Judge Moran yesterday morning decided the case 
of William Loeb against “Farmer’’ Harms and 
Clem Periolat and hie wife. This was a creditor's 
bill on two judgments rendered against Harms in 
1878. The notes on which the judgments were ren- 
dered were made by Harms to his partner, Stephen 
Keough, and guaranteed by the Periolats. Harms 
cluimed that the notes were accommodation notes, 
made at Periolat’s request and in consideration of 
Periolat’s using his influence with the County 
Board to get Harms’ claim of $73,000 against the 
county paid. The Judge said the evidence showed 
conclusively that the notes in question 
were given for a good consideration; that 
Keough had sued his partner for his share of the 
profits on the Court-House contract and Harms 
had given these notes in settlement of that litiga- 
tion. It was well known in the community that 
there were corrupt bargains made in connection 
with the building of the Court-House, and no doubt 
notes were given by Harms to Periolat for the pur- 
pose of influencing the County Board; but the 
notes in controyersy were clearly shown to be for 
a different purpose, and he would, therefore, not 
gO into the question of corruption on the part of 
the County Board. The result of the decision 
is to establish the validity of the judg- 
ments on which the bill was filled, 
and to set aside certain conveyances 
of a four-acre tract of, land in Lake View, made by 
Harms to other parties to keep it out of the hands 
of his creditors. The land lies east of Clark street, 
on Aldine street, and is worth $60,000, and it will 
be sold to satisfy the judgments. 


RIVAL ICE-FIRMS FIGHT OVER A PIECE OF 
BOG LAND. 


Judge Moran is hearing the case of Griffin & Con- 
nelly, the ice men, against A. 8. Piper & Co., to re- 
cover possession of a ten-acre tract of marsh land 
on the Desplaines River, used for ice-cutting in the 
winter. Complainants claim through a deed from 
the County Commissioners of 1883, and defendants 
through a lease from Helen Yore, who claims title 
for twenty years back, 


THE BOARD OF TRADE TELEGRAPH COM- 
PANY WANTS ITS WIRES BACK. 


The Board of Trade Telegraph Company yester- 
day fled & petition in its suit against the Bankers’ 
& Merchants’ Telegraph Company setting out that 
in February, 1884, it leased its telegraph lines to 
the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Company on certain 
conditions, among which was the payment of the 
interest on $50,000 of bonds of the lessor, and the 
payment of $6,000 a year additional as rent. The 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ Company has tailed to pay 
the semi-annual installments of rent, etc., amount- 
ing to $5,250, which matured Oct. 1, 1885, on ac- 
count of its insolvency. its property has all been 
seized and placed in the hands of receivers, and 
some of it sold. The Board of Trade Company, 
therefore, has electedto declare the lease deter- 
mined, and asks to bave the receivers, L. D. Parker 
and J. G. Farnsworth, compelied to surrender to it 
the leased lines. 


LITIGATION ABOUT THE LOOMIS ESTATE. 


A bill was filed im the Circuit Court by Thomas 
W. Loomis of Windsor, Conn., as trustee under 
the will of Edgar Loomis, who died in Chicago a 
year ago, to compel Charles H. Blair to complete 
the purchase of a piece of real property which he 
contracted to buy of the estate: A decree was 
entered in the Circuit Court last March authorizing 
the sale of a portion of the land formerly owned by 
Edgar Looms, pursuant to which the property upon 
the northeast corner of Prairie avenue and Twen- 
ty-ninth street was advertised for sale. There was 
an incumbrance on the land in the shape of a trust- 
deed to secure $10,000. Charles H. Blair, the de- 
fendant, bid $27,500, of which sum, how- 
ever, $10,000 was to go to the account of 
the lnoumbrance, which Blair proposed to assume. 
The offer was accepted, and $1,000 was paid ‘as 
earnest money by the purchaser, who thereupon 
took possession and sold a part of the land to one 
Ladiam. Afterwards Blair declined to accept the 
deed or pay the balance ot the purchase money, 
and this bill is brought to compel him to do so. 
The complainant says that the assets of the estate 
are not sufficient to pay off the loan secured by the 
trust-deed, which will be foreclosed unless Blair 
performs his contract. 


4 TENACIOUS FARMER. 


John Hints is a burly German farmer who tills 
the soil of his acres near Desplaines, where he has 
lived and maintained bie family for a score of 
years. Some time ago a public road was run 
directly across his land from corner 
to corner, greatly to his disgust. He choked 
down his rage, however, until a short time ago the 
surveyors of the Chicago & Wisconsin Road came 
upon him one day with their instruments, which 
looked to John suspiciously like those which had 
heralded the obnoxious highway. John would not 
brook any further trespass upon his sacred soil, 
and advanced with a revolver upon the intruders, 
who were fain to seek refuge in flight. At length, 
however, the proceedings to condemn the property 
were commenced. and John Hintz was dragged an 
unwilling victim into the court. He would not 
part with his homestead on any terms. It was 
here that he had reared his little ones, and the 
ruthless corporation proposed to run its cars right 
through the centre of his dwelling house. When 
asked how much his property was worth he had 
only one reply: They can’t have my land.“ He 
was the more indignant because bythe original 
survey his farm would not have been touched, but 
his neighbor, Parmelee, who bad a large farm, gave 
the company aright of way along one edge of his 
land, thereby diverting the railway from its proper 
course, and cuttigg Hintz’s farm in two. Orders 
have been made by Judge Prendergast upon him to 
compel him to permit surveyors and witnesses to 
go upon the land which he defended with oold iron. 
A jury gave him a verdict of $5,500 last week, but 
he was dissatisfied, and moved for a new trial. He 
says that all men are free and equal in the United 
States, and that the company cannot leave Parme- 
lee’s farm and come upon his. Itis rumored that 
the railway company has at last affected a settie- 
ment of some sort with him, either by paying him 
a large sum or by changing the line of its tracks. 


ITEMS. 


In the case of the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Com- 
pany against the Galesburg Water Company. a 
petition was filed before Judge Blodgett yesterday 
by John C. Stuart, the reveiver, setting out that 
certain pipes, valves, and hydrautsof the company 
had been seized by John Bass ler, George W. Foote, 
W. P. Brookes, G. D. Crocker, and the City of 
Galesburg, who refused to deliver them up to the 
receiver. These pipes, etc., are necessary for the 
company to use in its business, and are covered by 
the $150,000 mortgage given the company, and the 
receiver usks that the creditors who have seized 
the property may be compelled to give it up. Judge 
Blodgett issued an order calling on the above 
parties to show cause Monday next why they 
should not surrender the property taken, and in 
the meantime restraining them from disposing of 
it in any way. 

A final dividend of 4d percent was declared 
yesterday by Judge Tuley in the case of Handy, 
Richardson & Co. 

Judge Gardner yesterday granted a decree of 
divorce to Naomi J. Gates against Albert T. Gates 
on the ground of drunkenness. 

Isaac Kleinberg and Sam Weinberg, second-hand 
clothes-dealers on West Randolph street, who 
were arrested about two weeks ago on a charge of 
killing Prank Kelly, yesterday filed a petition for 
habeas corpus, claiming the evidence against them 
was not sufficient to justify their imprisonment. 
The case was heard by Judge Smith late in the aft- 
ernoon, but not decided. 

Burton Orr claims he was driven off a cable-car 
Sept. 10 last at the corner of Thirty-third street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, and was struck by a 
team going in a contrary direction, and yesterday 
he sued the company for $6,000, but later in the 
day compromised for $50. 

William H. Mole commenced suit early yester- 
day in the Superior Court against the Chicago City 
Railway Company to recover $5,000 damages for 
being run over by a grip-car and receiving perma- 
nent injury to his spine. 

Fredericka Krausch complains that Nov. 27, 1883, 
she fell through the sidewalk on Railroad avenue 
in Bvanston and injured her right foot, and yes- 
terday she sued the tillage for $3,000 damages. 

Mollie Boone yesterday recovered a verdict for 
$600 against George Beard, a colored bailiff in 
Judge Gary’s rt, for alleged breach of promise 
of marriage. a former trial she recovered a 
verdict for 81.000.
